In  publishing  the  following  Lawfl,  the  lame  plan  has  been  adopted  that  was  prescribed  in  the 
Joint  Resolution  of  Congress  of  March  S,  1845  (Vol.  V.,  p.  798),  aathorizing  a  subscription  to 
the  edition  of  all  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  published  by  us.  A  close  examination  of  this 
volume  will  disclose  some  apparent  errors  in  the  Laws  as  here  printed;  but  as  we  procure  a 
careful  collation  with  the  records  at  Washington  hy  an  experienced  reader  of  the  Department 
of  State,  and  scrupulously  follow  the  original,  any  seeming  errors  must  be  attributed  to  the 
Rolls,  and  not  to  us.

removed  from  any  distillery  before  being  distilled ;  and  no  person  other 
than  an  authorized  distiller  shall  by  distillation,  or  by  any  other  process, 
separate  the  alcoholic  spirits  from  any  fermented  mash,  wort,  or  wa^^h  ; 
and  no  person  shall  use  spirits  or  alcohol  or  any  vapor  of  alcoholic  spirits 
in  manufacturing  vinegar  or  any  other  article,  or  in  any  process  of  manu- 
facture whatever,  unless  the  spirits  or  alcohol  soured  shall  have  been 
produced  in  an  authorized  distillery  and  the  tax  thereon  paid.  Any  per-

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  distillery  nor  distilling 
apparatus  seized  for  any  violation  of  law  shall  he  released  to  the  claimant

cept when  the  wines  so  manufactured  or  put  up  are  used  exclusively  by 
the  family  of  the  -^person  manufacturing  the  same  ;  and  the  tax  herein 
imposed  shall  be  payable  at  the  time  such  return  is  made.  And  in  case 
such  manufacturer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  return  within  the 
time  specified,  the  assessor  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  tax 
due,  as  provided  in  other  cases  of  a  refusal  or  neglect  to  make  returns, 
and  shall  assess  the  tax,  and  add  a  penalty  of  fifty  per  centum  to  the 
amount ;  which  said  tax  and  also  said  penalty  shall  be  collected  in  the 
manner  provided  for  the  collection  of  tax  on  monthly  and  other  lists. 
Any  person  who  shall  fraudulently  evade  or  attempt  to  evade  tlie  payment 
of  the  tax  herein  imposed  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  ^ye  thousand  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not 
less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  two  years. 

Sec.  49.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, on  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioner  of  internal  revenue, 
may  appoint  not  exceeding  twenty-five  officers,  to  be  called  supervisors 
of  internal  revenue,  each  one  of  whom  shall  be  assigned  to  a  designated

to  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  him  and  allowed  and  certified  by  the 
said  commissioner  as  a  compensation  for  his  services,  such  salary  as  the 
commissioner  of  internal  revenue  may  deem  just  and  reasonable,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  their  dntits 
supen'isor  of  internal  revenue,  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner,  to  ^'^  powers. 
see  that  all  laws  and  regulations  reladng  to  the  collection  of  internal  taxes 
are  faithfiilly  executed  and  complied  with ;  to  aid  in  the  prevention,  detec- 
tion, and  punishment  of  any  frauds  in  relation  thereto,  and  to  examine 
into  the  efficiency  and  conduct  of  all  officers  of  intemid  revenue  within 
his  district ;  and  for  such  purposes  he  shall  have  power  to  examine  all 
persons,  books,  papers,  accounts,  and  premises,  and  to  administer  onths 
and  to  summon  any  person  to  produce  books  and  papers,  or  to  appear 
and  testify  under  oath  before  him,  and  to  compel  a  compliance  with  such 
summons  in  the  same  manner  as  a^essors  may  do.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  supervisor  of  internal  revenue  as  aforesaid  to  report  in  writing 
to  the  commissioner  of  internal  revenue  any  neglect  of  duty,  incompe- 
tency, delinquency,  or  malfeasance  in  office  of  any  internal  revenue  officer 
within  his  district  of  which  he  may  obtain  knowledge,  with  a  statement 
of  all  the  facts  in  each  case,  and  any  evidence  sustaining  the  same  ;  and  he 
shall  have  power  to  transfer  any  inspector,  ganger,  or  storekeeper  from 
one  distillery  or  other  place  of  duty  to  another,  or  from  one  collection 
district  to  another,  within  his  district,  and  may,  by  notice  in  writing,  sus- 
pend from  duty  any  such  inspector,  gaugcr,  or  storekeeper,  and  in  case  of 
suspension  shall  immediately  notify  the  collector  of  the  proper  district  and 
the  commissioner  of  internal  revenue,  and  within  three  days  thereafter 
make  report  of  his  action,  and  his  reasons  therefor,  in  writing,  to  said  com- 
missioner, who  shall  thereupon  take  such  further  action  as  he  may  deem 
proper.

date  of  delivery,  to  whom  delivered,  and  for  what  purpose,  which  purpose 
shall  be  specified  in  the  permit  or  order  for  delivery ;  and  in  case  of 
delivery  of  any  distilled  spirits  the  number  of  gauge  or  wine  gallons,  and 
of  proof  gallons,  shall  also  be  stated ;  and  such  further  particulars  shall  be 
entered  in  the  warehouse  books  as  may  be  prescribed  or  found  necessary 
for  the  identification  of  the  packages,  to  insure  the  correct  delivery  thereof 
and  proper  accountability  thereof  [therefor].    A  daily  return  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  every  storekeeper  to  the  collector  of  the  district  of  all  articles 
received  in  and  delivered  from  the  warehouse  during  the  day  preceding 
that  on  which  the  return  is  made,  a  copy  of  which  shidl  be  mailed  by  him 
at  the  same  time  to  the  commissioner  of  internal  revenue;   and  each 
storekeeper  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  make  a  report  in

And  any  owner,  agent,  or  master  of 
any  vessel  who  shall  knowin^y  aid  or  abet  in  the  fraudulent  collection  or 
fraudulent  attempt  to  collect  any  drawback  upon  mm  or  alcohol,  or  shall 
knowingly  aid  or  permit  any  fraudulent  change  in  the  spirits  so  shippedi

All  distilled  spirits  owned  or  held  bj  any  person,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
included  in  the  same  retnm,  and  the  gauging  shall  be  continuous  until  all 
the  spirits  owned  or  held  by  such  person  are  gauged  and  stamped,  as  afore- 
said, and  a  report  thereof  in  duplicate  shall  immediately  be  made  by  the 
ganger  to  the  collector  and  assessor  of  the  district  showing  the  number 
of  packages,  contents,  and  proof  of  each  package  gauged  and  stamped, 
and  one  of  said  reports  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  collector  to  the  com- 
missioner of  internal  revenue.  No  such  spirits  shall  be  gauged  or 
stamped  in  any  dstem  or  other  stationary  vessel.  Any  person  owning,  or 
having  in  possession,  such  spirits  and  refusing  or  neglecting  to  make  such 
return  shall  forfeit  the  same ;  and  all  distilled  spirits  found,  after  thirty 
days  from  the  time  this  act  takes  effect,  in  any  cask  or  package  contain- 
ing more  than  five  gallons,  without  having  thereon  each  mark  and  stamp 
required  therefor  by  this  act,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States. 
Any  person  who  shall  gauge,  mark  or  stamp  any  cask  or  package  of  dis- 
tilled spirits  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  who  shall  cause  or 
procure  the  same  to  be  done,  knowing  that  the  same  were  manufactured 
or  removed  from  warehouse  subsequent  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  or 
that  the  taxes  thereon  have  not  been  paid,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars, 
and  imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  three  years.

possession  or  use  a  still,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  distiller:  Provided,  That 
a  like  tax  of  four  dollars  on  each  barrel,  counting  forty  gallons  of  proof 
spirits  to  the  barrel,  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  from  the  owner  of 
any  distilled  spirits  which  may  be  in  any  bonded  warehouse  at  the  date 
of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  to  be  paid  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
withdrawn  from  such  warehouse,  under  the  provisions  of  the  eixty^econd

planter  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  special  tax  as  a  dealer  in  leaf  tobacco 
for  selling  tobacco  of  hid  own  production,  or  tobacco  received  bj  him  as 
rent  from  tenants  who  have  produced  the  same  on  hb  land. 

Dealers  in  tobacco,  whose  annual  sales  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  and 
do  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  each  pay  five  dollars ;  and  when 
their  annual  sales  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  in  addition  two 
dollars  for  each  thousand  dollars  in  excess  of  one  thousand  dollars. 
Every  person  whose  business  it  is  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  manufactured 
tobacco,  snuff,  or  cigars,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  dealer  in  tobacco.  And 
any  retail  dealer,  liquor  dealer,  or  keeper  of  a  hotel,  inn,  tavern,  or  eating- 
house,  who  sells  tobacco,  snuff,  or  cigars,  shall  pay,  in  addition  to  his 
special  tax,  the  special  tax  as  a  dealer  in  tobacco. 

Manufacturers  of  to!)acco  shall  each  pay  ten  dollars ;  and  in  addition 
thereto,  where  the  amount  of  the  penal  sum  of  the  bond  of  such  manufac- 
turer, required  by  this  act  to  be  given,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  two  dolbrs  for  each  thousand  dollars  in  excess  of  five 
thousand  dollars  of  such  penal  sum.  Every  person  whose  business  it  is 
to  manufacture  tobacco  or  snuff  for  himself,  or  who  shall  employ  others  to 
manufacture  tobacco  or  snuff,  whether  such  manufacture  shall  be  by  cut- 
ting, pressing,  grinding,  crushing,  or  rubbing  of  any  leaf  or  raw  tobacco,  or 
otherwise  preparing  raw  or  leaf  tobacco  or  manufactured  or  partially 
manufactured  tobacco  or  snuff,  or  the  putting  up  for  use  or  consumption  of 
scraps,  waste,  clippings,  stems,  or  deposit  of  tobacco,  resulting  from  aify 
process  of  handling  tobacco,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  manufacturer  of  to- 
bacco. But  no  manufacturer  of  tobacco  shall  be  required  to  pay  the 
special  tax  as  a  dealer  in  tobacco  for  selling  ^hs  products  of  his  own 
manufacture. 

Manufacturers  of  cigars,  whose  annual  sales  shall  not  exceed  hve 
thousand  dollars,  shall  each  pay  ten  dollars,  and  when  their  annual  sales 
exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  in  addition  two  dollju^  for  each 
thousand  dollars  in  excess  of  five  thousand  dollars.  Every  person  whose 
business  it  is  to  make  or  manufacture  cigars  for  himself,  or  who  shall 
employ  others  to  make  or  manufacture  cigars,  shall  be  regarded  os  a 
manufacturer  of  cigars.  No  special  tax  receipt  shall  be  issued  to  any 
manufacturer  of  cigars  until  he  shall  have  given  the  bond  required  by 
law.  Every  person  whose  business  it  is  to  make  cigars  for  others,  either 
for  pay,  upon  commission,  on  shares,  or  otherwise,  from  material  furnished 
by  others,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  cigar-maker.  Every  cigar-maker  shall 
cause  his  name  and  residence  to  be  registered,  without  previous  demand, 
with  the  assistant  assessor  of  the  division  in  which  such  cigar-maker  shall 
be  employed ;  and  any  manufacturer  of  cigars  employing  any  cigar-maker 
who  shall  have  neglected  or  refused  to  make  such  registry  shall,  on  con- 
viction, be  fined  five  dollars  for  each  day  that  such  cigar-maker  so  offend- 
ing by  neglect  or  refusal  to  register  shall  be  employed  by  him. 

Sec.  60.  And  be  it  further  eruicted,  That  in  every  case  where  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  annual  or  monthly  sales  made 
by  any  person  on  whom  a  special  tax  is  imposed  by  this  act,  or  to  ascer^ 
tain  the  excess  of  such  sales  above  a  given  amount,  such  amounts  and 
excesses  shall  be  asceitained  and  returned  under  such  re<<;ulation8  and  in 
such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of  internal  revenue ; 
and  in  any  case  where  the  amount  of  the  tax  has  been  increased  by  this

by  law  have  accrued  or  be  chargeable  thereon. 
'Sec.  61.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  tobacco  and  snuff  which 
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shall  be  manufactured  aud  sold,  or  removed  for  consumption  or  use,  there 
bhall  be  assessed  and  collected  the  following  taxes : 

On  snuff,  manufactured  of  tobacco  or  any  substitute  for  tobacco,  ground.     Tax  on  snuff; 
dry,  dump,  pickled,  scented,  or  otherwise,  of  all  descriptions,  when  pre- 
pared for  use,  a  tax  of  thirty-two  cents  per  pound.    And  snuff  flour,  when 
sold,  or  removed  for  use  or  consumptioo,  shall  be  taxed  as  snuff,  and  shall 
be  put  up  in  packages  and  stamped  in  the  same  manner  as  snuff. 

On  all  chewing  tobacco,  fine  cut,  plug,  or  twist;  on  all  tobacco  twisted  bacoo^lS* 
by  hand,  or  reduced  from  leaf  into  a  condition  to  be  consumed,  or  other- 
wise prepared,  without  the  use  of  any  machine  or  instrument,  and  without 
being  pressed  or  sweetened ;  and  on  all  other  kinds  of  manufactured  to- 
bacco, not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  a  tax  of  thirty-two  cents  per 
pound. 

On  all  smoking  tobacco  exclusively  of  stems,  or  of  leaf,  with  all  the     smoking  to- 
stems  in  aud  so  sold,  the  leaf  not  having  been  previously  stripped,  butted,  ***®*^  ^-J 
or  rolled,  and  from  which  no  part  of  the  stems  have  been  separated  by 
bifting,  stripping,  dressing,  or  in  any  other  manner,  either  before,  during, 
or  after  tlie  process  of  manufacturing ;  on  all  fine-cut  shorts,  the  refuse  of    reftiw  scraps 
fine-cut  chewing  tobacco  which  has  passed  through  a  riddle  of  thirty-six        •weepmgs. 
meshes  to  the  square  inch  by  process  of  sifting ;  and  on  all  refuse  scraps 
and  sweepings  of  tobacco,  a  tax  of  sixteen  cents  per  pound. 

Sec.  62.  And  be  it  furUier  enacted^  That  from  and  aAer  the  passage  of     Mannfaotared 
ihis  act  all  manufactured  tobacco  shall  be  put  up  and  prepared  by  the  ^***^?''  how  to 
manufacturer  for  sale,  or  removal  for  sale  or  consumption,  in  packages  preparedTfor 
uf  the  following  description,  and  in  no  other  manner :  mIo;

sons, books,  and  papers,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  this  act  in  re- 
lation to  frauds  and  evasions.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  John  D.  Defrees,  William 
£.  Chandler,  Samuel  Wilkeson,  £.  A.  Rollins,  Nathan  G.  Starkweather, 
John  A.  Wills,  Frank  Turk,  Adam  S.  Pratt,  Henry  C.  Swain,  and  all 
the  other  persons  who  shall  hereafter  become  stockholders  in  the  com- 
pany incorporated,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  National  Life  Insurance  Ck>mpany  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of 
insurance  on  lives,  and  to  make  all  and  every  insurance  appertaining 
thereto,  or  connected  therewith  ;  and  to  grant,  purchase,  and  dispose  of 
annuities  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
elsewhere,  and  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  and  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  the  district  and  circuit 
court  of  the  United  States,  either  in  law  or  equity  in  this  District  or  else- 
where, and  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  a  common  seal, 
and  may  change  the  same  at  their  will  and  pleasure,  and  may  also  from 
time  to  time,  at  any  meeting  of  their  directors,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,

For  insurance,  transportation,  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  delivery 
to  the  Pawnee,  Ponca,  and  Yancton  Sioux  Indians  of  annuity  goods  and 
provisions,  eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  this  amount  to  pay  the  interest  on  certain  non-paying  stock  held  in 
trust  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  the  Chicka.«aw  Indians,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  fifty- 
nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents.

wrongful  and  in'violation  of  the  rights  of  American  citizenship,  the  Presi 
dent  shall  forthwith  demand  the  release  of  such  citizen,  and  if  the  release 
so  demanded  is  unreasonably  delayed  or  refused,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  President  to  use  such  means,  not  amounting  to  acts  of  war,  as  he  may 
think  necessary  and  proper  to  obtain  or  effectuate  such  release,  and  aU 
the  facts  and  proceedings  relative  thereto  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  be 
communicated  by  the  President  to  Congress.

And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  to  insore  the  constraction  of 
the  above-mentioQed  vesaels  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  hereinbe-

A  PROCLAMATION. 

TO  ALL  AXD   SHrOULAS  TO  WHOM  TBS8B  PXB8BHT8  SHALL  OOHB,  OBBXTIHO  ' 

Whbbbas  a  treaty  was  made  and  concladed  at  the  Sac  and  Fox  Agency  Preamble 
in  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  on  the  first  day  of  October,  one  thousand 
eight  handred  and  fifty-nine,  by  and  between  Alfred  B.  Greenwood,  com- 
missioner on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  certain  chiefs  and  head- 
men hereinafter  named  representing  the  confederated  tribes  of  Sacs 
and  Foxes  of  the  Mississippi,  which  treaty  is  in  the  following  words, 
to  wit:  — 

Articles  of  agreement  and  oonTcntion  made  and  concladed  at  the  Sac  and 
Fox  agency,  in  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  on  the  first  day  of  October,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  by 
and  between  Alfred  B.  Greenwood,  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  following  named  chiefs  and  delegates,  represent-

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas,  a  general  convention  of  amitj,  commerce,  and  naviga- 
tion, and  for  the  surrender  of  fugitive  criminals,  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Dominican  Republic,  was  concluded  and 
signed  bj  their  respective  plenipotentiaries,  at  the  citj  of  Santo  Domingo^ 
on  the  eighth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  siztj- 
seven,  which  convention,  being  in  the  English  and  Spanish  languages,  is 
word  for  word,  as  follows :

The  United  States  of  America 
and  the  Dominican  Republic,  equally 
animated  with  the  desire  of  main- 
taining the  cordial  relations,  and  of 
tightening,  if  possible,  the  bonds  of 
friendship  between  the  two  coun- 
tries, as  well  as  to  augment,  by  all 
the  means  at  their  disposal,  the  com- 
mercial intercourse  of  their  respec- 
tive citizens,  have  mutually  resolved 
to  conclude  a  general  convention  of 
amity,  commerce,  and  navigation, 
and  for  the  surrender  of  fugitive 
criminals.  For  this  purpose  they 
have  appointed  as  their  plenipoten- 
tiaries, to  wit :  the  Prteident  of  the 
United  States,  John  Somers  Smith, 
commercial  agent  of  the  United 
States  at  the  city  of  Santo  Domin- 
go, and  the  President  of  the  Domi- 
nican Republic,  Jos4  Gabriel  Gar- 
da,  Secretary  of  State  in  the  De- 
partment of  Foreign  Relations,  and 
Juan  Ramon  Fiallo,  ex-Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  who,  aAer  a  commu- 
nication of  their  respective  full 
powers,  have  agreed  to  the  following 
articles:

It  is  the  intention  of  the  high 
contracting  parties  that  there  shall 
continue  to  be  a  firm,  inviolable,  and 
universal  peace,  and  a  true  and  sin- 
cere friendship  between  the  Repub- 
lic of  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  Dominican  Republic,  and 
between  their  respective  countries, 
territories,  cities,  towns,  and  peo- 
ple, without  exception  of  persons  or 
places.  If,  unfortunately,  the  two 
nations  should  become  involved  in 
war,  one  with  the  other,  the  term 
of  six  months  afler  the  declaration 
thereof  shall  be  allowed  to  the  mer- 
chants and  other  citizens  and  inhab- 
itants respectively,  on  each  side, 
during  which  time  they  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  withdraw  themselves, 
with  their  effects  and  movables, 
which  they  shall  have  the  right  to 
carry  away,  send  away,  or  sell,  as 
they  please,  without  the  least  ob- 
struction ;  nor  shall  their  effects, 
much  less  their  persons,  be  seized 
during  such  term  of  six  months  ; 
on  the  contrary,  passports  shall 
be  valid  for  a  term  necessary  for 
their  return,  and  shall  be  given  to 
them  for  their  vessels  and  the  ef- 
fects which  they  may  wish  to  carry 
with  them  or  send  away,  and  such 
passports  shall  be  a  safe-conduct 
against  the  insults  and  captures 
which  privateers  may  attempt 
against  their  persons  and  effects, 
and  the  money,  debts,  shares  in  the 
public  funds,  or  in  banks,  or  any 
othei'  property,  personal  or  real,  be- 
longing to  the  citizens  of  the  one 
party  in  the  territories  of  the  other, 
shall  not  be  confiscated  or  seques- 
trated. 

Article  IL 

The  citizens  of  each  of  the  high 
contracting  parties,  residing  or  estab- 
lished in  the  territory  of  the  other, 
shall  be  exempt  from  all  compulsory 
military  service  by  sea  or  by  land, 
and  from  all  forced  loans  or  military 
exactions  or  requisitions ;  nor  shall 
they  be  compelled  to  pay  any  con- 
tributions whatever,  higher  or  other 
than  those  that  are  or  may  be  paid 
by  native  citizens.

While  they 
conform  to  the  laws  and  regulations 
in  force,  they  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
manage  themselves  their  own  busi- 
miSSj  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
either  party,  as  well  in  respect  to 
the  consignment  and  sale  of  their 
goods  by  wholesale  or  retail  as  with 
respect  to  the  loading,  unloading, 
and  sending  off  their  ships.  They 
may  also  employ  such  agents  or 
brokers  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
and  shall  in  all  these  cases  be  treat- 
ed as  the  citizens  of  the  country 
wherein  they  reside ;  it  being,  never- 
theless, distinctly  understood  that 
they  shall  be  subject  to  such  laws 
and  regulations  also  in  respect  to 
wholesale  or  retail.  They  shall 
have  free  access  to  the  tribunals  of 
justice,  in  cases  to  which  they  may 
be  a  party,  on  the  same  terms  which 
are  granted  by  the  laws  and  usiige 
of  the  country  to  native  citizens ;

In  the  absence 
of  a  personal  representative,  the 
same  care  shall  be  taken  of  the 
property  as  by  law  would  be  taken 
of  the  property  of  a  native  in  a 
similar  case,  whilst  the  lawful  own- 
er miiy  take  measures  for  securing 
it.  If  a  question  should  arise  among 
claimants  as  to  the  rightful  owner- 
ship of  the  property,  the  same'  shall 
be  finally  decided  by  the  judicial 
tribunals  of  the  country  in  which  it 
is  situated.

All  other  merchandises  and  things 
not  comprehended  in  the  articles  of 
oontrabsuid  explicitly  enumerated 
and  classified  as  above  shall  be  held 
and  considered  as  free,  and  subjects 
of  free  and  lawful  commerce,  so  that 
they  be  carried  and  transported  in 
the  freest  manner  by  the  citizens  of 
both  the  contracting  parties,  even  to 
places  belonging  to  an  enemy,  ex- 
cepting only  those  places  whidi  are 
at  the  time  besieged  or  blockaded.

Article  XXILL 

When  the  ships-of-war  of  the  two 
contracting  parties,  or  those  belong- 
ing to  their  citizens,  which  are 
armed  in  war,  shall  be  admitted  to 
enter  with  their  prizes  the  ports  of 
either  of  the  two  parties,  the  said 
public  or  private  ships,  as  well  as 
their  prizes,  shall  not  be  obliged  to 
pay  any  duty  either  to  the  officers 
of  the  place,  the  judges,  or  any 
others ;  nor  shall  such  prizes,  when 
they  come  to  and  enter  the  ports  of 
either  party,  be  arrested,  or  seized, 
nor  shall  the  officers  of  the  place 
make  examination  concerning  the 
lawfulness  of  such  prizes,  but  they 
may  hoist  sail  at  any  time  and  de- 
part and  carry  their  prizes  to  the 
places  expressed  in  their  conunis- 
sions,  which  the  commanders  of 
such  ships-of-war  shall  be  obliged  to 
show.

The  said  consuls  and  vice-consuls 
are  authorized  to  require  the  assist- 
ance of  the  local  authorities  for  the 
arrest  and  imprisonment  of  the  de- 
serters from  the  ships-of-war  and 
merchant  vessels  of  their  country. 
For  this  purpose  they  shall  apply 
to  the  competent  tribunals,  judges, 
and  officers,  and  shall,  in  writing, 
demand  such  deserters,  proving  by 
the  exhibition  of  the  registers  of 
the  vessels,  the  muster  rolls  of  the 
crews,  or  by  any  other  official  docu- 
ments, that  such  individuals  formed 
part  of  the  crews ;  and,  on  this  claim 
being  substantiated,  the  surrender 
shall  not  be  refused.  Such  desert- 
ers, when  arrested,  shall  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  consuls  and 
vice-consuls,  and  may  be  confined 
in  the  public  prisons  at  the  request 
and  cost  of  those  who  shall  claim 
them,  in  order  to  be  sent  to  the 
vessels  to  which  they  belong,  or  to 
others  of  the  same  country.  But  if 
not  sent  back  within  three  months 
of  the  day  of  their  arrest,  they  shall 
be  set  at  liberty,  and  shall  not  again 
be  arrested  for  the  same  cause. 
However,  if  the  deserter  shall  be 
found  to  have  committed  any  crime 
or  offence,  his  surrender  may  be  de- 
layed until  the  tribunal  before  which 
his  case  shall  be  pending  shall  have 
pronounced  its  sentence,  and  such 
sentence  shall  have  been  carried 
into  effect.

their  respective  plenipotentiaries  at  Antananarivo,  the  fourteenth  day  of 
February,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  which  treaty  is  word  for 
word  as  follows :  —

Abticlb  VIIL  The  above  articles  of  treaty,  made  in  good  faith,  shall     TiMty,  whsn 
be  submitted  to  both  the  government  of  the  United  States  of  America  ^  ^ '*^"^i 
and  her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  Madagascar  for  ratification,  and  such  rati- 
fications be  exchanged  within  six  months  from  date  of  ratification,  at 
Antananarivo.

Whereas  a  treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  city  of  Washington,     FrMunble. 
in  the  District  of  G^lumbia,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  February,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  by  and  be- 
tween Lewis  V.  Bogy,  William  H.  Watson,  Thomas  Murphy,  and  Henry 
W.  Martin,  commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the  United   States,  and  Keo-     CoDtnotiiig 
kuk,  Chekuskuk,  Uc-quaw-ho-ko,  Mut-tut^tah,  and  Man-ah-to-wah,  chiefs  P"***** 
of  the  tribe  of  Sac  and  Fox  Indians  of  the  Mississippi,  on  the  part  of 
said  Indians,  and  duly  authorized  thereto  by  them,  which  treaty  is  in  the 
words  and  figures  following,  to  wit :  — 

Articles  of  agreement  made  and  concluded  this  eighteenth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  between  the  United 
States,  represented  by  Lewis  V.  Bogy,  Commissioner  of  Indian  Af- 
fairs ;  William  H.  Watson,  Special  Commissioner ;  Thomas  Murphy, 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  Kansas ;  and  Henry  W.  Mar- 
tin, United  States  Indian  Agent,  duly  authorized,  and  the  tribes  of 
Sacs  and  Foxes  of  the  Mississippi,  represented  by  Keokuk,  Che-kus- 
kuk,  Uc-quaw-ho-ko,  Mut-tut-tah,  and  Man-ah-to-wah,  chiefs  of  said 
tribes. 

Article  L   The  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  the  Mississippi  cede  to  the  gov-     CeMion  of 
emment  of  the  United  States  all  the  lands,  with  the  improvements  there-  it°^^c?IJL 
on,  contained  in  their  unsold  portion  of  their  diminished  reserve  defined 
in  the  first  article  of  their  treaty  ratified  July  ninth,  one  thousand  eight      .  ^^^ 

hundred  and  sixty,  (the  said  tract  containing  about  eighty-six  thousand  and  ' 

four  hundred  acres,  and  being  more  particularly  described  by  the  survey 
and  plats  on  file  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior,)  except  as  reserved  in 
previous  treaties,  or  in  this  treaty. 

Article  II.   The  said  Indians  also  cede  to  the  United  States  a  full     Additional 
and  complete  title  to  the  lands,  with  the  improvements  thereon,  now  re-  cewion. 
maining  unsold  in  that  portion  of  their  old  reservation  provided  by  article 
four  of  the  treaty  of  July  ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  to     '^*'^*  P*  *^®' 
be  sold  by  the  government  for  their  benefit,  the  cession  herein  made  being 
subject  to  the  exceptions  defined  in  this  treaty. 

Article  III.  The  United  States  agree  to  pay  to  the  Sac  and  Fox  PavmenU  bj 
Indians,  parties  to  this  treaty,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  an  acre  for  the  gjJt^"*^ 
whole  of  the  land  ceded  in  the  two  preceding  sections,  being  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  thousand  acres  of  land,  less  the  amount  of  land 
set  apart  for  individuals  ;  and  further  agree  to  pay  the  outstanding  indebt- 
edness of  the  said  tribe,  now  represented  by  scrip  issued  under  the  provis- 
ions of  previous  treaties,  and  amounting,  on  the  first  of  November,  eight- 
een hundred  and  sixty-five,  to  twenty-six  thousand  five  hundred  and  scv* 
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entj-foar  dollars,  besides  the  interest  thereon ;  and  the  amount  berdn 
provided  to  be  paid  to  said  Indians,  after  deducting  such  sums  as,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  are  to  be  expended  for  their  removal,  sub- 
sistence, and  establishing  them  in  their  new  country,  shall  be  added  to 
their  invested  funds,  and  five  per  cent  interest  paid  thereon  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  interest  of  their  present  funds  is  now  paid. 

Article  IV.  At  any  time  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  the 
lands  ceded  in  the  first  article  shall  be  held  and  considered  at  the  disposal 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  legal  rights  of  railroad  corporations  shidl  be 
conceded  thereon,  the  same  as  on  oUier  public  lands ;  except  that,  until 
the  time  for  the  removal  of  the  Indians  is  fixed  by  public  notice,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  no  interference  shall  be  made  with  the  rights 
of  the  Indians  as  the  occupants  of  the  lands,  but  they  shall  remain  in  all 
respects  without  molestation,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  treaty  had 
not  been  made:  And  provided  Jvrtherj  That  inasmuch  as  there  are  valu- 
able improvements  upon  said  reservation,  such  improvements  shall  be  ap- 
praised under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  the 
appraised  value  of  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  United  States,  before 
title  is  given  to  any  individual  or  corporation  for  the  lands  upon  which 
such  improvements  are  situated. 

Abtigle  V.  The  lands  ceded  in  the  second  articled  of  this  treaty,  being 
the  unsold  remainder  of  the  lands  provided  in  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty 
of  July  ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  to  be  sold  in  trust 
for  said  Indians,  shall,  immediately  upon  the  ratification  of  this  treaty, 
become  the  property  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  open  to  entry  and 
settlement,  and  the  legal  rights  of  railroad  corporations  shall  accrue  there- 
on ;  and  the  lands  in  the  second  article  ceded,  as  well  as  those  ceded  in 
the  first  article,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  gen- 
eral land  office  the  same  as  other  public  lands,  except  as  relates  to  the  pro- 
visions in  the  next  preceding  article  relating  to  the  time  when  they  shall 
be  open  for  settlement,  and  the  requirement  of  payment  for  the  improve- 
ments ;  and  should  there  be  any  improvements  upon  the  land  ceded  in 
the  second  article,  they  shall  be  appraised,  and  payment  shall  be  required 
therefor;  and  the  scrip  referred  to  in  the  third  article  of  this  treaty  shall 
be  received  in  payment  for  any  of  the  lands  herein  ceded  to  the  United 
States,  and  not  granted  to  any  railroad  corporation,  at  any  time  after  the 
removal  of  the  Indians,  as  provided  in  the  seventh  article  hereof. 

Article  VI.  The  United  States  agree,  in  consideration  of  the  im- 
provements upon  the  said  reservation,  to  give  to  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  for 
their  future  home  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Indian  country  south  of  Kansas,  and 
south  of  the  Cherokee  lands,  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fidy  square 
miles  in  extent  The  selection  of  such  new  reservation  shall  be  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  with  his  approv- 
al, by  commissioners  appointed  by  the  said  Secretary,  who  shall  visit  the 
Indian  country,  with  delegations  from  all  the  tribes  proposing  to  remove 
thereto,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty ;  and 
said  reservation  shall  be  surveyed  as  to  its  exterior  lines,  at  the  cost  of 
the  United  States,  under  'the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs,  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  dollars :  Provided^  That  if  it  shall  be 
found  impracticable  to  select  a  suitable  home  for  the  tribe  except  by  pur- 
chase from  the  Cherokees,  the  United  States  will  pay  towards  the  said 
purchase  the  same  amount  that  would  have  been  payable  to  the  Creeks  if 
the  reservation  had  been  selected  upon  the  former  Creek  lands ;  and  in 
that  case  the  balance  of  the  money  payable  to  the  Cherokees  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  due  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  under  this  treaty. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  selection  of  the  new 
reservation  herein  provided  for,  there  shall  be  erected  thereon,  at  the  cost 
of  the  United  States,  a  dwelling-house  for  the  agent  of  the  tribe,  a  house 
and  shop  for  a  blacksmith,  and  dwelling-house  for  a  physician,  the  aggre- 
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gate  C06t  of  whidi  shall  not  exceed  ten  thooaand  doUara;  and  alap  at  the 
expense  of  the  tribe,  five  dweUiog-hoases  for  the  chiefs,  to  cost  in  all  not 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars.

In  consideration  of  certain  improvements  made  by  John     Gnuit  of  lands 
Groodell  upon  the  lands  of  the  nation  within  their  present  reservation,  and  to  certain  per- 
of  his  services  as  their  interpreter,  he  shall  be  allowed  to  select  therefrom  ^"* 
a  half-section  of  land ;  and  it  is  further  provided  that  of  said  land,  Sarah 
A.  Whistler  and  Pash-e-ca-cah,  or  Amelia  Mitchell,  shall  each  be  allowed 
to  select  a  half-section  of  land,  the  hitter  selection  to  include  the  house 
in  which  she  lives ;  and  Julia  A.  Groodell  one  quarter  section,  besides  the     Amended.

from  unimproved  lands:   Provided^    That  they  may  select  from  lands 
upon  which  improvements  exist,  by  peying  the  appraised  value  of  such 
improvements ;  but  no  selection  shall  include  the  agency,  mission,  or  mill 
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buildings ;  and  upon  the  approval  bj  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of 
such  selectio&s,  patents  in  fee  sitnple  shall  be  issued  to  the  respective 
parties,  their  heirs   or  frssig:ns. 

Articlb  XII.  In  consideration  of  the  faithful  services  of  Samuel 
Black  in  protecting  their  houses  and  timber  from  frespass  and  depreda- 
tion, there  shall  be  patented  to  him  in  fee  simple  the  tract  of  land  upon 
which  he  lives,  being  the  west  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  section  four, 
town[8hip]  seventeen,  range  sixteen. 

Article  XIII.  Thomas  C.  Stevens  and  Company,  licensed  traders, 
having  erected  'valuable  building  at  the  agency,  it  is  agreed  that  they 
may  have  a  patent  for  the  land,  not  exceeding  eight  acres,  upon  which 
such  improvements  aro  built,  and  not  to  include  any  other  improvements, 
on  the  payment  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  aero. 

Article  XIV.  The  Sacs  and  Foxes,  parties  to  tiiis  treaty,  agree  thai 
the  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  Missouri,  if  they  shall  so  elect,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  may  unite  with  them  and  become  a  part 
of  their  people,  upon  their  contributing  to  the  common  fund  such  a  por- 
tion of  their  funds  as  will  place  them  on  an  equal  footing  in  regard  to 
annuities. 

Article  XV.  The  claims  of  the  Sacs  and.  Foxes  against  the  United 
States  for  stealing  of  stock,  which  have  herotoforo  been  adjusted,  amount- 
ing to  sixteen  thousand  four  hundred  dollans  shall  be  paid  by  the  United 
States,  and  the  amount  disbursed  and  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  tribe 
in  such  objects  for  their  improvement  and  comfort  upon  the  new  reserva- 
tion as  the  chiefs,  through  their  agent,  shall  desiro ;  and  whereas  the  In- 
dians claim  that  one  full  payment  due  under  previous  treaty  has  never 
been  made  to  them,  it  is  agreed  that  a  caroful  examination  of  the  books 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  shall  be  made,  and  if  any  sum  is 
found  to  be  still  due  and  unpaid,  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  them  per  cap- 
ita in  the  same  manner  as  their  annuities  aro  paid. 

Article  XVI.  The  United  States  will  advance  to  the  said  tribe  of 
Indians  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  to  pay  the  expenses  of  their  subsistence  for  the  first  year 
afler  their  arrival  at  their  new  home  in  the  Indian  country,  and  to  pay 
the  necessary  expenses  of  romoval,  and  furnish  necesi^ary  rations  for  the 
journey  during  such  removal ;  said  romoval  to  be  made  under  direction  of 
the  superintendent  or  agent,  or  other  person  specially  designated  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior ;  the  moneys  thus  expended  to  be  deducted  from 
the  whole  amount  provided  to  be  paid  for  their  lands  herein  ceded. 

Article  XVII.  It  is  hereby  provided  that  the  half-broeds  and  full- 
bloods  of  the  tribe,  who  were  entitled  to  selections  of  land  under  the  Sac 
and  Fox  treaty,  ratified  July  ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty,  and  which  selections  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  shall  be  entitled  to  patents  in  fee-simple  for  the  lands  heretofore 
selected,  according  to  the  schedule  annexed  to  this  treaty:  Provided^ 
That  where  such  selections  have  been  made  and  the  allottees  have  sold 
their  lands  for  a  valuable  consideration  and  have  since  died,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  shall,  upon  full  proof  being  made,  cause  patents  to  issue 
to  the  purchasers  or  their  assigns. 

Article  XVIII.  All  sales  hereafter  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  per- 
sons to  whom  lands  are  assigned  in  this  treaty  shall  receive  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  before  taking  effect  in  conveying  title  to 
lands  so  sold. 

Article  XIX  The  United  States  agree  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
negotiating  this  treaty,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

Article  XX.  The  stipulations  of  all  former  treaties  now  in  force, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  shall  remain  in 
full  force;  and  all  treaties  or  parts  of  treaties  heretofore  made  which 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  treaty  are  hereby  abrogated. 
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In  testimon  J  whereof,  the  parties  hereinbefore  named  have  hereunto 
set  their  hands  and  seals  the  day  and  year  first  above  mentioned.

previous  treaty  stipulations  shaU  be  paid  to  any  bands  or  parts  of  bands, 
who  do  not  permanently  reside  on  the  reservation  set  apart  to  them 
by  the  Government  in  the  Indian  Territory,  as  provided  in  this  treaty, 
except  those  residing  in  the  State  of  Iowa;  and  it  is  further  agreed,  that 
all  money,  accruing  from  this  or  former  tribes,  [treaties,]  now  due  or  to 
become  due  said  nation,  shall  be  paid  them  on  Uieir  reservation  in  Kan* 
aas ;  and  afler  their  removal,  as  provided  in  this  treaty,  payments  sball 
be  made  at  their  agency  on  their  lands  as  then  located." 

Now,  therefore,  we  the  undersigned,  cliie&  of  the  said  tribe  of  Sac  and 
Fox  Indians  of  the  Mississippi,  baring  had  the  said  amendments  read, 
interpreted,  and  explained  to  us,  and  the  same  having  been  fully  under- 
stood by  us,  do  hereby  assent  and  agree  to  the  same.

Whereas  a  Treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  city  of  Washington,  Pnainble. 
in  the  District  of  Columhia,  on  the  nineteenth  daj  of  Fehruarj  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eiglit  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  by  and 
between  Lewis  V.  Bogy  and  William  H.  Watson,  Commissioners,  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States,  and  Gabriel  Renville,  Wamdiupiduta,  Tacandu- 
pahotanka,  and  other  Chiefs  and  Headmen  of  the  Sissiton  and  Warpeton 
bands  of  Dakota  or  Sioux  Indians,  on  the  part  of  said  Indians,  and  duly 
authorized  thereto  by  them,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures  fol- 
lowing, to  wit : 

Whereas  it  is  ondersfdod  that  a  portion  of  the  Sissiton  and  Warpeton 
Viands  of  Santee.  Sioux  Indians,  numbering  from  twelve  hundred  to  fifteen 
hundred  persons,  not  only  preserved  their  obligations  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  during  and  since  the  outbreak  of  the  Medewakan- 
tons  and  other  bands  of  Sioux  in  1862,  but  freely  perilled  their  lives  dur- 
ing that  outbreak  to  rescue  the  residents  on  the  Sioux  reservation,  and 
to  obtain  possession  of  white  women  and  children  made  captives  by  the 
hostile  bands ;  and  that  another  portion  of  said  Sissiton  and  Warpeton 
bands,  numbering  from  one  thousand  to  twelve  hundred  persons,  who  did 
not  participate  in  the  massacre  of  the  whites  in  1862,  fearing  the  indis- 
criminate vengeance  of  the  whites,  fied  to  the  great  prairies  of  the  north- 
west, where  they  still  remain  ;  and 

Whereas  Congress,  in  confiscating  the  Sioux  annuities  and  reserva- 
tions, made  no  provision  for  the  support  of  these,  the  friendly  portion  of 
the  Sissiton  and  Warpeton  bands,  and  it  is  believed  [that]  they  have  been 
suffered  to  remain  homeless  wanderers,  frequently  subject  to  intense  suf- 
fering from  want  of  subsistence  and  clothing  to  protect  them  from  the 
rigors  of  a  high  northern  latitude,  although  at  all  times  prompt  in  render- 
ing service  when  called  upon  to  repel  hostile  raids  and  to  punish  depreda- 
tions committed  by  hostile  Indians  upon  the  persons  and  property  of  the 
whites ;  and 

Whereas  the  several  subdivisions  of  the  friendly  Sissitons  and  Warpe- 
ton bands  ask,  through  their  representatives,  that  their  adherence  to  their 
former  obligations  of  friendship  to  the  government  and  people  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  be  recognized,  and  that  provision  be  made  to  enable  them  to 
return  to  an  agricultural  life  and  be  relieved  from  a  dependence  upon  the 
chase  for  a  precarious  subsistence :  therefore, 

A  treaty  has  been  made  and  entered  into,  at  Washington  city.  District     Contnoting 
of  Columbia,  this  nineteenth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1 867,  by  and  be-  P»rtle»- 
tween  Lewis  V.  Bogy,  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  William  H. 
Watson,  commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the  under- 
signed chiefs  and  headmen  of  the  Sissiton  and  Warpeton  bands  of  Dakota 
or  Sioux  Indians,  as  follows,  to  wit :

Article  I.  The  Sissiton  and  Warpeton  bands  of  Dakota  Sioux 
Indians,  represented  in  council,  will  continue  their  friendly  relations  with 
the  government  and  people  of  the  United  State.s  And  bind  themselves 
individually  and  collectively  to  use  their  influence  to  the  extent  of  their 
ability  to  prevent  other  bands  of  Dakota  or  other  adjacent  tribe:)  from 
making  hostile  demonstrations  against  the  government  or  people  of  the 
United  States. 

Article  II.  The  said  bands  hereby  cede  to  the  United.  States  the 
right  to  construct  wagun  roads,  railroads,  mail  stations,  telegraph  lines, 
and  such  other  public  improvements  as  the  interest  of  the  government 
may  require,  over  and  across  the  lands  claimed  by  said  bands  (including 
their  reservation  as  hereinafter  designated)  over  any  route  or  routes  that 
that  may  be  selected  by  authority  of  the  government,  said  lands  so  claim^-d 
being  bounded  on  the  south  and  east  by  the  treaty  line  of  1851  and  the 
Red  river  of  the  North  to  the  mouth  of  Goose  river,  on  the  north  by  the 
Goose  river  and  a  line  running  from  the  source  thereof  by  the  most  west- 
erly point  of  Devil's  lake  to  the  Chief's  Bluff  at  the  head  of  James  river, 
and  on  the  west  by  the  James  river  to  the  mouth  of  Mocasin  river,  and 
thence  to  Kampeska  lake. 

Article  III.  For  and  in  consideration  of  the  cession  above  men- 
tioned, and  in  consideration  of  the  faithful  and  important  services  said  to 
have  been  rendered  by  the  friendly  bands  of  Sissitons  and  Warpetons 
Sioux  here  represented,  and  also  in  consideration  of  the  confiscation  of  all 
their  annuities,  reservations,  and  improvements,  it  is  agreed  that  there 
shall  be  set  apart  for  the  members  of  said  bands  who  have  heretofore  sur- 
rendered to  the  authorities  of  the  government,  and  were  not  sent  to  the 
Crow  Creek  reservation,  and  for  the  members  of  said  bands  who  were 
released  from  prison  in  1866,  the  following  described  lands  as  a  perma 
nent  reservation,  viz. : 

Beginning  at  the  head  of  Lake  Travers  [e],  and  thence  along  the  treaty 
line  of  the  treaty  of  1851  to  Kampeska  lake ;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to 
Reipan  or  the  northeast  point  of  the  Coteau  des  Pi-airie  [s],  and  thence 
passing  north  of  Skunk  lake,  on  the  most  direct  line  to  the  foot  of  Lake 
Traverse,  and  thence  along  the  treaty  line  of  1851  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning. 

Article  IV.  It  is  further  agreed  that  a  reservation  be  set  apart  for 
all  other  members  of  said  bands  who  were  not  sent  to  the  Crow  Creek 
reservation,  and  also  for  the  Cut  head  bands  of  Yanktooais  Sioux,  a  res- 
ervation  bounded  as  follows,  viz. : 

Beginning  at  the  most  easterly  point  of  Devil's  lake  ;  thence  along  the 
waters  of  said  lake  to  the  most  westerly  point  of  the  same ;  thence  on  a 
direct  line  to  the  nearest  point  on  the  Cheyenne  river ;  thence  down  said 
river  to  a  point  opposite  the  lower  end  of  Aspen  island,  and  thence  on  a 
direct  line  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Article  Y.  The  said  reservations  shall  be  apportioned  in  tracts  of 
(160)'one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  to  each  head  of  a  family,  or  single 
person  over  the  age  of  (21)  twenty -one  years,  belonging  to  said  bands, 
and  entitled  to  locate  thereon,  who  may  desire  to  locate  permanently  and 
cultivate  the  soil  as  a  means  of  subsistence :  each  (160)  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  so  allotted  to  be  made  to  conform  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of 
the  government  surveys,  when  such  surveys  shall  have  been  made ;  and 
every  person  to  whom  lands  may  be  allotted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article  who  shall  occupy  and  cultivate  a  portion  thereof  for  five  consecu- 
tive years  shall  thereafter  be  entitled  to  receive  a  patent  for  the  same  so 
soon  as  he  shall  have  fifty  acres  of  said  tract  fenced,  ploughed,  and  in 
crop:  Provided^  [That]  said  patent  shall  not  authorize  any  transfer  of 
said  lands,  or  portions  thereof,  except  to  the  United  Spates,  but  said  lands 
and  the  improvements  thereon  bhall  descend  to  the  proper  heirs  of  the 
persons  obtaining  a  patent 
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Article  VI.     To  enable  said  Indians  to  return  to  an  agricultural  life     Expendiiuna 
under  the  system  in  operation  on  the  Sioux  reservation  in  1862,  it  is  for  benefit  of  iSi« 
agreed  that  there  shall  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians  entitled  Indians.

bat  no  goods,  provisions,  groceries,  or  other  articles  —  except  materials 
for  the  erection  of  hoases  and  articles  to  facilitate  the  <^rations  of  agri- 
cnltnre  —  shall  be  issaed  to  Indians  or  mixed-bloods  on  either  reservation 
unless  it  be  in  payment  for  labor  performed  or  for  produce  delivered : 
Prwnded,  That,  when  persons  located  on  either  rer<ervation,  by  reason  of 
age,  sickness,  or  deformity,  are  unable  to  labor,  the  agent  may  i!«sue  cloth- 
ing and  subsistence  to  such  persons  from  such  supplies  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  said  bands. 

Article  IX.  The  withdrawal  of  the  Indians  from  all  dependence 
npon  the  chase  as  a  means  of  subsistence  being  necessary  to  the  adoption 
of  civilized  habits  among  them,  it  is  desirable  that  no  encouragement  be 
afforded  them  to  continue  their  hunting  operations  as  means  of  suppcHt, 
and,  therefore,  it  is  agreed  that  no  person  will  be  authorized  to  trade  for 
furs  or  peltries  within  the  limits  of  the  land  claimed  by  said  bands,  as 
specified  in  the  second  article  of  this  treaty,  it  being  contemplated  that 
the  Indians  will  rely  solely  upon  agricultural  and  mechanical  labor  for 
subsistence,  and  that  the  agent  will  supply  the  Indians  and  mixed-bloods 
on  the  respective  reservations  with  clothing,  prorisions,  dbc,  as  set  forth 
in  article  eight,  so  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 
And  it  is  further  agreed  that  no  person  not  a  member  of  said  bands,  par- 
ties hereto  whether  white,  mixed-blood,  or  Indian,  except  persons  in  the 
employ  of  the  government  or  located  under  its  authority,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  locate  upon  said  lands,  either  for  hunting,  trapping,  or  agricul- 
tural purposes. 

Article  X.  The  chiefs  and  headmen  located  upon  either  of  the 
reservations  set  apart  for  said  bands  are  authorized  to  adopt  such  rules, 
regulations,  or  laws  for  the  security  of  life  and  property,  the  advancement 
of  civilization,  and  the  agricultural  prosperity  of  the  members  of  said 
bands  upon  the  respective  reservations,  and  shall  have  authority,  under 
the  direction  of  the  agent,  and  without  expense  to  the  government,  to 
organize  a  force  sufficient  to  carry  out  all  such  rules,  regulations,  or  laws, 
and  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  Indians,  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Interior  Department:  Provided^  That  all  rules, 
regulations,  or  laws  adopted  or  amended  by  the  chiefs  and  headmen  oa 
either  reservation  shall  receive  the  sanction  of  the  agent.

The  foregoing  amendments  having  been  fully  expluned  and  inter- 
preted to  us,  the  Chiefs  and  Headmen  of  the  Sissiton  and  Warpeton 
bands  of  Dacotah  [Dakote]  or  Sioux  Indians,  now  therefore,  we,  the 
Chiefs  and  Headmen  of  said  bands,  duly  authorized  by  our  people,  do 
hereby  accept,  assent,  and  agree  to  the  said  amendments  as  above  written, 
the  same  being  fully  understood  by  us.

Whbrras  a  treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  the  city  of  Waabington, 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  February,  in  the     Preamble. 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thous^nnd  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  by  and 
between  Lewis  V.  Bogy,  William  H.  Watson,  Thomas  Murphy,  George 
C.  Snow,  and  6.  A.  Colton,  commissioners,  on  the  part  of  the  United 
Stat4;!9,  and  certain  chiefs,  delegates,  and  headmen  of  the  Senccas,  mixed 
Senecas  and  Shawnees,  Quapaws,  confederated  Peorias,  Kaskaskias,  Weas,     Contracting 
and  Piankeshaws,  Miamies,  Ottawas  of  BIanchard*s  Fork  and  Roche  de  P^^ia*. 
Bceuf,  and  certain  Wyandottes,  on  the  part  of  8aid  Indians,  and  duly  au- 
thorized thereto  by  them,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures  follow- 
ing, to  wit :  — 

Articles  of  agreement,  concluded  at  Washington,  D.  C,  the  twenty-third 
day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  between 
the  United  States,  represented  by  Lewis  V.  Bogy,  Commissioner  of  In- 
dian Affairs,  W.  H.  Watson,  Special  Commissioner,  Thomas  Murphy, 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs,  George  C.  Snow,  and  G.  A.  Colton, 
U.  S«  Indian  agents,  duly  uuthorized,  and  the  Senecas,  represented  by 
George  Spioer  and  John  Mush ;  the  mixed  Senecas  and  Shawnees,  by 
John  Whitetree,  John  Young,  and  Lewis  Davis ;  the  Quapaws,  by  S. 
G.  Vallier  and  Ka-zhe-cah ;  the  confederated  Peorias,  Kaskaskias, 
Weas,  and  Piankeshaws,  by  Baptiste  Peoria,  John  Mitchell,  and  Ed- 
ward Black  ;  the  Miamies,  by  Thomas  Metosenyah  and  Thomas  Rich- 
ardville,  and  the  Ottawas  of  Blanchard's  Fork  and  Roche  de  Bocuf,  by 
John  White  and  J.  T.  Jones,  and  including  certain  Wyandott[e]s,  rep- 
resented by  Tauromee,  or  John  Hat,  and  John  Karalio. 

Whereas  it  is  desirable  that  arrangements  should  be  made  by  which 
portions  of  certain  tribes,  parties  hereto,  now  residing  in  Kansas,  should  Pnambla. 
be  enabled  to  remove  to  other  lands  in  the  Indian  country  south  of  that 
State,  while  other  portions  of  said  tribes  desire  to  dissolve  their  tribal  re- 
lations and  become  citizens ;  and  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  provide  cer- 
tain tribes,  parties  hereto,  now  residing  in  the  Indian  country,  with  means 
of  rebuilding  their  houses,  reopening  their  farms,  and  supporting  their 
families,  they  having  been  driven  from  their  reservations  early  in  the  late 
war,  and  suffered  greatly  for  several  years,  and  being  willing  to  sell  a 
portion  of  their  lands  to  procure  such  relief;  and  whereas  a  portion  of  the  Vol.  x.  p.  1159. 
Wyandottes,  parties  to  the  treaty  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
five,  although  taking  lands  in  severalty,  have  sold  said  lands  and  are  still  poor, 
and  have  not  been  compelled  to  become  citizens,  but  have  remained  with- 
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out  clearly  recognized  organization,  while  others  who  did  become  citi- 
zens are  unfitted  for  the  responsibilities  of  citizenship ;  and  whereas  the 
Wyandoltes,  treated  with  in  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  have  just 
claims  against  the  government,  which  will  enable  the  portion  of  their  peo- 
ple herein  referred  to  to  begin  anew  a  tribal  existence :  Therefore  it  is 
agreed : 

Article  I.   The  Senecas  cede  to  the  United  States  a  strip  of  land  on 
Cession  of        the  north  side  of  their  present  reservation  in  the  Indian  country ;  the 
United  States  by  ^^"^  ^  ceded  to  be  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  State  of  Missouri,  on  the 
the  Senecas,  &o.  north  by  the  north  line  of  the  reservation,  on  the  west  by  the  Neosho 
river,  and  running  south  for  the  necessary  distance,  to  contain  twenty 
thousand  acres ;  for  which  the  government  is  to  pay  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars upon  the  ratification  of  this  treaty  ;  the  south  line  of  said  tract  to  be 
ascertained  by  survey,  at  the  cost  of  the  United  States. 

Article  XL  The  Senecas  now  confederated  with  the  Shawnees,  and 
Further  ces-  owning  an  undivided  half  of  a  reservation  in  the  Indian  country  immedi- 
ately north  of  the  Seneca  reservation  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article, 
cede  to  the  United  States  one  half  of  said  Seneca  and  Shawnee  reserve, 
which  it  is  mutually  agreed  shall  be  the  north  half,  bounded  on  the  east 
by  the  State  of  Missouri,  north  by  the  Quapaw  reserve,  west  by  the  Neo- 
sho river,  and  south  by  an  east  and  west  line  bisecting  the  present  Seneca 
and  Shawnee  reserve  into  equal  parts,  the  said  line  to  be  determined  by 
survey,  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States ;  for  which  tract  of  land,  es- 
timated to  contain  about  thirty  thou^^nnd  acres,  the  United  States  will  pay 
the  sum  of  twenty- four  thousand  dollars. 

Article  III.   The  Shawnees,  heretofore  confederated  with  the  Sene- 
Cessionof        cas,  cede  to  the  United  States  that  portion  of  their  remaining  lands, 
u^'ted  Stat*  b    ^^^^'^^^^^  ^8  follows,  beginning  at  a  point  where  Spring  river  crosses  the 
thTshawuees;     south  line  of  the  tract  in  the  second  article  ceded  to  the  United  States, 
thence  down  said  river  to  the  south  line  of  the  Shawnee  reserve,  thence 
west  to  the  Neo.<ho  river,  thence  up  said  river  to  the  south  line  of  the  tract 
ceded  in  the  second  article,  and  thence  east  to  the  place  of  beginning; 
supposed  to  contain  about  twelve  thousand  acres,  the  area  to  be  ascer- 
tained by  survey,  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States ;  the  United  States 
to  pay  for  the  same  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  acre,  as  soon  as  the  area 
shall  be  ascertained. 

Article  IV.  The  Quapaws  cede  to  the  United  States  that  portion  of 
by  the  Qua-  ti,eir  land  lying  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  being  a  strip  of  land  on  the  north 
line  of  their  reservation,  about  one  half-mile  in  width,  and  containing 
about  twelve  sections  in  all,  excepting  therefrom  one  half  section  to  be 
patented  to  Samuel  G.  Vallier,  including  his  improvements.  Also  the 
further  tract  within  their  pre>ent  reserve,  bounded  as  follows :  Beginning 
Amended.  at  a  point  in  the  Neosho  river  where  the  south  line  of  the  Quapaw  reserve 
Poai,  p.  628.  strikes  that  stream,  thence  east  three  miles,  thence  north  to  the  Kansas 
boundary  line,  thence  west  on  f^aid  line  to  the  Neosho  river,  thence  down 
said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning ;  and  the  United  States  will  pay  to 
the  Quapaws  for  the  half-mile  strip  lying  in  Kan«is  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cenis  per  acre,  whenever  the  area  of  the  same  shall 
be  siscertained ;  and  for  the  other  tract  described  in  this  article  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifteen  cents  per  acre,  whenever  the  area  of  the 
same  shall  be  ascert^iined  by  survey,  said  survey  to  be  made  at  the  cost 
of  the  tribe  to  which  said  tract  is  herein  provided  to  be  sold  ;  and  the  land 
in  Kansas  herein  ceded  shall  be  open  to  entry  and  settlement,  the  same 
as  other  public  lands,  within  sixty  days  after  the  completion  of  the  sui'vey 
thereof. 

PROVISIONS  RELATING  TO  TUE  SENECAS. 

Senecas  to  Article  V.   The  Senecas  now  confederated  with  the  Shawnees,  the 

said  Shawnees  thereto  consenting,  agree  to  dissolve  their  coonection  with 
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the  said  Shavniees,  and  to  unite  with  the  Senecas,  parties  to  the  treaty  of  "epajate  from 
February  twenty-eighth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  upon  Vol.vuTp?M». 
their  reservation  described  in  article  second  of  said  treaty ;  and  tlie  sev- 
eral bands  of  Senecas  will  unite  thlair  funds  into  one  common  fund  for  the 
benefit  of  the  whole  tribe ;  and  an  equitable  division  shall  be  made  of  all 
funds  or  annuities  now  held  in  common  by  the  Senecas  and  Sliawnees. 

Article  VL   Of  the  sum  of  twenty-four  thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  ^^^2"*°**  ^ 
to  the  Senecas,  as  provided  in  the  second  article,  the  sum  of  four  thousand     ^     Q^oat. 
dollars  shall  be  paid  to  them  immediately  afler  the  ratification  of  this 
treaty,  to  enable  them  to  re-establish  their  homes  and  provide  themselves 
with  agncultural  iraplementSy  seed,  and  provisions  for  themselves  and  their 
families;  and  the  balance  of  the  said  first-mentioned  sum,  being  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  shall  be  consolidated  with  the  twenty  thousand  dollars 
in  the  first  article  provided  to  be  paid,  and  invested  for  the  tribe  of 
Senecas,  as  constituted  by  this  treaty,  at  five  per  cent  interest,  to  be  paid 
per  capita  semi-annually;  and  their  annuity  of  five  hundred  dollars  in 
specie,  provided  by  article  four  of  the  treaty  of  September  twenty-nin^h,  Vol.  vii.  p.  161. 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  shall  likewise  become  the 
property  of  the  tribe. 

Article  VII.  The  amount  annually  due  the  Senecas  under  the  pro-  Paymenu  for 
visions  of  article  four  of  the  treaty  of  February  twenty-eighth,  one  thou-  pprov^JJ^n^* 
sand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  for  blacksmith,  after  their  separation 
fVom  the  Shawnees,  shall  be  annually  paid  to  them  as  a  national  fund,  to 
enable  them  to  purchase  such  articles  for  their  wants  and  improvements 
in  agriculture  as  the  chiefs,  with  the  consent  of  their  agent,  may  desig- 
nate ;  and  this  provision  shall  apply'  also  to  the  fund  for  support  of  a 
miller  belonging  to  the  Senecas  heretofore  occupying  the  southernmost 
reserve  referred  to  in  this  treaty ;  and  there  shall  be  added  to  the  said 
fund  whatever  amount  belonging  to  either  band  of  the  Senecas  shall  be 
found  due  and  unpaid  upon  an  examination  of  their  accounts  with  the 
government,  and  particularly  the  amount  of  bonds  and  stocks  invested  in 
their  name ;  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  annually  paid  to  the  said 
Senecas  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  article. 

PROVISIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  SHAWNEES. 

Article  VIII.  Of  the  amount  in  the  third  article  provided  to  be  ^j^^S,™®"*'  *® 
paid  to  the  Shawnees  by  the  United  States  for  the  lands  therein  ceded,  '  apneas, 
the  sum  of  two  thou<:and  dollars  shall  be  advanced  to  them  to  be  used  in 
establishing  their  homes,  and  the  balance  of  the  said  amount  shall  be 
invested  for  the  said  tribe,  under  the  name  of  Eastern  Shawnees,  and  five 
per  cent  be  paid  semi-annually  thereon  ;  and  the  amount  due  and  unpaid 
upon  the  bonds  or  stocks  invested  in  their  name  shall  be  paid  to  them,  as 
well  as  the  interest  thereon  hereaflter  to  become  due,  to  be  used  under  the 
direction  of  the  chief**,  with  the  consent  of  the  agent,  for  the  purchase  of 
agricultural  implements  or  other  articles  necessary  for  the  genei'al  welfare 
of  the  people ;  and  the  one  half  of  the  blacksmith  fund  remaining  after 
the  division  to  be  made  with  the  Senecas  provided  for  in  article  five  shall 
remain  devoted  to  the  pame  purpose,  and  the  government  will  add  thereto 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  annually  for  live  years. 

PROVISIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  QUAPAWS. 

Article  IX.  Of  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Quapaws  for  the  lands  Pavments  to 
ceded  by  them  in  the  fourth  article  of  this  treaty,  the  sum  of  five  thou-  Q"apaw3. 
sand  dollars  shHll  be  paid  to  them  upon  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  to 
as'^ist  them  in  re-establishing  themselves  at  their  homes  upon  their  re- 
maining reservation ;  and  the  balance  of  said  amount  shall  be  invested 
as  a  permanent  fund  at  five  per  cent  interest,  payable  per  capita  semi- 
annually. 
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School  flind.  Articlb  X.  If  the  Osage  miadon  school  should  be  dosed,  so  that  the 
school  fund  of  the  Quapawd  cannot  be  used  for  them  to  advantage  at  that 
insUtution,  the  said  fund  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States  until  such  time  as  it  can,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  with  the  consent  of  the  chiefs,  be  used  to  advant^ige  id  estab- 
lishing a  school  upon  their  reservation. 

Aid  in  agri-  Articlb  XI.  The  amount  now  due  and  unpaid  for  a  fiurmer,  under

eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  so  that  they  may  sell  their  land>  without  re- 
striction,  but  the  said  lands  shall  remain  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as 
they  may  be  retained  by  members  of  the  tribe,  down  to  the  said  sixteenth 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine ;  and  the  chiefs  and  coun- 
cil of  the  said  tribe  shall  decide  in  the  case  of  disputed  heirship  to  real 
estate,  taking  as  a  rule  the  laws  of  inheritance  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

Article  XVIII.  The  United  States  agree  to  pay  such  amount,  not 
exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  found  justly  due  to  the  indi- 
vidual Ottawas,  for  depredations  and  damages  upon  their  property  during 
the  late  war,  the  proof  of  such  losses  to  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  and  such  amount  shall  be  paid  as  may  be  adjudged  by  him 
to  be  equitably  due ;  and  the  claim  of  J.  T.  Jones,  for  which  a  bill  of  ap- 
propriation has  passed  one  of  the  branches  of  Congress,  but  which  has 
been  withdrawn  from  before  Congress,  being  for  destruction  by  fire  of 
his  dwelling  and  other  property  by  whites  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-six,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  to  him,  amounting  to  six  thousand 
seven  hundred  dollars. 

Article  XIX.  The  sixth  article  of  the  treaty  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-two  shall  remain  unchanged,  except  as  provided  in  this 
article.  The  children  of  the  tribe  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen 
Vol.  zii.  p.  1238.  (6  and  18)  shall  be  entitled  to  be  received  at  said  institution,  and  to  be  sub 
sisted,  clothed,  educated,  and  attended  in  sickness,  where  the  sickness  is  of 
such  a  nature  that  the  patient  promises  a  return  to  study  within  a  reason- 
able period  ;  the  children  to  be  taught  and  practised  in  industrial  pursuits, 
suitable  to  their  age  and  sex,  and  both  sexes  in  such  branches  of  learning, 
and  to  receive  such  advantages  as  the  means  of  the  institution  will  per- 
mit ;  these  rights  and  privileges  to  continue  so  long  as  any  children  of 
the  tribe  shall  present  themselves  for  their  exercise.  And  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  and  the  senior  corresponding  secretary  of  the  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  shall  be  members  ex  officio  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  with  power  to  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  it  being  the 
special  intention  of  this  provision  to  furnish  additional  supervision  of  the 
institution,  so  that  the  provisions  of  this  article  may  be  carried  into  effect 
in  their  full  spirit  and  intent 

Article  XX.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  remaining  unsold  portion

Purchases  of  ARTICLE  XXI.  Whereas  certain  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Peori^M  lectio  ^^'®^*  ^^  ^^^  confederated  tribes  of  Peorias,  Kaskaskias,  Weas,  and  Pian- 
reoeive  patents,  keshaws,  for  the  sale  to  actual  settlers  of  the  lands  held  by  them  in  com- 
mon, being  nine  and  one  half  sections,  for  a  reasonable  consideration, 
according  to  the  terms  of  a  certain  petition  of  the  said  tribe,  with  sched- 
ule annexed,  (which  schedule  is  annexed  to  this  treaty  and  marked  *'  B,") 
dated  December  twenty-sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six, 
filed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  it  is  agreed  that 
the  said  arrangements  shall  be  carried  into  full  effect,  and  the  purchasers 
thereunder  shall  receive  patents  from  the  United  States  for  the  lands  so 
purchased,  upon  making  full  payment  for  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of 
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the  Interior,  and  the  amount  already  paid  by  said  purchasers,  as  appears 
from  said  schedule,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  chiefs,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  the  whole  amount  of  the  purchase-money 
shall  also  be  paid  to  the  said  Secretary  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  shall  be  held  by  him  for 
the  benefit  of  the  tribe,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  treaty. 

Article  XXII.  The  land  in  the  second  and  fourth  articles  of  this  fuH"^!*"®'^ 
treaty  proposed  to  be  purchased  from  the  Senecas  and  Quapaw.a,  and  ly-  ^  ^  ' 
ing  south  of  Kansas,  is  hereby  granted  and  sold  fo  the  Peorias,  &c.  and 
shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  paid  for  the  s>ame  by  the  government,  out  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  nine  and  a  half  sections  referred  to  in  the  last  preced- 
ing article,  adding  thereto  whatever  may  be  nece&isary  out  of  other  mon- 
eys in  the  hands  of  the  United  States  belonging  to  the  said  Peorias,  &c. 

The  said  Indians  agi^e  to  dispo^^e  of  their  allot-     Indians  to  re- 
ments  in  Kansas  and  remove  to  their  new  homes  in  the  Indian  country  I!!!?!®  ^ir.t.T« 
withm  two  years  from  the  ratification  of  this  treaty ;  and  to  that  end  the  &c. 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized  to  remove  altogether  the  restric- 
tions upon  the  sales  of  their  lands,  provided  under  authority  of  the  third 
article  of  the  treaty  of  May  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and    Vol.  x.  p.  losa.

the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  to  assist  them  in  establishing  them 
selves  upon  their  new  homes;  and  at  any  time  thereafter,  when  the 
chiefs  shall  represent  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
that  an  additional  sum  is  necessary,  such  sum  may  be  taken  from  their 
invested  fund :  And  provided  aiso,  That  the  said  invested  fund  shall  be 
subject  to  such  division  and  diminution  as  may  be  found  necessary  in  or- 
der to  pay  those  who  may  become  citizens  their  share  of  the  fund^  of  the 
tribe. 

Article  XXY.  Whereas  taxes  have  been  levied  by  the  authority  of 
the  State  of  Kansas  upon  lands  allotted  to  members  of  the  tribe,  the 
right  and  justice  of  which  taxation  is  not  acknowledged  by  the  Indians, 
and  on  which  account  they  have  suffered  great  vexation  and  expense,  and 
which  is  now  a  matter  in  question  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  it  is  agreed  that,  in  case  that  court  shall  decide  such  taxes  unlaw- 
ful, the  government  will  take  measures  to  secure  the  refunding  of  said 
taxes  to  such  of  the  Indians  as  have  paid  them;  and  if  such  taxes  are 
decided  to  be  Liwful,  then  the  government  will  redeem  the  said  lands 
from  all  taxes  down  to  the  date  of  any  deeds  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior ;  in  consideration  of  which  relief  to  the  Indians  they  here 
by  relinquish  all  right  to  payment  from  the  government  of  any  claims 
for  damages  to,  and  depredations  upon,  their  property,  made  by  parties 
who  claim  under  such  tax  titles ;  and  also  all  claim  for  damages  on  ac- 
count of  unfairness  of  the  sales  of  their  lands  in  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifly-seven. 

Article  XXVI.  The  Peorias,  Kaskaskias,  Weas,  and  Pianke^haws 
agree  that  the  Miamies  may  be  confederated  with  them  upon  their  new 
reservation,  and  own  an  undivided  right  in  said  reservation  in  proportion 
to  the  sum  paid,  upon  the  payment  by  the  said  Miamies  of  an  amount 
which,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  the  Miamies  who  shall  join  them* 
will  be  equal  to  their  share  of  the  purchase*money  in  this  treaty  pro- 
vided to  be  paid  for  the  land,  and  also  upon  the  payment  into  the  common 
fund  of  such  amount  as  shall  make  them  equal  in  annuities  to  the  said 
Peorias,  &c.,  the  said  privilege  to  remain  open  to  the  Miamies  two  years 
from  the  ratification  of  this  treaty. 

Article  XXVII.  The  United  States  agree  to  pay  t6e  s»d  Indiana 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  six  years  for 
their  blacksmith,  and  for  necessary  iron  and  steel  and  tools ;  in  considera- 
tion  of  which  payment  the  said  tribe  hereby  relinquish  all  cbims  for 
damages  and  losses  during  the  late  war,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  said  six 
years,  any  tools  or  materials  remaining  shall  be  the  property  of  the  tribe. 

Article  XXVIII.  Inasmuch  as  there  may  be  those  among  them  who 
may  desire  to  remain  in  Kansas  and  become  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
it  is  hereby  provided  that,  within  six  months  aAer  the  ratification  of  this 
treaty,  a  register  shall  be  taken  by  the  agent,  which  shall  show  the  names 
separately  of  all  who  voluntarily  desire  to  remove,  and  all  who  desire  to 
remain  and  become  citisens ;  and  those  who  shall  elect  to  remain  may 
appear  before  the  judge  of  the  United  States  district  court  for  Kansas  and 
make  declaration  of  their  intention  to  become  citizens,  and  take  the  oath 
to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States ;  and  upon  filing  of  a 
certificate  of  such  declaration  and  oath  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Indian  AfiTairs  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  proportionate  share 
of  themselves  and  their  children  in  the  invested  funds  and  other  common 
property  of  the  tribe ;  and  therefrom  they  and  their  children  shall  become 
citizens,  and  have  no  further  rights  in  the  tribe ;  and  all  the  females  who 
are  heads  of  families  and  single  women  of  full  age  shall  have  the  right  to 
make  such  declaration  and  become  disconnected  from  the  tribe. 
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PBOYISIONS  RBLATINO  TO  THE  AHAMIES. 

Article  XXIX.  It  in  agreed  that  eoch  of  the  Miuiiiies  now  occupjing 
lands  in  Kansas,  under  their  treaty  of.  August  fnur  [June  five],  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-foar,  as  desire  to  remain  in  that  State  and  become 
citizens,  may  have  the  privilege  of  doing  so ;  and  that  those  who  shall 
elect  to  remove  to  the  new  reservation  herein  provided  to  be  purchased 
from  the  Senecas  and  Shawnees  and  sold  to  the  Peorias,  &c.  may  do  so, 
and  upon  such  removal  shall  become  confederated  with  the  said  Peorias, 
and  own  an  undivided  right  in  said  reservation  in  proportion  to  their 
numbers  on  paying  to  the  United  States,  for  the  benefit  of  said  Peorias, 
a  proportionate  share  of  the  purchase-money  and  of  the  capital  of  their 
annaities  as  provided  in  artide  twenty-six  ;  and  upon  such  payment  for 
their  share  of  the  land,  the  amount  so  paid  shall  be  held  by  the  United. 
States  for  such  disposition  as  the  chiefs  of  the  Peorias,  &c.  shall  desig- 
nate ;  and  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  funds  of  the  Miamies  who  remove 
shall  be  set  apart,  so  that  the  interest  thereon,  at  five  per  cent,  shall  be 
equal  in  proportion  to  the  numbers  of  the  Miamie#  removing,  to  the 
school-fund  income  of  the  said  Peorias,  and  upon  such  confederation  the 
united  tribe  shall  take  the  name  of  ^  Peorias  and  Miamies." 

Article  XXX.  The  provisions  of  article  twenty-three  of  this  treaty, 
relating  to  the  removal  of  restrictions  from  tlie  alienation  of  land,  and  as 
to  the  conveyance  of  land  in  certain  cases,  made  as  to  the  Peorias,  dec. 
shall  apply  also  [to]  the  Miamies ;  and  it  is  agreed  that  those  who  decide 
to  remove  shall  do  so  within  two  years  from  the  ratification  of  this  treaty. 

Article  XXXL  The  reserved  or  common  lands  of  the  Miamies  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Kansas,  amounting  to  about  twenty-three  thousand 
acres,  shall  be  sold,  for  the  benefit  of  the  tribe,  in  the  following  manner : 
Whereas  the  said  lands  have  heretofore  been  appraised  under  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  appraisal  is  on  file  in  that  depart- 
ment, such  appraisal  shall  be  taken  as  the  basis  of  the  sale ;  and  whereas 
the  said  tract  of  land  is  now  occupied  for  the  most  part  by  white  settlers, 
it  is  agreed  that  the  said  settlers  shall  have  a  pre-emption  right  to  the 
lands  which  they  occupy,  in  legal  subdivisions,  at  the  appraised  value 
thereof ;  and  immediately  afler  the  ratification  of  this  treaty  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  to  give  notice,  by  publica- 
tion for  thirty  days  in  some  newspaper  in  the  county  in  which  the  said 
lands  are  situated,  that  payment  for  the  same  must  be  made  at  said 
appraised  value,  by  the  person  who  occupies  the  land  at  the  date  of  the 
ratification  of  this  treaty,  within  six  months  after  the  date  of  such  ratifica- 
tion ;  and,  if  such  payment  shall  be  made,  patents  in  fee-simple  shall  be 
issued  to  the  purchasers ;  and  after  the  said  six  months  sealed  bids,  at  not 
less  than  the  appraised  value,  shall  be  received  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs  for  any  of  said  lands  remaining  unpaid  for,  and  awards 
made  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash  until  all  of  said  lands  are  sold :  /Vo- 
videdf  That  the  Miamies  shall  not  be  held  by  this  article  as  conceding 
any  point  in  dispute  relative  to  the  validity  of  certain  head-rights,  sixty- 
eicrht  in  number,  heretofore  granted  upon  their  reserve,  and  certain 
ni  Mieys  taken  from  the  Western  Miamies  and  paid  to  said  sixty-eight 

^eraOUS. 

Article  XXXII.  The  United  States  agree  to  the  same  provision  in 
regard  to  taxes  levied  upon  their  lands  under  authority  of  the  State  of 
Kansas  as  is  set  forth  in  the  twenty-fiflh  article,  in  regard  to  the  Peorias, 
Ac.  so  far  as  relates  to  redeeming  their  lands  from  taxes,  in  case  such 
taxes  are  decided  to  have  been  lawfully  levied. 

Article  XXXIII.  A  register  shall  be  made  by  the  agent  of  the 
tribe,  within  six  months  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  of  all  who 
shall  desire  to  remove,  and  all  who  desire  to  remain,  and  the  provisions 
of  article  twenty-eight,  in  relation  to  the  Peorias,  &a  shall  also  apply  to 
the  Miamies. 
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Article  XXXIY.  In  order  that  those  who  desire  to  remove  may 
make  preparation^  for  the  purpose,  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars 
of  the  amount  due  the  Miamies  under  article  third  of  the  treaty  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  shall  be  paid  to  them,  per  capita, 
within  thirty  days,  and  the  additional  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in 
ninety  days  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty ;  and  upon  the  return  of 
the  regi'^ter  showing  the  names  and  number  of  those  respectively  who 
intend  to  retain  their  tribal  condition  and  of  those  who  will  become  citi- 
zens, an  account  shall  be  made  of  the  amount  due  by  the  government  to 
the  tribe,  and  the  share  belonging  to  that  portion  who  desire  to  become 
citizens  shall  be  reserved  to  be  paid  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto;  and, 
in  making  such  account,  their  mill  and  blacksmith  and  other  annuities 
shall  be  reduced  to  their  actual  cash  present  value ;  and  after  the  reserva- 
tion of  the  amount  for  those  who  become  citizens,  there  shall  be  taken 
from  the  remaining  moneys  tlie  amount  necessary  to  pay  for  the  share  in 
the  land  purchased  of  the  Peorias,  &c.,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  be 
capitalized  as  a  permanent  fund  to  make  them  equal  in  annuities  to  the 
PeoriAii,  &C.,  and  the  balance,  together  with  the  share  of  the  removing 
party  derived  from  the  sale  of  their  lands,  as  fast  as  the  same  is  received, 
shall  be  invested  in  seven-thirty  United  States  bonds,  maturing  or  con- 
vertible at  the  earliest  date,  and  the  interest  upon  the  same  shall  be  col- 
lected and  paid  to  the  Miamies,  per  capita,  semi-annually  at  their  new 
homes  ;  and  the  .share  of  the  citizen  Miamies  in  the  proceeds  of  the  lands 
shall  be  paid  to  the  heads  of  families  for  their  families,  or  to  siugle  persons, 
as  the  case  may  be,  annually,  until  all  the  lands  are  sold. 

Article  XXXV.  The  school  section  upon  the  Miami  reserve,  now 
unimproved,  shall  be  patented  in  fee-simple  to  the  chiefs,  Thomas  Meto- 
senyah  and  Big  Leg,  upon  such  division  thereof  as  they  may  agi*ee  upon 
between  themselves,  upon  notification  of  the  said  division  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  through  the  agent:  Provided,  That  the  portion  of  said 
school  section,  not  e;icceeding  four  acres,  heretofore  used  as  a  burial- 
ground,  shall  be  perpetually  reserved  for  such  purpose. 

Article  XXXVI.  An  investigation  shall  be  made  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  into  all  claims  presented  on  account  of  damages  commixed 
by  whites  upon  the  lands  of  the  Indians  and  for  losses  of  stock  and  other 
property,  and  a  report  shall  be  made  thereon  to  Congress,  recommending 
such  action  as  shall  appear  just  and  equitable. 

Article  XXXVII.  The  provisions  of  this  treaty  shall  apply  exclu- 
sively for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Western  Miamies ;  and  an  examina- 
tion shall  be  made  as  to  the  claims  of  certain  Eel  River  Miamies  now 
resident  among  the  Western  Miamies,  and  such  amounts  as  may  have 
been  withheld  from  them  shall  be  refunded,  and  hereafter  their  an- 
nuities shall  be  paid  to  them  among  the  Western  Miamies,  where 
they  live. 

Article  XXXVI  1 1.  The  United  States  agree  that  agency  build- 
ings shall  be  erected,  in  as  central  a  position  as  possible,  for  the 
tribes  interested  in  this  treaty,  at  a  cast  not  to  exceed  eight  thou- 
sand dollars,  in  place  of  those  of  the  Neosho  agency,  destroyed  during 
the  late  war. 

Article  XXXIX.  All  necessary  arrangements  contemplated  in  this 
treaty,  in  regard  to  the  transfer  of  invested  funds  from  one  tribe  to 
another,  or  the  disposal  of  securities  belonging  to  one  tribe  in  favor  of 
another,  or  capitalization  of  annuities  and  other  funds,  where  the  same  are 
or  may  be  in  the  hands  of  the  government,  shall  be  made  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  in  such  manner  as  shall  fully  carry  into  effect  the 
spirit  and  meaning  of  this  treaty :  and  where  appropriations  are  needed 
from  Congress  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  th»»8e  stipulations,  it  shall  be 
Jiis  duty  to  make  report  in  rchition  to  the  same  to  Congress  at  the  earliest 
day  practicable  after  the  ratilieation  of  this  treaty. 
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Article  XL.  If  any  amendments  shall  be  made  to  this  treaty  by  the 
Senate,  it  tshall  only  be  necessary  to  submit  the  same  for  tlie  assent  of  the 
particuhtr  tribe  or  tribes  interested ;  and  should  any  such  amendments  be 
made,  and  the  assent  of  the  tribe  or  tribes  interested  not  be  obtained,  the 
remainder  of  the  treaty  not  atlected  by  such  amendment  sliall  ncverthc- 
lesi  take  effect  and  be  in  force. 

Article  XLI.  The  expenses  of  negotiating  this  treaty,  not  ex<!eeJ- 
ing  twelve  thousand  dollar,  sliall  be  paid  by  the  United  States. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  before-named  commissioners  on  behalf  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  before-named  delegates  on  behalf  of  the 
Senccas,  mixed  Senecas  and  Shawnees,  Quapaws,  confederated  Pcorias, 
Kaskaskias,  Weas,  and  Piankeshaws,  l^Iiamies,  Ottawas,  and  Wyan- 
dottea  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  and  seals  the  day  and  year  fir^t 
above  written.

The  above-named  total  sum  is  designed  to  represent  the  full  claim  of  the  Wyan- 
dottes  against  the  United  States  under  former  treaties. 

The  1st,  2d,  and  4th  items,  together  with  another  named  in  the  14th  article  of  the 
forcgfoing  treaty,  were  examined  and  approved  by  the  House  Committee  on  Indian 
Afl^irs,  and  their  payment  recommended.  —  (See  Congressional  Globe,  page  1037, 
part  2d,  2d  session  of  38th  Congress.) 

The  3d  and  5th  items  constitute  the  interest  on  the  moneys  discounted  on  the  bonds 
mentioned  in  items  2  and  4.  Although  the  committee  did  not  recommend  the  pav- 
ment  of  this  interest,  they  acknowledged  its  justice,  but  said  that  its  allowance  would 
possibly  endanger  the  passage  of  the  appropriation,  as  the  general  feeling  was  averse 
to  paymg  interest  on  claims. 

The  7th  item  embraces  several  small  amounts  for  schools,  blacksmith,  &c,  which 
were  due  and  appropriated  at  the  date  of  the  treaty,  but  not  paid,  and  were  afterwards 
transferred  to  the  surplus  fund 

The  8th  item  is  for  depredations  on  Wyandotte  propertv  during  the  Kansas  troubles 
and  the  entire  emigration  to  California.  It  was  examined  and  approved  by  the  Seo- 
reUry  of  the  Interior,  March  21,  1862.

William  Smith,  the  settler  aforesaid, 
has  a  half-breed  wife  and  2  children.  He  takes  said  120  acres  in  full  of  the  interest 
of  his  family  in  net  proceeds  of  the  reserve,  and  is  to  pay  one  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars  ($160)  besides. 

Said  Shields,  Cott,  and  Dagenett  take  their  respectii'e  tracts  at  the  price  stated,  in 
lieu  of  a  like  sum  of  the  shares  of  themselves  ana  families  in  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
roserve ;  provided,  that  should  the  share  of  either  family  in  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
reserve  bo  less  than  the  price  agreed  for  the  land  taken  by  the  head  of  such  family, 
then  the  deficit  to  be  paid  in  money  as  by  other  settlers.  The  title  in  each  of  the  four 
cases  last  mentioned  to  be  made  jointly  to  the  various  members  of  the  fsmily  by 
name,  whose  shares  in  said  proceeds  pay  for  same. 

Joshua  Clayton  takes  SE.  i  section  36,  township  16,  range  24,  160  acres,  at  $4  per 
acre,  and  deposits  $  213 ;  total  payment,  $  640.00. 

Knoles  Soaw,  W.  J  of  SE.  i  section  6,  town  [ship]  17,  range  25,  60  acres;  has 
deposited  $  94 ;  total  payment^  $  280.00.

be  sold  under  sealed  bids. 

And  whereas  the  said  treaty  having  been  sabmitted  to  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States  for  its  constitutional  action  thereon,  the  Senate  did,  on 
the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eighty 
advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification  of  the  same,  with  amendments,  by 
a  resolution  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit : 

In  Executive  Session,  Senate  op  the  United  States,) 

June  18,  1868.     j 

Resolved^  (two  thirds  of  the  senators  present  concurring,)  That  the 
Senate  advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification  of  the  articles  of  agreement 
concluded  at  Washington,  D.  C,  the  twenty-third  day  of  February,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  between  the  United  Staters 
represented  by  Lewis  V.  Bogy,  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  \V.  H.

Article  XIII.  All  provisions  of  former  treaties  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  treaty  shall  be  hereafter  null  and  void. 

Article  XIV.  The  expenses  of  negotiating  thb  treaty  shall  be  paid 
by  the  United  States,  not  to  exceed  six  thousand  dollars.

A   PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas  a  treatj  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  his 
Maje^ity  the  Emperor  of  all  the  Russias  was  concluded  and  signed  by 
their  respective  plenipotentiaries  at  the  city  of  Washington,  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  March,  last,  which  treaty,  being  in  the  English  and  French 
languages,  is,  word  for  word,  as  follows : 


Preamble. 


The  United  States  of  America 
and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of 
all  the  Russias,  being  desirous  of 
strengthening,  if  possible,  the  good 
understanding  which  exists  between 
them,  have,  for  that  purpose,  appoint- 
ed as  their  Plenipotentiaries :  the 
President  of  the  United  States, 
William  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of 
State ;  and  His  Majesty  the  Empe- 
ror of  all  the  Russias,  the  Privy 
Councillor  Edward  de  Stoeckl,  his 
Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  to  the  United  States. 

And  the  said  Plenipotentiaries, 
having  exchanged  their  full  powers, 
which  were  found  to  be  in  due  form, 
have  agreed  upon  and  signed  the 
following  articles : 

ARTICLE  I. 

His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  all 
the  Russias  agrees  to  cede  to  the 
United  States,  by  this  convention, 
immediately  upon  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  thereof,  all  the  terri- 
tory and  dominion  now  possessed  by 
his  said  Majesty  on  the  continent  of 
America  and  in  the  adjacent  islands, 
the  same  being  contained  within  the 
geographical  limits  herein  set  forth, 
to  wit :  The  eastern  limit  is  the  line

*•  Commencing  from  the  southern- 
most point  of  the  island  called 
Prince  of  Wales  Island,  which  point 
lies  in  the  parallel  of  54  degrees 
40  minutes  north  latitude,  and  be- 
tween the  181st  and  the  ld8d  de- 
gree of  west  longitude,  (meridian  of 
Greenwich,)  the  said  line  shall  as- 
cend to  the  north  along  the  channel 
called  Portland  channel,  as  far  as 
the  point  of  the  continent  where  it 
strikes  the  56th  degree  of  north  lat- 
itude ;  from  this  last-mentioned 
point,  the  line  of  demarcation  shall 
follow  the  summit  of  the  mountains 
situated  parallel  to  the  coast  as  far 
as  the  point  of  intersection  of  the 
1 41st  degree  of  west  longitude,  (of 
the  same  meridian ;)  and  finally, 
from  the  said  point  of  intersection, 
the  f^aid  meridian  line  of  the  141st 
degree,  in  its  prolongation  as  far  as 
the  Frozen  ocean. 

**  IV.  With  reference  to  the  line 
of  demarcation  laid  down  in  the  pre- 
ceding article,  it  is  understood  — 

*^  1st.  That  the  island  called 
Prince  of  Wales  Island  shall  belong 
wholly  to  Russia,*'  (now,  by  this  ces- 
sion, to  the  United  States.) 

**  2d.  That  whenever  the  summit 
of  the  mountains  which  extend  in  a 
direction  parallel  to  the  coast  from 
Uie  56th  degree  of  norih  latitude  to 
the  point  of  intersection  of  the  141st 
degree  of  west  longitude  shall  prove 
to  be  at  (he  distance  of  more  than 
ten  marine  leagues  from  the  ocean, 
the  limit  between  the  British  pos- 
sessions and  the  line  of  coast  which 
is  to  belong  to  Russia  as  above  men- 
tioned (that  is  to  say,  the  limit  to 
the  possessions  ceded  by  this  con- 
vention) shall  be  formed  by  a  line 
parallel  to  the  winding  of  the  coast, 
and  which  shall  never  exceed  the 
distance  of  ten  marine  leagues  there- 
from."

out limitation,  into  the  same  Frozen 
ocean.  The  same  western  limit, 
beginning  at  the  same  initial  point, 
proceeds  thence  in  a  course  nearly 
southwest  through  Behring's  straits 
and  Behring's  sea,  so  as  to  pass 
midway  between  the  northwest 
point  of  the  island  of  St  Lawrence 
and  the  southeast  point  of  Cape 
Choukotski,  to  the  meridian  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-two  west  lon- 
gitude; thence,  from  the  intersec- 
tion of  that  meridian,  in  a  south- 
westerly direction,  so  as  to  pass 
midway  between  the  island  of  Attou 
and  the  Copper  island  of  the  Kor- 
mandorski  couplet  or  group  in  ihe 
North  Pacific  ocean,  to  the  meridi- 
an of  one  hundred  and  ninety-three 
degrees  west  longitude,  so  as  to  in- 
clude in  the  territory  conveyed  the 
whole  of  the  Aleutian  islands  east 
of  that  meridian. 

ABTIOLB  n. 

In  the  cession  of  territory  and 
dominion  made  by  the  preceding  ar- 
ticle are  included  the  right  of  prop- 
erty in  all  public  lots  and  squares, 
vacant  lands,  and  all  public  build- 
ings, fortifications,  barracks,  and 
other  edifices  which  are  not  private 
individual  property.  It  is,  however, 
understood  and  i^eed,  that  the 
churches  which  have  been  built  in 
the  ceded  territory  by  the  Russian 
government,  shall  remain  the  prop- 
erty of  such  members  of  the  Greek 
Oriental  Church  resident  in  the  ter- 
ritory, as  may  choose  to  worship 
therein.  Any  government  archives, 
papers,  and  documents  relative  to 
the  territory  and  dominion  aforesaid, 
which  may  Oe  now  existing  there,  will 
be  left  in  the  possession  of  the  agent 
of  the  United  States;  but  an  authenti- 
cated copy  of  such  of  them  as  may  be 
required,  will  be,  at  all  times,  given 
by  the  United  States  to  the  Russian

exception  of  uncivilized  native  tribes, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  enjoyment  of 
all  the  rights,  advantages,  and  immu- 
nities of  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  shall  be  maintained  and  pro- 
tected in  the  free  enjoyment  of  their 
liberty,  property,  and  religion.

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Wherbas  a  treatj  of  friendship,  commerce,  and  navigation,  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  the  republic  of  Nicaragua,  waa  concluded 
and  signed  by  their  respective  plenipotentiaries,  at  tlie  city  of  Managua, 
on  the  twenty-first  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  oor  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  which  treaty,  being  in  the  English  and 
Spanish  languages,  is  word  for  word  as  follows :  —

The  United  States  of  America

each  nation,  respectively,  shall  enjoy 
the  most  complete  protection  and 
security  for  their  commerce,  subject 
always  to  the  laws  and  statutes  of 
the  two  countries,  respectively.  In 
like  maimer  the  respective  ships  of 
war  and  post-office  packets  of  the 
two  countries  shall  have  liberty 
freely  and  securely  to  come  to  all 
harbors,  rivers,  and  places  to  which 
other  foreign  ships  of  war  and  pack- 
ets are  or  may  be  permitted  to  come, 
to  enter  the  same,  to  anchor,  and  to 
remain  there  and  refit,  subject  always 
to  the  laws  and  statutes  of  the  two 
countries,  respectively. 

By  the  right  of  entering  places, 
ports,  and  rivers,  mentioned  in  this 
article,  the  privilege  of  carrying  on 
the  coasting  trade  is  not  understood ; 
in  which  trade  national  vessels  only 
of  the  country  where  the  trade  is 
carried  on  are  permitted  to  engage. 


Article  III. 

It  being  the  intention  of  the  two 
high  contracting  parties  to  bind 
themselves  by  the  two  preceding 
ailicles  to  treat  each  other  on  the 
footing  of  the  most  favored  nations,

3.  Nor  *shall  the  property  of 
either,  of  any  kind,  be  taken  for  any 
public  object  without  full  and  just 
compensation  to  be  paid  in  advance ; 
and 

4.  The  citizens  of  the  two  high 
contracting  parties  shall  have  the 
unlimited  right  to  go  to  any  part  of 
the  territories  of  the  other,  and  in 
all  cases  enjoy  the  same  security  as 
the  natives  of  the  country  where 
they  reside,  with  the  condition  that 
they  duly  ob:^erve  the  laws  and  or- 
dinances. 


Article  X. 

It  shall -be  free  for  each  of  the 
two  high  contracting  parties  to  ap- 
point consuls  for  the  protection  of 
trade,  to  reside  in  any  of  the  lerri- 
toiies  of  the  other  party.

Liberty  shall  also  be  granted  to 
bury  the  citizens  of  either  of  the 
two  high  contracting  parties,  who 
may  die  in  the  territories  aforesaid, 
in  burial-places  of  their  own,  which 
in  the  same  manner  may  be  freely 
established  and  maintained;  nor 
shall  the  funerals  or  sepulchres  of 
the  dead  be  disturbed  in  any  way 
or  upon  any  account.

Whenever  a  citizen  of  either  of 
the  contracting  parties  shall  be 
forced  to  seek  refuge  or  asylum  in

ABTICI.E  YI.  Whenever  there  shall  be  established  a  direct  line  of 
steam  communication  between  the  ports  of  the  United  States  and  of 
Belgium,  adapted  to  the  regular  transportation  of  the  mails  between  the 
two  countries  and  acceptable  to  the  two  Departments,  it  is  agreed  that 
the  international  single  letter  rate  applicable  to  this  route  shall  be  re- 
duced to  10  cents  in  the  United  States  and  50  centimes  in  Belgium,  of 
which  six  cents  (30  centimes)  shall  represent  the  maritime  rate ;  and  for 
the  other  correspondence  mentioned  in  the  second  paragraph  of  the  first 
article  the  maritime  rate  in  such  case  shall  be  10  cents,  (50  centimes) 
per  kilogramme. 

But  this  article  shall  not  be  carried  into  effect  until  a  time  upon  which 
the  two  Po:%t  Departments  shall  hereaAer  agree. 

Article  VII.  The  prepayment  of  postage  on  ordinary  letters  shall 
be  optional,  subject  to  the  condition  in  article  VIII.  mentioned,  but  on 
registered  letters,  and  on  all  other  correspondence  mentioned  in  the 
second  paragraph  of  the  first  article  it  shall  be  compulsory. 

Article  VIII.  If,  however,  the  postage  on  any  article  shall  be  pre- 
paid insufficiently,  it  shall  nevertheless  be  forwarded  to  its  destination 
charged  with  the  deficient  postage.  Upon  the  delivery  of  any  unpaid  or 
insufficiently  paid  letter,  or  of  any  other  insufficiently  paid  correspond- 
ence, there  sliall  be  levied  a  fine  in  the  United  States  of  five  cents,  in 
Belgium  of  30  centimes.

For  such  transit  on  its  part,  the  United  States  office  shall  receive  as 
follows :

The  two  offices  shall  by  mutual  consent  make  de-     Detailed  rega- 
tailed  regulations  for  carrying  these  articles  into  execution ;  and  modify  J**»o°»* 
such  regulations  in  like  manner  from  time  to  time  as  the  exigencies  of 
the  service  may  require. 

Article  XIX.     Letters  wrongly  sent,  wrongly  aildi-es>ed,  or  not  de-    Misseot  lettart 
liverable  for  any  cause,  shall  be  returned  to  the  despatcliing  office  at  lis  ^^' 
expense  for  the  return  if  any  shall  be  incurred.     Rf»gisrered  articles  in 
the  second  paragraph  of  the  first  article  mentioned  shall  also  be  returned: 
other  articles  shall  be  left  to  the  disposition  of  the  receiving  office.     Any 
postages  not  collected  upon  the  correspondence  returned,  but  which  shall

Article  XX.  In  considerations  of  the  concession  made  bj  the

Abticlb  XXI.  From  the  time  this  convention  shall  take  effect,  all 
former  conventions  between  the  two  offices  shall  cease  to  be  in  force, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  closing  the  accounts  arising  thereunder. 

Thb  Convention  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January  next

Whenever  a  .regular  line  of  steam  communication, 
acceptable  to  the  two  offices,  may  be  employed  directly  between  any  port 
of  the  United  States  and  any  port  of  the  North  of  Europe  at  such  rates 
that  the  entire  cost  of  transportation  between  the  two  frontiers  shall  not 
exceed  for  each  single  letter  rate  5  cents  (U.  S.)  and  for  each  kilogram 
of  other  correspondence  10  cents  (U.  S. ;)  in  that  case  it  is  agreed  that 
the  international  single  letter  rate  of  postage  by  such  line  shall  be  reduced 
to  10  cents  (U.  S.)  from  the  United  States  and  25  cents  (Dutch)  from 
the  Netherlands.  And  the  two  offices  shall  by  common  accord  ^x  the 
time  when  this  reduction  shall  take  effect 

Article  VII.  The  prepayment  of  postage  on  ordinary  letters  shall 
be  optional,  subject  to  the  conditions  in  article  VIII.  mentioned:  but  on 
registered  letters^  and  on  all  other  correspondence  mentioned  in  paragraph 
the  second  of  the  first  article,  it  shall  be  obligatory. 

Article  VIII.  If,  however,  the  postage  on  any  correi«pondence 
shall  be  prepaid  insufficiently,  it  shall  nevertheless  be  forwarded  to  its 
destination,  charged  with  the  deficient  postage,  adding  full  amounts  instead 
of  fractions  of  1  cent  (U.  S.)  or  5  cents  (Dutch.)  Upon  the  delivery  of 
any  unpaid  or  insufficiently  paid  letter,  or  of  any  other  insufficiently 
paid  correspondence,  there  shall  be  levied  a  fine  in  the  United  States  not 
exceeding  5  cents  (U.  S.),  in  the  Netherlands  not  exceeding  15  cents 
(Dutch.)  This  fine  and  also  the  deficient  postage  on  all  other  corres- 
pondence than  letters,  shall  not  enter  into  the  accounts  between  the  two 
offices,  but  shall  be  retained  to  the  use  of  the  collecting  office. 

Article  IX.  Registered  correspondence  shall,  in'  addition  to  the 
postage,  be  subject  to  a  register  fee,  not  exceeding  10  cents  (U.  S.)  in 
the  United  States,  and  not  exceeding  25  cents  (Dutch)  in  the  Nether- 
lands ;   and  this  fee  shall  be  always  prepaid. 

Article  X.  Any  correspondence  may  be  registered,  as  well  inter- 
national correspondence  as- that  originating  in  or  destined  iur  other  coun- 
tries to  which  these  two  administrations  may  respectively  seive  a^  inter- 
mediaries in  either  direction  for  the  transmission  of  such  i-egistered 
articles.  Each  Department  shall  notify  the  other  of  the  countries  to 
which  it  may  thus  serve  as  intermediary. 

Article  XI.  Accounts  between  the  two  offices  shall  he  regulated

8.  Neither  office  shall  be  bound  to  deliver  any  article  the  importations

4.  So  long  as  any  customs  or  stamp  duty  may  be  chargeable  on  any 
articles  exchanged  in  the  mails  such  duty  may  be  levied  for  the  use  of 
the  customs  or  stamp  revenue. 

5.  Except  as  above  no  charge  whatever  otherwise  than  is  herein  ex- 
pressly provided,  shall  be  levied  or  collected  on  the  correspondence  ex- 
changed. 

Article  XIII.  The  two  Post  Departments  shall  establish  by  agree-  Exohann  of 
ment  and  in  conformity  with  the  arrangements  in  force  at  the  time,  the  ^'^^miSi* 
conditions  upon  which  the  two  offices  may  respectively  exchange  in  open 
mails  the  correspondence  originating  in  or  destined  to  other  foreign  coun- 
tries to  which  they  may  reciprocally  serve  as  intermediaries.  It  is  always 
understood,  however,  that  such  correspondence  shall  only  be  charged 
with  the  rate  applicable  to  direct  international  correspondence  aug- 
mented by  the  postage  due  to  foreign  countries,  and  by  any  other  tax  for 
exterior  service.

The  nile  of  progression  shall  always  be  an  additional  single  rate  for 
each  additional  standard  weight  or  fraction  thereof.  The  weight  stated 
bj  the  despatching  office  shall  always  be  accepted,  except  in  case  of  mani- 
fest mistake. 

It  is,  however,  understood  that  so  long  as  the  German  office  employs 
the  loth  as  its  standard  for  the  single  weight  of  letters  which  it  despatches, 
it  shall  also  be  accepted  by  the  United  States  office  as  the  equivalent  of 
1 5  grammes,  in  respect  to  the  mails  which  it  receives  from  the  German 
office. 

Article  V.  The  single  rate  of  postage  on  the  direct  correspondence 
exchanged  between  the  two  administrations  shall  be  as  follows : 

1st.  On  letters  from  the  United  States  via  direct  line  of  steamers 
to  Hamburg  and  Bremen,  (conditioned  that  the  sea  rate  in  such  case 
shall  not  exceed  five  cents  for  single  letter  rate  and  ten  cents  per  kilogram 
for  other  correspondence),  ten  cents. 

On  letters  from  the  North  German  Union  via  said  direct  line,  (sub 
ject  to  same  condition,)  four  silber  groschen. 

dd.   On  letters  from  the  United  States  via  England,  fifteen  cents. 

4th.  On  letters  from  the  North  German  Union  via  England,  six  silber 
groschen. 

5th.  Of  the  international  letter  postage  via  England,  the  ocean  single 
letter  rate  shall  not  exceed  eight  cents,  nor  shall  the  English  and  Belgian 
single  letter  transit  rates  exceed  one  cent  each. 

6th.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  whenever  any  other  regular  line  of  steam 
communication,  acceptable  to  the  two  offices,  may  be  employed  directly 
between  any  port  of  the  United  States  and  any  port  of  the  north  of  Eu- 
rope at  such  rates  that  the  entire  cost  of  transportation  between  the  two 
frontiers  shall  not  exceed  for  each  single  letter  rate  five  cents,  and  for  each 
kilogram  of  other  correspondence  ten  cents,  in  that  case  the  international 
single  rate  of  letter  postage  by  such  line  shall  be  reduced  to  ten  cents. 

7th.  On  all  other  correspondence  mentioned  in  paragraph  two  of  the 
first  article,  the  rate  shall  be,  for  the  mails  despatched,  that  which  the 
despatching  office  shall  adopt,  adapted  to  the  convenience  and  habifs  of  its 
interior  administration.  But  each  office  shall  give  notice  to  the  other  of 
the  rate  it  adopts,  and  of  any  subsequent  change  thereof.

Upon  the  delivery  of  any  unpaid  or  insufficiently  paid  letter,  or  of  any 
other  insufficiently  paid  correspondence,  there  shall  be  levied  in  the  United 
States  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  cents,  and  in  the  North  German  Union 
an  additional  charge  not  exceeding  two  silber  groschen.  This  fine,  or 
additional  charge,  as  well  as  the  deficient  postage  on  all  other  correspond- 
ence than  letters,  shall  not  enter  into  the  accounts  between  the  two  offices, 
but  shall  be  retained  to  the  use  of  the  collecting  office. 

Article  VIII.  The  correspondence  mentioned  in  paragraph  two  of 
the  first  article  shall  be  despatched  under  regulations  to  be  established  by 
the  ilespatching  office,  but  always  including  the  following:  — 

First  No  packet  shall  contain  anything  which  sball  be  closed  against 
inspection,  nor  any  written  communication  whatever,  except  to  state  from 
whom  and  to  whom  the  packet  is  sent,  and  the  number  and  price  placed 
upon  each  pattern  or  sample  of  merchandise.

It  is  further  agreed,  that  except  a  small  local  carrier^s  charge,  (so  long 
as  it  sha^  exist  in  the  rural  districts  of  North  Qermany,)  no  charge  what- 
ever, otherwise  than  is  herein  expressly  provided,  shall  be  levied  or 
collected  on  the  letters  and  other  correspondence  exchanged. 

Article  IX.     Any  correspondence  may  be  registered,  as  well  in-    Registered  ooiw 
temational  correspondence  as  that  originating  in  or  destined  for  other  i^Bpondeoo^ 
countries  to  which  these  two  administrations  may  respectively  serve  as 
intermediaries  for  the  transmission  of  such  registered  articles.    Each 
department  shall  notify  the  other  of  the  countries  to  which  it  may  thus 
serve  as  intermediary. 

Each  department  shall  use  its  best  exertions  for  the  safe  delivery,  or, 
when  miscarried,  for  the  recovery  of  any  registered  correspondence,  but 
b  not  responsible  pecuniarily  for  the  loss  of  any  such  correspondence. 

Article  X.    Registered  correspondence  shall,  in  addition  to  the  post-     P^tam  and

Accounts  between  the  two  offices  shall  be  regulated  Bute  for  mv- 
on  the  following  basis :  From  the  total  amount  of  postages  and  register  ^"l*^^  ^^  ^^ 
fees  collected  by  each  office  on  letters,  added  to  the  total  amount  of  pre- 
paid postages  and  register  fees  on  other  correspondence  which  it  despatches, 
the  despatching  office  shall  deduct  the  amount  requited,  at  the  agreed  rate, 
for  the  cost  of  the  intermediate  transit  thereof  between  the  two  frontiers, 
and  the  amount  of  the  two  net  sums  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the 
two  offices. 

Article  XIL    The  two  post  departments  shall  establish  by  agreement,     Open  maiie. 
and  in  conformity  with  the  arrangements  in  force  at  the  time,  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  the  two  offices  may  respectively  exchange  in  open 
mails  the  correspondetice  originating  in  or  destined  to  other  foreign  coun- 
tries to  which  they  may  reciprocally  serve  as  intermediaries. 

It  is  always  understood,  however,  that  such  correspondence  shall  only 
be  charged  with  the  rate  applicable  to  direct  international  correspondence, 
augmented  by  the  postage  due  to  foreign  countries,  and  by  any  other  tax 
for  exterior  service.

thereof,  from  the  point  where  it  may  be  first  intersected  by  the  lines  above 
described,  to  the  main  Red  river ;  thence  down  said  river,  in  the  middle  of 
the  main  channel  thereof  to  its  intersection  with  the  ninety-eighth  meri- 
dian of  longitude  west  from  Greenwich ;  thence  north,  on  said  meridian 
line,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  herebv  set  apart 
for  the  absolute  and  undisturbed  use  and  occupation  of  the  tribes  herein 
named,  and  for  such  other  friendly  tribes  or  individual  Indians,  as,  from 
time  to  time,  they  may  be  willing  [with  the  consent  of  the  United  States  *j 
to  admit  among  them ;  and  the  United  States  now  solemnly  agrees  that 
no  persons  except  those  herein  authorized  so  to  do  and  except  such  offi- 
cers, agents,  and  employ^  of  the  government  as  may  be  authorized  to 
enter  upon  Indian  reservation  in  discharge  of  duties  enjoined  by  law, 
shall  ever  be  permitted  to  pass  over,  settle  upon,  or  reside  in  the  territory 
described  in  this  article,  or  in  such  territory  as  may  be  added  to  this 
reservation,  for  the  use  of  said  Indians. 

Article  III.  If  it  should  appear  from  actual  survey  or  other  satisfactory 
examination  of  said  tract  of  land,  that  it  contains  less  than  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres  of  tillable  land,  for  each  person,  who  at  the  time  may  be 
authorized  to  reside  on  it  under  the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  and  a  very 
considerable  number  of  such  persons  shall  be  disposed  to  commence  cul- 
tivating the  soil  as  farmers,  the  United  States  agrees  to  set  apart  for  the 
use  of  said  Indians,  as  herein  provided,  such  additional  quantity  of  arable 
land  adjoining  to  said  reservation,  or  as  near  the  same  as  it  can  be 
obtained,  as  may  be  required  to  provide  the  necessary  amount 

Article  IV.  The  United  States  agrees  at  its  own  proper  expense  to 
construct  at  some  place,  near  the  centre  of  said  reservation,  where  timber 
and  water  may  be  convenient,  the  following  buildings,  to  wit :  A  ware- 
house or  store-room  for  the  use  of  the  agent,  in  storing  goodr  belonging  {o 
the  Indians,  to  cost  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  an  agency 
building  for  the  residence  of  the  agent,  to  cost  not  exceeding  three  thou- 
sand dollars ;  a  residence  for  the  physician,  to  cost  not  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars ;  and  five  other  buildings,  for  a  carpenter,  fiirmer,  Uadc- 
smith,  miller,  and  engineer,  each  to  cost  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  also  a  scbool-hoUse  or  mission  building,  so  soon  as  a  sufficient  num« 
ber  of  children  can  be  induced  by  the  agent  to  attend  school,  which  shall 
not  cost  exceeding  five  thousand  dollara. 

The  United  States  agrees  further  to  cause  to  be  erected  on  said  reserva- 
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tion,  near  the  other  baildings  herein  authorised,  a  good  steam  drcalar 
saw  mill,  with  a  grist  mill  and  shingle  machine  attached ;  the  same  to 
cost  not  exceeding  eight  thousand  dollars. 

Abticlb  v.  The  United  States  agrees  that  the  agent  for  the  said  In-  Agent'treti- 
dians  in  the  future  shall  make  his  home  at  the  agoncy  building ;  that  he  ^^^^^^*  *°^ 
shall  reside  among  them,  and  keep  an  office  open  at  all  times,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  prompt  and  diligent  inquiry  into  such  matters  of  complaint  by  and 
against  the  Indians  as  may  be  presented  for  investigation  under  the  pro- 
visions of  their  treaty  stipulations,  as  also  for  the  faithful  discharge  o. 
other  duties  enjoined  on  him  by  law.  In  all  cases  of  depredation  on  per- 
son or  property,  he  shall  cause  the  evidence  to  be  taken  in  writing  and 
forwarded,  together  with  his  findings  to  the  G>mmis8ioner  of  Indian  Af- 
fairs, whose  decision,  subject  to  the  revision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior, shall  be  binding  on  the  parties  to  this  trea^. 

Article  YI.  If  any  individual  belonging  to  said  tribes  of  Indians,  or    .^^^^  ^^^^ 
legally  incorporated  with  them,  being  the  head  of  a  family,  shall  desire  to  i^t  li^f^r*^ 
commence  farming,  he  shall  have  the  privilege  to  select,  in  the  presence  &nniiig. 
and  with  the  assistance  of  the  agent  then  in  charge,  a  tract  of  land  within 
said  reservation,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  in  extent, 
which  tract,  when  so  selected,  certified,  and  recorded  in  the  "  Land  Book  " 
as  herein  directed,  shall  cease  to  be  held  in  common,  but  the  same  may  be 
occupied  and  held  in  the  exclusive  possession  of  the  person  selecting  it, 
and  of  his  family  so  long  as  he  or  they  may  continue  to  cultivate  it     Any 
person  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  not  being  the  head  of  a  family,  may  in     Othen  mmj 
like  manner  select  and  cause  to  be  certified  to  him  or  her,  for  purposes  of  f'^^U^!^^ 
cultivation,  a  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  eighty  acres  in  extent,  and 
thereupon,  be  entitled  to  the  exclusive  possession  of  the  same  as  above 
directed.     For  each  tract  of  land  so  selected,  a  certificate,  containing  a 
description  thereof  and  the  name  of  the  person  selecting  it,  with  a  certifi- 
cate indorsed  thereon  that  the  same  has  been  recorded,  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  party  entitled  to  it,  by  the  agent,  afler  the  same  shall  have  been 
recorded  by  him  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  his  office,  subject  to  inspection, 
which  said  book  shall  be  known  as  the  **Ejowa  and  Comanche  Land 
Book?'    The  President  may,  at  any  time,  order  a  survey  of  the  reserva-     SQr^«y>* 
tion,  and,  when  so  surveyed.  Congress  shall  provide  for  protecting  the 
rights  of  settlers,  in  their  improvements,  and  may  fix  the  character  of  the 
title  held  by  each.    The  United  States  may  pass  such  laws,  on  the  sub-     Alienation 
ject  of  alienation  and  descent  of  property  and  on  all  subjects  connected  p^^L^^f '^^ 
with  the  government  of  the  said  Indians  on  said  reservations,  and  the  in- 
ternal police  thereof,  as  may  be  thought  proper. 

Article  VII.  In  order  to  insure  the  civilization  of  the  tribes,  enter-     Education, 
ing  into  this  treaty,  the  necessity  of  education  is  admitted,  especially  by 
such  of  them  as  are  or  may  be  settled  on  said  agricultural  reservations ; 
and  they  therefore  pledge  themselves  to  compel  their  children,  male  and    .^^^°  ^ 
female,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years,  to  attend  school ;  and  ^        ^  <^' 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  agent  for  said  Indians   to  see  that 
this  stipulation  is  strictly  complied  with ;  and  the  United  States  agrees     Schooj-hooaes 
that  for  every  thirty  children  between  said  ages,  who  can  be  induced  or  ®"* 

compelled  to  attend  school,  a  house  shall  be  provided,  and  a  teacher,  com- 
petent to  teach  the  elementary  branches  of  an  English  education,  shall 
be  furnished,  who  will  reside  among  said  Indians  and  faithfully  discharge 
his  or  her  duties  as  a  teacher.  The  provisions  of  this  article  to  continue 
tor  not  less  than  twenty  years. 

Article  VIII.  When  the  head  of  a  family  or  lodge  shall  have  se-  j-rioStnrafiin* 
lected  lands  and  received  his  certificate  as  above  directed,  and  the  agent  p^ments  to  be* 
shall  be  satisfied  that  he  intends  in  good  faith  to  commence  cultivating  £he  mrnished  to 
soil  for  a  living,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  seeds  and  agricultural  im-  ^^^™- 
plements  for  the  first  year  not  exceeding  in  value  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  for  each  succeeding  year  he  shall  continue  to  farm  for  a  period  of 
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three  jean  more,  be  shall  be  entitled  to  xeoeive  seeds  and  implements  as 
aforesaid  not  exceeding  in  value  twentj-five  dollars.  And  it  is  forther 
stipulated  that  such  persons  as  commence  farming  shall  reoeive  instmo- 
tion  from  the  &rmer  herein  provided  for,  and  whenever  more  than  one 
hundred  persons  shall  enter  upon  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  a  second 
blacksmith  shall  be  provided,  together  with  soch  iron,  steel,  and  othtt 
material,  as  may  be  needed. 

Articlk  IX«  At  anj  time  afier  ten  jears  from  the  making  of  this 
treaty  the  United  States  shall  have  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  the  phy* 
sician,  farmer,  blacksmiths,  carpenter,  engineer,  and  miller  herein  pro- 
vided for ;  but,  in  case  of  such  withdrawal,  an  additional  sum  thereafter 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum  shall  be  devoted  to  the  education  of 
said  Indians,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Afiairs  shall,  npcm  careful 
inquiry  into  the  condition  of  said  Indians,  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  expenditure  of  said  sum  as  will  best  promote  the  educational  and 
moral  improvement  of  said  tribes. 

Article  X.  In  lieu  of  all  sums  of  money  or  other  annuities  provided 
to  be  paid  to  the  Indians,  herein  named,  under  the  treaty  of  October 
eighteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  made  at  the  month 
of  the  *^  Little  Arkansas,**  and  under  all  treaties  nuide  previous  thereto, 
the  United  States  agrees  to  deliver  at  the  agenqr-house  on  the  reservation 
herein  named,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  of  each  year,  for  thirty 
years,  the  following  articles,  to  wit :  — 

For  each  male  person  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  a  suit  of  good  sub- 
stantial woollen  clothing,  consisting  of  coat,  pantaloons,  fiannel  shirt,  hat, 
and  a  pair  of  home-made  socks.  For  each  female  over  twelve  years  of 
age,  a  flannel  skirt,  or  the  goods  necessary  to  make  it,  a  pair  of  woollen 
hose,  and  twelve  yards  of  calico,  and  twelve  yards  of  ^  domestic^' 

For  the  boys  and  girls  under  the  ages  named,  such  flannel  and  cot- 
ton goods  as  may  be  needed,  to  make  each  a  suit  as  aforesaid,  together 
with  a  pair  of  woolen  hose  for  each ;  and  in  order  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Afikirs  may  be  able  to  estimate  properly  for  the  articles  herein 
named,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agent,  each  year,  to  forward  him  a  full 
and  exact  census  of  the  Indians  on  which  the  estimates  from  j&ur  to 
year  can  be  based ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  clothing  herein  named,  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  a 
period  of  thirty  years,  to  be  used  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  the 
purchase  of  such  articles,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Afiairs,  as  from  time  to  time  the  condition  and  necessities  of  the 
Indians  may  indicate  to  be  proper ;  and  if  at  any  time  within  the  thirty 
years  it  shall  appear  that  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  clothing  under 
this  article  can  be  appropriated  to  better  uses  for  the  tribes  herein  named, 
Congress  may  by  law  change  the  appropriation  to  other  purposes,  but  in 
no  event  shall  the  amount  of  this  appropriation  be  withdrawn  or  discon- 
tinued for  the  period  named  ;  and  th^  President  shall,  annually,  detail  an 
officer  of  the  army  to  be  pre:^ent  and  attest  the  delivery  of  all  the  goods 
herein  named  to  the  Indians,  and  he  shall  inspect  and  report  on  the  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  the  goods  and  the  manner  of  their  delivery. 

Article  XI.  In  consideration  of  the  advantages  and  benefits  conferred 
by  this  treaty  and  the  many  pledges  of  friendship  by  the  United  States, 
the  .tribes  who  are  parties  to  this  agreement  hereby  stipulate  that  they  will 
relinquish  all  right  to  occupy  permanently  the  territory  outside  of  their 
reservation,  as  herein  defined,  but  they  yet  reserve  the  right  to  hunt  on 
any  lands  south  of  the  Arkansas  [river,  *]  so  long  as  the  buffalo  may 
range  thereon  in  such  numbers  as  to  justify  the  chase,  [  and  no  white  set- 
tlements shall  be  permitted  on  any  part  of  the  lands  contained  in  the  old 
reservation  as  defined  by  the  treaty  made  between  the  United  States  and 
the  Ciieyenne,  Arapahoe,  and  Apache  tribes  of  Indians  at  the  mouUi  of 
the  Little  Arkansas,  under  date  of  October  fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight 
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hundred  and  sixtj-fiye,  within  three  jears  from  tins  date ;  *]  and  thej, 
[the  said  tribes,*]  farther  expresslj  agree  — 

1st  That  thej  will  withdraw  ail  opposition  to  the  construction  of  the     AmemeDtiM 
railroad  now  being  built  on  the  Smoky  Hill  river,  whether  it  be  built  to  ^  ^ulroadi; 
Colorado  or  New  Mexico. 

2d.  That  thej  will  permit  the  peaceable  construction  of  any  railroad 
not  passing  over  their  reservation  as  herein  defined. 

Sd.  That  they  will  not  attack  any  persons  at  home,  nor  travelling,  nor  emigranta  mud 
molest  or  disturb  any  wagon-trains,  coaches,  mules,  or  cattle  belonging  to  £5jf™"'  travel- 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  or  to  persons  friendly  therewith. 

4th.  They  will  never  capture  or  cariy  off  from  the  settlements  white     Women  and 
women  or  children.  ohUdren. 

5th.  They  will  never  kill  nor  scalp  white  men  nor  attempt  to  do  them 
harm. 

6th.  They  withdraw  all  pretence  of  opposition  to  the  construction  of    Paoiflo  rail- 
the  railroad  now  being  built  along  the  Platte  river  and  westward  to  the  [I^JJ^^Z^ 
Pacific  ocean ;  and  they  will  not,  in  future,  object  to  the  construction  of 
railroads,  wagon  roads,  mail  stations,  or  other  works  of  utility  or  neces- 
sity which  may  be  ordered  or  permitted  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 
But  should  such  roads  or  other  works  be  constructed  on  the  lands  of  their  -j^"*Sr  ^^ 
reservation,  the  government  will  pay  the  tribes  whatever  amount  of  dam-  nMrnSioiiT* 
age  may  be  assessed,  by  three  disinterested  commissioners,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  President  for  that  purpose ;  one  of  said  commissioners  to  be  a 
chief  or  headman  of  the  tribes. 

7th.  They  agree  to  withdraw  all  opposition  to  the  military  posts  now  MiliUuy  pottk 
established  in  the  western  territories. 

Article  XII.   No  treaty  for  the  cession  of  any  portion  or  part  of  the     ^9  treaty  for 
reservation  herein  described,  which  may  be  held  in  common,  shall  be  of  ^in  to  be  **^ 
any  validity  or  force  as  against  tbe«  said  Indians,  unless  executed  and  valid  onieM,  fto. 
signed  by  at  least  three  fourths  of  all  the  adult  male  Indians  occupying  the 
same,  and  no  cession  by  the  tribe  shall  be  understood  or  construed  in  such 
manner  as  to  deprive,  without  his  consent,  any  individual  member  of  the 
tribe  of  his  rights  to  any  tract  of  land  selected  by  him  as  provided  in  Ar- 
Ucle  JIL  [VI.]  of  this  treaty. 

Article  XIIL  The  Indian  agent,  in  employing  a  farmer,  blacksmith,  fJ^,er?Sf  *"* 
miller,  and  other  employes  herein  provided  for,  qualifications  being  equal,  preference  to  be 
shall  give  the  preference  to  Indians.  jjven  to  the  In- 

Abticle  XIV.  The  United  States  hereby  agrees  to  furnish  annually     uuitei  states 
to  the  Indians  the  physician,  teachers,  carpenter,  miller,  engineer,  farmer,  to  furnish  physi- 
aud  blacksmiths,  as  iierein  contemplated,  and  that  such   appropriations  ^^*  teachers, 
shall  be  made  from  time  to  time,  on  the  estimates  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  as  will  be  sufficient  to  employ  such  persons. 

Article  XV.   It  is  agreed  that  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifly     House  for 
dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  dwelling-house  on  Tosh-e-wa. 
the  reservation  for  "  Tosh-e-wa,"  (or  the  Silver  Brooch,)  the  Comanche 
chief  who  has  already  commenced  farming  on  the  said  reservation.     And 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  annually,  for  three  years  from  date,  shall     Presents  for 
be  expended  in  presents  to  the  ten  persons  of  said  tribes  who  in  the  ^^^  °™P** 
judgment  of  the  agent  may  grow  the  most  valuable  crops  for  the  period 
named. 

Article  XVI.   The  tribes  herein  named  agree,  when    the  agency     Besemition 
house  and  other  buildings  shall  be  constructed  on  the  reservation  named,  ^  ^  ?f*Sbea.°* 
they  will  make  said  reservation  their  permanent  home  and  they  will    °°^  ^ 
make  no  permanent  settlement  elsewhere,  but  they  shall  have  the  right 
to  hunt  on  the  lands  south  of  the  Arkansas  river,  formerly  called  theirs, 
in  the  same  manner,  subject  to  the  modifications  named  in  this  treaty,  as 
agreed  on  by  the  treaty  of  the  Little  Arkansas,  concluded  the  eighteenth 
day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five.

the  United  States,  and  Satanka,  (Sitting  Bear,)  Sa-Tan-Ta,  (White  Bear,)

Artides  of  a  treaty  condnded  at  the  Conndl  Camp  on  Medicine  Lodge 
Creek,  seventy  miles  south  of  Fort  Lamed,  in  the  State  of  Kim« 
sas,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  by  and  between  the  United  States  of  America,  represented  by 
its  commissioners  duly  appointed  thereto,  to  wit :  Nathaniel  6.  Taylor, 
William  S.  Harney,  a  C.  Augur,  Alfred  &  [H.]  Teny,  John  B.  San- 
bom,  Samuel  F.  Tappan,  and  J.  B.  Henderson,  of  the  one  part,  and 
the  Kiowa,  Comanche,  and  Apache  Indians,  represented  by  their  chiefr 
and  headmen  duly  authorized  and  empowered  to  act  for  the  body  of  the 
people  of  said  tribes  (the  names  of  said  chiefs  and  headmen  being 
hereto  subscribed)  of  the  other  part,  witness :  — 

Whereas,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  a  treaty  of  peace  was  nude  mid  entered  into  at  the  Coundl 
Camp,  on  Medicine  Lodge  Creek,  seventy  miles  south  of  Fort  Lamed, 
in  the  State  of  Kansas,  by  and  between  the  United  States  of  America, 
by  its  commissioners  Nathaniel  6.  Taylor,  William  S.  Harney,  C.  (X 
Augur,  Alfred  H.  Terry,  John  B.  Sanborn,  Samuel  F.  Tappan,  and  J. 
B.  Henderson,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Kiowa  and  Comandie  tribes  of 
Indians,  of  the  Upper  Arkansas,  by  and  through  their  chiefs  and  head-

Articles  of  a  treaty  and  agreement  made  and  entered  into  at  the  Council 
Gamp  on  Medicine  Lodge  creek,  seventy  miles  south  of  Fort  Lamed, 
in  the  State  of  Kansas,  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  October,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  by  and  between  the  United  States  of  America, 
represented  by  its  commissioners  duly  appointed  thereto,  to  wit:  Na- 
thaniel 6.  Taylor,  William  S.  Hamey,  C  C.  Augur,  Alfred  H.  Terry, 
John  B.  Sanborn,  Samuel  F.  Tappan  and  John  B.  Henderson,  of  the 
one  part,  and  the  Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe  tribes  of  Indians,  represented 
by  their  chiefs  and  headmen  duly  authorised  and  empowered  to  act 
for  the  body  of  the  people  of  said  tribes — the  names  of  said  chiefs 
and  headmen  being  hereto  subscribed — of  the  other  part,  witness :  — 

Article  I.  From  this  day  forward  all  war  between  the  parties  to     Pasoeaiid 
this  agreement  shall  forever  cease.

building  for  the  residence  of  the  agent,  to  cost  not  exceeding  three 
thousand  dollars ;  a  residence  for  the  physician,  to  cost  not  more  than 
three  thousand  dollars;  and  five  other  buildings,  for  a  carpenter,  farmer, 
blai'ksmith,  miller,  and  engineer,  each  to  cost  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
dollars ;  also  a  school-house  or  mission  building,  so  soon  as  a  sufficient 
number  of  children  can  be  induced  by  the  agent  to  attend  school,  which 
shall  not  cost  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars.

Article  VII.   In  order  to  insure  the  civilization  of  the  tribes  enter- 
ing into  this  treaty,  the  necessity  of  education  is  admitted,  especially  by     Children  be- 
such  of  them  as  are  or  may  be  settled  on  said  agricultural  reservation,  and  '!^®®"  *'^  ^"^  , 
they  therefore  pledge  themselves  to  compel  their  children,  male  and  fe-  school, 
male,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years,* to  attend  school ;  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  tiie  agent  for  said  Indians  to  see  that  this  stipu- 
lation is  strictly  complied  with;  and  the  United  States  agrees  that  for     Duty  of  agent, 
every  thirty  children  between  said  ages,  who  can  be  induced  or  compelled 
to  attend  echool,  a  house  shall  be  provided,  and  a  teacher  competent  to 
teach  the  elementary  branches  of  an  English  education  shall  be  furnished.      School-houses 
who  will  reside  among  said  Indians,  and  faithfully  discharge  his  or  her  *°^  teachers, 
duties  as  a  teacher.     The  provisions  of  this  article  to  continue  for  not  less 
tlian  twenty  years. 

AuTiCLK  VIII.   When  the  head  of  a  family  or  lodge  shall  have  se- 
lected land:4  and  received  his  certificate  as  above  directed,  and  the  agent     Seeds  and  ag- 
shall  be  satisfied  that  he  intends  in  good  faith  to  commence  cultivating  ricultural  iraple- 
the  soil  for  a  living,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  seeds  and  agricultural  "^°  ** 
implements  for  the  first  year,  not  exceeding  in  value  one  hundred  dollars; 
and  for  each  succeeding  year  he  shall  continue  to  farm  for  a  period  of 
three  years  more,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  seeds  and  implements  as 
aforesaid,  not  exceeding  in  value  twenty-five  dollars. 

And  it  is  further  stipulated  that  such  persons  as  commence   farming 
shall  receive  instruction  from  the  farmer  herein  provided  ibr;  and  when-     Instruction  in 
ever  more  than  one  hundred  persons  shall  enter  upon  the  cultivation  of  ^'^^■"''"S' 
the  soil,  a  second  blacksmith  shall  be  provided,  with  such  iron,  steel,  and 
other  material  as  may  be  needed. 

Article  IX.   At  any  time  after  ten  years  from  the  making  of  this

of  said  sum  as  will  best  promote  the  educational  and  moral  improvement 
of  said  tribes. 

Article  X.  In  lien  of  all  sums  of  money  or  other  annuities  provided 
Article*  in  lieu  jq  ^^  p^Jd  to  the  Indians  herein  named,  under  the  treaty  of  October  four- 
nnSesf^"  *°'  teenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  made  at  the  mouth  of  the  Little 
Arkansas,  and  under  all  treaties  made  previous  thereto,  the  United  States 
agrees  to  deliver  at  the  agency  house  on  the  reservation  herein  named, 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  of  each  year,  for  thirty  years,  the  follow- 
ing articles,  to  wit :  — 

For  each  male  person  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  a  suit  of  good,  sub- 
dothing.         stantial  woolen  clothing,  consisting  of  coat,  pantaloons,  flannel  shirt,  hat, 
and  a  pair  of  home-made  socks. 

For  each  female  over  twelve  years  of  age,  a  flannel  skirt,  or  the  goods 
necessary  to  make  it,  a  pair  of  woolen  hose,  twelve  yards  of  calico  and 
twelve  yards  of  cotton  domestics. 

For  the  boys  and  girls  under  the  ages  named,  such  flannel  and  cotton 
goods  as  may  be  needed  to  make  each  a  suit  as  aforesaid,  together  with  a 
pair  of  woolen  hose  for  each. 

And  in  order  that  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  may  be  able  to 
Census  an-      estimate  properly  for  tlie  articles  herein  named,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Dually.  agent  each  year  to  forward  to  him  a  full  and  exact  census  of  the  Indians 

on  which  the  estimate  from  year  to  year  can  be  based. 

And,  in  addition  to  the  clothing  herein  named,  the  sum  of  twenty 
Annual  appro- ^^ousand   dollars  shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  a  period  of  thirty 
priation  of  years,  to  be  used  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  the  purchase  of 

money  for  thirty  g^^j^  articles  as,  from  time  to  time,  the  condition  and  necessities  of  the 
Indians  may  indicate  to  be  proper.     And  if  at  any  time,  within  the  thirty 
years,  it  shall  appear  that  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  clothing,  under 
this  article,  can  be  appropriated  to  better  uses  for  the  tribe  herein  named.

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Whersab  a  oonvention  defining  the  rights,  immunities,  and  privileges  of 
oonsuU,  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  his  Majesty  the  King 
of  Italy,  was  ooncloded  and  signed  by  their  respective  plenipotentiaries  at 
Washington,  the  eighth  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundnKl  and  sixty- 
eight,  which  oonTcntion,  being  in  the  English  and  Italian  languages,  is 
word  for  word  as  follows :

The  President  of  the  United 
States  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of 
Italy,  recognizing  the  utility  of  de- 
fining the  rights,  privileges,  and  im- 
munities of  consular  officers  in  the 
two  countries,  deem  it  expedient  to 
conclude  a  consular  convention  for 
that  purpose. 

Accoixlingly,  they  have  named:

In  conformity  with  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, (5  [3]  March,  1855,  ^U>  reg- 
ulate the  carriage  of  passengers  on 
steamships  and  other  vessels,")  all 
disputes  and  diiferenoes  of  any  na-

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Whkreas  a  treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  his  Ma^ 
jesty  the  King  of  Prussia  in  the  name  of  the  North  German  Confedera- 
tion, was  concluded  and  signed  by  their  respective  plenipotentiaries  at 
Berlin,  on  the  twenty«second  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight ;  which  treaty,  being  in  the  English  and  Gennan  hmgnagea, 
is  word  for  word  as  follows :

The  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America  and  his  Majesty 
the  King  of  Prussia  in  the  name  of 
the  North  German  Confederation, 
led  by  the  wish  to  regulate  the  citi- 
zenship of  those  persons  who  emi- 
grate from  the  North  German  Con- 
federation to  the  United  States  of

Article  XIII.  That  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  said  Indians  to  adopt 
habits  of  civilized  life  and  become  self-sustaining,  the  sum  of  forty-five 
thouwnd  dollars,  for  the  first  year,  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  providing  each  lodge  or  head  of  a 
family  in  said  confederated  band;!  with  one  gentle  American  cow,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  ordinary  Mexican  or  Texas  breed,  and  five  head 
of  sheep ;  also  one  good  bull  for  every  twenty-five  head  of  cows,  and  sudi 
further  sums  annually,  in  the  discretion  of  Congress,  as  may  be  necessary, 
not  to  exceed  forty-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  not  for  a  longer 
period  than  four  years,  shall  be  expended  as  aforesaid  to  every  lodge  or 
head  of  a  family  that  shows  a  disposition  to  preserve  said  stock  for  in- 
crease. 

Article  XIV.  The  said  confederated  bands  agree  that  whensoever, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  public  interests 
may  require  it,  that  aU  roads,  highways,  and  railroads,  authorized  by  law, 
sliall  have  the  right  of  way  through  the  reservation  herein  designated. 

Article  XV.  The  United  States  hereby  agree  to  furnish  the  Indiana 
the  teachers,  carpenters,  millers,  farmers,  and  blacksmiths,  as  herein  con- 
templated, and  that  such  appropriations  ffhall  be  made  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  estimates  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as  will  be  sufficient  to 
employ  such  persons. 

Article  XVI.  No  treaty  for  the  cession  of  any  portion  or  part  of 
the  recurvation  herein  described,  which  may  be  held  in  common,  shall  be 
of  any  validity  or  force  as  against  the  said  Indians,  unless  executed  and 
signed  by  at  least  three  fourths  of  all  the  adult  male  Indians  occupying  or 
interested  in  the  same ;  and  no  cession  by  the  tribe  shall  be  understood 
or  construed  in  such  manner  as  to  deprive,  without  his  consent,  any  indi- 
vidual member  of  the  tribe  of  his  right  to  any  tract  of  land  selected  by 
him,  as  provided  in  article  seven  of  this  treaty. 

Article  XVII.  All  appropriations  now  made,  or  to  be  hereafter 
made,  as  well  as  goods  and  stock  due  these  Indians  under  existing  treaties, 
shall  apply  as  if  this  treaty  had  not  been  made,  and  be  divided  propor-

benefits  of  this  treaty :  But  provided  Juriher^  Any  Indian  of  either  of 
these  confederated  bands  who  shall  remain  at  peace,  and  abide  by  the 
terms  of  this  treaty  in  all  its  essentials,  shall  be  entitled  to  its  benefits 
and  provisions,  notwithstanding  his  particular  chief  and  band  may  have 
forfeited  their  rights  thereto.

United  States,  and  the  undersigned  representadyes  of  the  Tabe^ache, 
Muache,  Oapote,  Weeminoche,  lampa,  Grand  Biyer  and  Uintah  bands 
of  Ute  Indians,  daly  authorized  and  empowered  to  act  for  the  body  of 
the  people  of  said  bands,  have  hereunto  set  their  hands  and  seals,  at  the 
place  and  on  the  day,  month  and  year  first  hereinbefore  written.

it  is  hereby  made  tlie  duty  of  the  agent  for  said  Indians  to  see  tliat  this 
stipulation  is  strictly  complied  with  ;  and  the  United  States  agrees  that 
for  every  thirty  children  between  said  ages  who  can  be  induced  or  com- 
pelled to  attend  school,  a  house  shall  be  provided  and  a  teacher  competent 
to  teach  the  elementary  branches  of  an  Englbh  education  shall  be  fur- 
nished, who  will  reside  among  said  Indians,  and  faithfully  discharge  his 
or  her  duties  as  a  teacher.  The  provisions  of  this  article  to  continue  for 
not  le«8  than  twenty  years. 

Article  VIII.  When  the  head  of  a  family  or  lodge  shall  have  selected 
lands  and  received  his  certificate  as  above  directed,  and  the  agent  shall 
be  satisfied  that  he  intends  in  good  faith  to  commence  cultivating  the  soil 
for  a  living,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  seeds  and  agricultural  imple- 
ments for  the  first  year,  not  exceeding  in  value  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
for  each  succeeding  year  he  shall  continue  to  farm,  for  a  period  of  three 
years  more,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  seeds  and  implements  as  afore- 
said, not  exceeding  in  value  twenty-five  dollars.

At  any  time  after  ten  years  from  the  making  of  this 
treaty,  the  United  States  shall  have  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  the 
physician,  farmer,  blacksmith,  carpenter,  engineer,  and  miller  herein  pro- 
vided for,  but  in  case  of  such  withdrawal,  an  additional  sum  thereafler  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum  shall  be  devoted  to  the  education  of  said 
Indians,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  shall,  upon  careful  in- 
quiry into  their  condition,  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  expen- 
diture of  said  sum  as  will  best  promote  the  educational  and  moral  im- 
provement of  said  tribes. 

Article  X.  In  lieu  of  all  sums  of  money  or  other  annuities  provided 
to  be  paid  to  the  Indians  herein  named,  under  any  treaty  or  treaties  here- 
tofore made,  the  United  States  agrees  to  deliver  at  the  agency  house  on 
the  reservation  herein  named,  on  [or  before  *]  the  first  day  of  August  of 
each  year,  for  thirty  years,  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 

For  each  male  person  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  a  suit  of  good  sub- 
stantial woollen  clothing,  consisting  of  coat,  pantaloons,  flannel  shirt,  hat, 
and  a  pair  of  home-made  socks. 

For  each  female  over  twelve  years  of  age,  a  flannel  skirt,  or  the  goods 
necessary  to  make  it,  a  pair  of  woollen  hose,  twelve  yards  of  calico,  and 
twelve  yards  of  cotton  domestics. 

For  the  boys  and  girls  under  the  ages  named,  such  flannel  and  cotton 
goods  as  may  be  needed  to  make  each  a  suit  as  aforesaid,  together  with  a 
pair  of  woollen  hose  for  each. 

And  in  order  tliat  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  may  be  able  to 
estimate  properly  for  the  articles  herein  named,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
agent  each  year  to  forward  to  him  a  full  and  exact  census  of  the  Indians, 
on  which  the  estimate  from  year  to  year  can  be  based. 

And  in  addition  to  the  clothing  herein  named,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  person  entitled  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  this  treaty  shall  be  an- 
nually appropriated  for  a  period  of  thirty  years,  while  such  persons  roam 
and  hunt,  and  twenty  dollars  for  each  person  who  engages  in  farming,  to 
be  used  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  the  purchase  of  such  articles 
as  from  time  to  time  the  condition  and  necessities  of  the  Indians  may  in- 
dicate to  be  proper.  And  if  within  the  thirty  years,  at  any  time,  it  shall 
appear  that  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  clothing  under  this  article 
can  be  appropriated  to  better  uses  for  the  Indians  named  herein,  Congress 
*  The  words  *' or  before**  are  inserted  with  black  penciL 
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may,  bj  law,  change  the  appropriation  to  other  purposes;  but  in  no  event 
shall  the  amount  of  this  appropriation  be  withdrawn  or  discontinued  for 
the  period  named.     And  the  President  shall  annually  detail  an  officer  of    Armj  offioer 
the  army  to  be  present  and  attest  the  delivery  of  all  the  goods  herein  ^J^J^****^ 
named  to  the  Indians,  and  he  shall  inspect  and  report  on  the  quuitity  and    ^^* 
<iuality  of  the  goods  and  the  manner  of  their  delivery.    And  it  is  hereby 
expressly  stipulated  that  each  Indian  over  the  age  of  four  years,  who 
shall  have  removed  to  and  settled  permanently  upon  said  reservation  and 
complied  with  the  stipulations  of  this  treaty,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  United  States,  for  the  period  of  four  years  after  he  shall  have 
settled  upon  said  reservation,  one  pound  of  meat  and  one  pound  of  fiour     ^^  •a^ 
per  day,  provided  the  Indians  cannot  furnish  their  ourn  subsistence  at  an    ^^' 
earlier  date.    And  it  is  further  stipulated  that  tlie  United  States  will 
furnish  and  deliver  to  each  lodge  of  Indians  or  family  of  persons  legally 
incorporated  with  them,  who  shall  remove  to  the  reservation  herein  de- 
scribed and  commence  fiirming,  one  good  American  cow,  and  one  good     Cowi  snd 
well-broken  pair  of  American  oxen  witliin  sixty  days  after  such  lodge  or  ^^^"^ 
fiunily  shall  have  so  settled  upon  said  reservation. 

Article  XI.  In  consideration  of  the  advantages  and  benefits  con-     ^J|2^.^  ^^^ 
ferred  by  this  treaty  and  the  many  pledges  of  friendship  by  the  United  {*^^  ^f  ^^Zniwr 
States,  the  tribes  who  are  parties  to  this  agreement  hereby  stipulate  that  tion  surreoderad. 
they  will  relinqubh  all  right  to  occupy  permanently  the  territory  outside 
their  reservation  as  herein  defined,  but  yet  reserve  the  right  to  hunt  on     *^*^*"  ^"■^ 
any  lands  north  of  North  PkUe,  and  on  the  Republican  Fork  of  the  ''^'^^^ 
Smoky  Hill  river,  so  long  as  the  buffalo  may  range  thereon  in  such 
numliers  as  to  justify  the  chase.

Sd.  That  they  will  not  attack  any  persons  at  home,  or  travelling,  nor  .^CPr^ts 
molest'  or  disturb  any  wagon  trains,  coaches,  mules,  or  cattle  belonging      ** 
to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  or  to  persons  friendly  therewith. 

4th.  They  wiU  never  capture,  or  carry  off  from  the  settlements,  white  gjjJJJJJ?  "^ 
women  or  children.  * 

5th.  They  will  never  kill  or  scalp  white  men,  nor  attempt  to  do  them    ^l^ite  men; 
harm. 

6th.  They  withdraw  all  pretence  of  opposition  to  the  construction  <^  jJ^I^^J^' 
the  railroad  now  being  built  along  the  Platte  river  and  westward  to  the  roads,  fto. 
Pacific  ocean,  and  they  will  not  in  future  object  to  the  construction  of  rail- 
roads, wagon  roads,  mail  stations,  or  other  works  of  utility  or  necessity, 
which  may  be  ordered  or  permitted  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 
But  should  such  roads  or  other  works  be  constructed  on  the  lands  of  their     '^*?*^  f^ 
reservation,  the  government  will  pay  the  tribe  whatever  amount  of  dam-  J^^^n^^ 
age  may  be  assessed  by  three  disinterested  commissioners  to  be  appointed 
bv  the  President  for  that  purpose,  one  of  said  commissioners  to  be  a 
chief  or  headman  of  the  tribe. 

7th.  They  agree  to  withdraw  all  opposition  to  tlie  military  posts  or     ^|!J?'^  P^^ 
roads  now  established  south  of  the  North  Platte  river,  or  that  may  be  ^ 
established,  not  in  violation  of  treaties  heretofore  made  or  hereafter  to  be 
made  with  any  of  the  Indian  tribes.

Territofy  of  Dakota,  on  the  seventh  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  onr  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  by  and  between  Lieutenant- 
General  W.  T.  Sherman,  Brevet  Major-General  William  8.  Harney, 
Brevet  Major-General  Alfred  IL  Terry,  Brevet  Major-General  G.  C. 
Augar,  John  B.  Sanborn,  and  S.  F.  Tappan,  oommissioners,  on  the  part 
of  the  United  States,  and  Che-Ra-Pee-Ish-Ka-Te,  Chat-Sta-He,  and  other 
diiefs  and  headmen  of  the  Crow  tribe  of  Indians,  on  the  part  of  said  In« 
dians,  and  daly  anthorised  thereto  by  them,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words 
and  figures  following,  to  wit:— • 

Articles  of  a  treaty  made  and  concluded  at  Fort  Laramie,  Dakota  Ter-     Contnoting 
ritory,  on  the  seventh  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou-  P*^"** 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  by  and  between  the  undersigned 
commissiooers  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the  undersigned 
chiefs  and  headmen  of  and  representing  the  Crow  Indians,  they  being 
duly  authorized  to  act  in  the  premises. 

Abticlb  I.  From  this  day  forward  peace  between  the  parties  to  this     Peaee  sad 
treaty  shall  forever  continue.    The  government  of  the  United  States  de-  fri«Ml«Wp. 
sires  peace,  and  its  honor  is  hereby  pledged  to  keep  it.     The  Indians 
desire  peace,  and  they  hereby  pledgs  their  honor  to  maintun  it.    If  bad     ^^^'^^'^^ 
men  among  the  whites  or  among  other  people,  subject  to  the  authority  of  trUuS  to  be  ai^ 
the  United  States,  shall  commit  any  wrong  upon  the  person  or  property  ntted  mod  poa- 
of  the  Indians,  the  United  States  will,  upon  proof  msyde  to  the  agent  and  ^^^i 
forwarded  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Aflairs  at  Washington  city, 
proceed  at  once  to  cause  the  offender  to  be  arrested  and  punished  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  also  reimburse  the  injured  pe^> 
son  for  the  loss  sustained. 

If  bad  men  among  the  Indians  shall  commit  a  wrong  or  depredation     among  ths  In* 
upon  the  person  or  property  of  any  one,  white,  black,  or  Indian,  subject  etTm?  tothe^ 
to  the  authority  of  the  United  States  and  at  peace  therewith,  the  Indians  United  States, 
herein  named  solemnly  agree  that  they  will,  on  proof  made  to  their  agent  ^t  ^- 
and  notice  by  him,  deliver  up  the  wrongdoer  to  the  United  States,  to  be 
tried  and  punished  according  to  its  laws ;  and  in  case  they  refuse  wilfully 
so  to  do  the  person  injured  shall  be  reimbursed  for  his  loss  from  the  an- 
nuities or  other  moneys  due  or  to  become  due  to  them  under  this  or  other 
treaties  made  with  the  United  States.    And  the  President,  on  advising     Rnles  f<'r  m- 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  shall  prescribe  such  rules  and  ^^|^^J^^>^  <»"^ 
regulations  for  ascertaining  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  article 
as  in  his  judgment  may  be  proper.    But  no  such  damages  shall  be  ad-

Abticle  U.  The  United  States  agrees  that  the  following  district  of 
ooantrj,  to  wit :  commencing  where  the  107th  degree  of  longitude  west 
of  Greenwich  crosses  the  south  boandarj  of  Montana  Territory ;  thence 
north  along  said  107th  meridian  to  the  mid-channel  of  the  Yellowstooe 
river ;  thence  up  said  mid-channel  of  the  Yellowstone  to  the  point  where 
it  crosses  the  said  southern  boundary  of  Montana,  being  the  45th  degree 
of  north  latitude ;  and  thence  east  along  said  parallel  of  latitude  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is,  set  apart  for  the  absolute 
and  undisturbed  use  and  occupation  of  the  Indians  herein  named,  and  for 
such  other  friendly  tribes  or  individual  Indians  as  from  time  to  time  they 
may  be  willing,  with  the  consent  of  the  United  States,  to  admit  amongst 
them ;  and  the  United  States  now  solemnly  agrees  that  no  persons,  except 
those  herein  designated  and  authorized  so  to  do,  and  except  such  officers, 
agents,  and  employ^  of  the  government  as  may  be  authorized  to  enter 
upon  Indian  reservations  in  discharge  of  duties  enjoined  by  law,  shall 
ever  be  permitted  to  pass  over,  settle  upon,  or  reside  in  the  territory  de- 
scribed in  this  article  for  the  use  of  said  Indians,  and  henceforth  they  will, 
and  do  hereby,  relinquish  all  title,  claims,  or  rights  in  and  to  any  pwtion 
of  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  except  such  as  is  embraced  within 
the  limits  aforesaid. 

Article  UL  The  United.States  agrees,  at  its  own  proper  expense, 
to  construct  on  the  south  side  of  the  Yellowstone,  near  Otter  creek,  a 
warehouse  or  storeroom  for  the  use  of  the  agent  in  storing  goods  belong* 
ing  to  the  Indians,  to  cost  not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars ;  an 
agency  building  for  the  residence  of  the  agent,  to  cost  not  exceeding  three 
thousand  dollars ;  a  residence  for  the  physician,  to  cost  not  more  than 
three  thousand  dollars ;  and  five  other  building,  for  a  carpenter,  farmer, 
blacksmith,  miller,  and  engineer,  each  to  cost  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
dollars ;  also  a  school-house  or  mission  buildings  so  soon  as  a  sufficient 
number  of  children  can  be  induced  by  the  agent  to  attend  school,  which 
shall  not  cost  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

The  United  States  agrees  further  to  cause  to  be  erected  on  said  reserva- 
tion, near  the  other  buildings  herein  authorized,  a  good  steam  circular  saw- 
mill, with  a  grist-mill  and  shingle  machine*attach^  the  same  to  cost  not 
exceeding  eight  thousand  dollars. 

Article  IV.  The  Indians  herein  named  agree,  when  the  agency 
house  and  other  buildings  shall  be  constructed  on  the  reservation  named, 
they  will  make  said  reservation  their  permanent  home,  and  they  will  make 
DO  permanent  settlement  elsewhere,  but  they  shall  have  the  right  to  hunt 
on  the  unoccupied  lands  of  the  United  States  ik>  long  as  game  may  be 
found  thereon,  and  as  long  as  peace  subsbts  among  the  whites  and  Indians 
on  the  borders  of  the  hunting  districts. 

Article  V.  The  United  States  agrees  that  the  agent  for  said  Indians 
shall  in  the  future  make  his  home  at  the  agency  building ;  that  he  shall 
reside  among  them  and  keep  an  office  open  at  all  times  for  tlie  purpose 
of  prompt  and  diligent  inquiry  into  such  matters  of  complaint,  by  and 
against  the  Indians,  as  may  be  presented  for  investigation  under  the 
provisions  of  their  treaty  stipulations,  as  also  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
other  duties  enjoined  on  him  by  law.  In  all  cases  of  depredation  on 
person  or  property,  he  shall  cause  the  evidence  to  be  taken  in  writing 
and  forwarded,  together  with  his  finding,  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Afiairs,  whose  decision  shall  be  binding  on  the  parties  to  this  treaty. 

Article  VJ.  If  any  individual  belonging  to  said  tribes  of  Indians, 
or  legally  incorporated  with  them,  being  the  head  of  a  family,  shall  desire 
to  commence  farming,  he  shall  have  tibe  privilege  to  select,  in  the  pres- 
ence and  with  the  assistance  of  the  agent  then  in  charge,  a  tract  of  land 
within  said  reservation,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres 
in  extent,  which  tract,  when  so  selected,  certified,  and  recorded  in  the 
**  Land  Book,"  as  herein  directed,  shall  cease  to  be  held  in  common,  bat 
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the  same  may  be  occupied  and  held  in  the  exdasive  possession  of  the     Effect  of  such 
person  selecting  it,  and  of  his  familj,  so  long  as  he  or  Uiej  may  continue  *^  ^^^°-

Any  person  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  not  being  the  head  of  a  family,     Penons  not

of  the  goods  and  the  manner  of  their  delivery ;  and  it  is  expressly  stipu- 
lated that  each  Indian  over  the  age  of  four  years,  who  shall  have  removed 
to  and  settled  permanentiy  upon  said  reservation  and  complied  with  the 
stipuktious  of  this  treaty,  shall  be  entitied  to  receive  from  the  United 
States,  for  the  period  of  four  years  after  he  shall  have  settied  upon  said 
reservation,  one  pound  of  meat  and  one  pound  of  floor  per  day,  provided

them,  who  shall  remove  to  the  reservation  herein  described  and  commence 
farming,  one  good  American  cow  and  one  well-broken  pair  of  American 
oxen,  within  sixtj  days  after  such  lodge  or  familj  shall  have  so  settled 
upon  said  reservation. 

Abticlb  VIL  The  United  States  herebj  agrees  to  furnish  annually 
to  the  Indians  who  settle  upon  the  reservation  a  physician,  teachers,  car- 
penter, miller,  engineer,  farmer,  and  blacksmiths,  as  herein  contemplated, 
and  that  such  appropriations  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  on  the 
estimates  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  will  be  sufficient  to  employ 
such  persons. 

Abticlb  VIII.  No  treaty  for  the  cession  of  any  portion  of  the  reser- 
vations herein  described,  which  may  be  held  in  common,  shall  be  of  any 
force  or  validity  as  against  the  said  Indians,  unless  executed  and  signed 
by  at  least  a  majority  of  all  the  adult  male  Indians  occupying  or  inter- 
ested in  the  same ;  and  no  cession  by  the  tribe  shall  be  understood  or 
construed  in  such  manner  as  to  deprive,  without  his  consent,  any  indi- 
vidual member  of  the  tribe  of  his  right  to  any  tract  of  land  selected  by 
him,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Article  IX.  It  is  agreed  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  an- 
nually for  three  years,  from  the  date  when  they  commenced  to  cultivate 
a  farm,  shall  be  expended  in  presents  to  the  ten  persons  of  said  tribe  who, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  agent,  may  grow  the  most  valuable  crops  for  the 
respective  year.

Whsbbas  a  treaty  conoeniing  the  citizenship  of  emigrants  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Bavaria,  was  con- 
doded  and  signed  by  their  respective  plenipotentiaries  at  Munich,  on  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  one  thonsand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight, 
which  treaty,  being  in  the  English  and  German  languages,  is  word  fgr 
word  as  follows :  — 


Praambla. 


His  Mtgesty  the  King  of  Bavaria 
and  the  President  of  the  United

dangers peace  and  order  in  the  land, 
are  not  affected  by  the  treaty.  In 
particular  the  regulation  contained 
in  the  second  clause  of  the  tenth 
article  of  the  Bavarian  military  law 
of  the  80th  of  January,  18(8,  ac- 
cording to  which  Bayarians  emigrat- 
ing from  Bavaria  before  the  fulfil- 
ment of  their  military  duty  cannot 
be  admitted  to  a  permanent  resi- 
dence in  the  land  till  they  shall  have 
become  thirty-two  years  old,  is  not 
affected  by  the  treaty.  But  yet  it  is 
established  and  agreed,  that  by  the 
expression  **  permanent  residence  " 
used  in  the  said  article,  the  above 
described  emigrants  are  not  forbid- 
den to  undertake  a  journey  to  Bava- 
ria for  a  less  period  of  time  and  for 
definite  purposes,  and  the  royal 
Bavarian  government  moreover 
cheerfully  declares  itself  ready,  in 
all  cases  in  which  the  emigration 
has  plainly  taken  place  in  good 
faith,  to  allow  a  mild  rule  in  prac- 
tice to  be  adopted. 

in  It  is  hereby  agreed  that  when 
a  Bavarian  naturalised  in  America 
and  reciprocally  an  American  na- 
turalized in  Bavaria  takes  up  his 
abode  once  more  in  his  original 
country  without  the  intention  of  re- 
turn to  the  country  of  his  adoption, 
he  does  by  no  means  thereby  re- 
cover his  former  citizenship ;  on  the 
contrary,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
Bavaria,  it  depends  on  his  Miyesty, 
the  King,  whether  he  will,  or  will 
not  in  that  event  grant  the  Bava- 
rian citizenship  anew. 

The  article  fourth  shall  accord- 
ingly have  only  this  meaning,  that 
the  adopted  country  of  the  emigrant 
cannot  prevent  him  from  acquiring 
once  more  his  former  citizenship; 
but  not  that  the  state  to  which 
the  emignmt  originally  belonged  is 
bound  to  restore  him  at  once  to  his 
original  relation. 

On  the  contrary,  the  citizen  nat- 
uralized abroad  must  first  apply  to 
be  received  back  into  his  original 
country  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
its  laws  and  regulations,  and  must 
acquire  citizensliip  anew,  exactly 
like  any  other  alien.

Whebbas  a  treatj  was  made  and  concluded  at  Fort  Samner,  in  the  Preamble. 
Territory  of  New  Mexico,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  by  and  between 
Lieutenant-Greneral  W.  T.  Sherman  and  Samuel  F.  Tappan,  commis- 
sioners, on  the  part  of  the  United  States,,  and  Barboncito,  Armijo,  and 
other  chiefs  and  headmen  of  the  Navajo  tribe  of  Indians,  on  the  part  of 
said  Indians,  and  duly  authorized  thereto  by  them,  which  treaty  is  in  the 
words  and  figures  following,  to  wit :  — 

Articles  of  a  treaty  and  agreement  made  and  entered  into  at  Fort  Sum-  Contracting 
ner.  New  Mexico,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  P^*^^ 
and  sixty-eight,  by  and  between  the  United  States,  represented  by  its 
commissioners,  Lieutenant-Geueral  W.  T.  Sherman  and  Colonel  Samuel 
F.  Tappan,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Navajo  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians, 
represented  by  their  chiefs  and  headmen,  duly  authorized  and  empowered 
to  act  for  the  whole  people  of  said  nation  or  tribe,  (the  names  of  said  chiefs 
and  headmen  being  hereto  subscribed,)  of  the  other  part,  witness  :  — 

Article  L  From  this  day  forward  all  war  between  the  parties  to     Peace  and 
this  agreement  shall  forever  cease.     The  government  of  the  United  States  friendship, 
desires  peace,  and  its  honor  is  hereby  pledged  to  keep  it     The  Indians 
desire  peace,  and  they  now  pledge  their  honor  to  keep  it. 

If  bad  men  among  the  whites,  or  among  other  people  subject  to  the     Offenders 
authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  commit  any  wrong  upon  the  person  wTltef  tobear- 
or  property  of  the  Indians,  the  United  States  will,  upon  proof  made  to  rested  and  pun- 
tbe  agent  and  forwarded  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  AflTairs  at  Wash-  ^^®^> 
ington  city,  proceed  at  once  to  cause  the  oflTender  to  be  arrested  and 
punished  according  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  also  to  reim- 
burse the  injured  persons  for  the  loss  sustained. 

If  bad  men  among  the  Indians  shall  commit  a  wrong  or  depredation     among  the  In- 
upon  the  person  or  property  of  any  one,  white,  black,  or  Indian,  subject  en*u p  to  the  ^^^ 
to  the  authority  of  the  United  States  and  at  peace  therewith,  the  Navajo  United  States, 
tribe  agree  that  they  will,  on  proof  made  to  their  agent,  and  on  notice  by  ^^  ^^* 
him,  deliver  up  the  wrongdoer  to  the  United  States,  to  be  tried  and 
punished  according  to  its  laws ;  and  in  case  they  wilfully  refuse  so  to  do, 
the  person  injured  shall  be  reimbursed  for  his  loss  from  the  annuities  or 
other  moneys  due  or  to  become  due  to  them  under  this  treaty,  or  any 
others  that  maybe  made  with  the  United  States.     And  the  President     Rules  for  a«- 
may  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  for  ascertaining  damages  under  c^;'^<'^ng  daum 
thb  article  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  proper ;  but  no  such  damage  ^liall  be 
adjusted  and  paid  until  examined  and  passed  upon  by  the  Commissioner 
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of  Indian  Affiura,  and  no  one  snstaining  loss  whflst  Tiolatinff,  or  because 
of  his  violating,  the  proyisions  of  this  treaty  or  the  laws  of  the  United 
Stated,  shall  be  reimbursed  therefor. 

Article  II.  The  United  States  agrees  that  the  following  district  of 
oonntij,  to  wit :  bounded  on  the  north  bj  the  87th  degree  of  north  lati- 
tude, south  by  an  east  and  west  line  passing  through  the  site  of  old  Fort 
Defiance,  in  Cafion  Bonito,  east  by  the  parallel  of  longitude  which,  if  pro- 
longed south,  would  pass  through  old  Fort  Lyon,  or  the  Ojo-de-oso^ 
Bear  Spring,  and  west  by  a  parallel  of  longitude  about  109^  80'  west  of 
Greenwich,  proyided  it  embraces  the  outlet  of  the  Cafion-de-Chilly, 
which  cafion  is  to  be  all  included  in  this  reservation,  shall  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  set  apart  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  Navajo  tribe 
of  Indians,  and  for  such  other  friendly  tribes  or  individual  Indians  as 
from  time  to  time  they  may  be  wiUinff,  with  the  consent  of  the  United 
States,  to  admit  among  them  ;  and  the  United  States  agrees  that  no  per- 
sons except  those  herein  so  authorized  to  do,  and  except  such  officers, 
soldiers,  agents,  and  employ^  of  the  government,  or  of  the  Indians,  as 
may  be  authorized  to  enter  upon  Indian  reservations  in  discharge  of  duties 
imposed  by  law,  or  the  orders  of  the  President,  shall  ever  be  permitted 
to  pass  over,  settle  upon,  or  reside  in,  the  territory  described  in  this 
article. 

Abticlb  IH.  The  United  States  agrees  to  cause  to  be  built,  at  some 
point  within  said  reservation,  where  timber  and  water  may  be  convenient, 
the  following  buildings :  a  warehouse,  to  cost  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars ;  an  agency  building  for  the  residence  of  the  agent,  not 
to  cost  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars ;  a  carpenter  shop  and  black- 
smith shop,  not  to  cost  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  each ;  and  a 
school-house  and  chapel,  so  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  children  can  be 
induced  to  attend  school,  which  shall  not  cost  to  exceed  five  thousand 
dollars. 

ARTICX.E  IV.  The  United  States  agrees  that  the  agent  for  the  Navi\{os 
shall  make  his  home  at  the  agency  building ;  that  he  shall  reside  among 
them,  and  shall  keep  an  office  open  at  all  times  for  the  purpose  of  prompt 
and  diligent  inquiry  into  such  matters  of  complaint  by  or  against  the 
Indians  as  may  be  presented  for  investigation,  as  also  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  other  duties  enjoined  by  law.  In  all  cases  of  depredation  on 
person  or  property  he  shall  cause  the  evidence  to  be  taken  in  writing  and 
forwarded,  tc^ther  with  his  finding,  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affiiirs,  whose  decision  shall  be  binding  on  the  parties  to  this  treaty. 

Article  V.  If  any  individual  belonging  to  said  tribe,  or  legally 
incorporated  with  it,  being  the  head  of  a  family,  shall  desire  to  commence 
farming,  he  shall  have  the  privilege  to  select,  in  the  presence  and  with 
the  assistance  of  the  agent  then  in  charge,  a  tract  of  land  within  said 
reservation,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  extent,  which 
tract,  when  so  selected,  certified,  and  recorded  in  the  *^  land  book  "  as 
herein  described,  shall  cease  to  be  held  in  common,  but  the  same  may  be 
occupied  and  held  in  the  exclusive  possession  of  the  person  selecting  it, 
and  of  his  family,  so  long  as  he  or  they  may  continue  to  cultivate  it. 

Any  person  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  not  being  the  head  of  a  family, 
may  in  like  manner  select,  and  cause  to  be  certified  to  him  or  her  for  pur- 
poses of  cultivation,  a  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  eighty  acres  in  ex- 
tent, and  thereupon  be  entitled  to  the  exclusive  possession  of  the  same  as 
above  directed. 

For  each  tract  of  land  so  selected  a  certificate  containing  a  description 
thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  person  selecting  it,  with  a  certificate  en- 
dorsed thereon,  that  the  same  has  been  recorded,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
party  entitled  to  it  by  the  agent,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  recorded 
by  him  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  his  office,  subject  to  inspection,  which  said 
book  shall  be  known  as  the  **  Naviyo  Land  Hook."

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States,  the  tribes  who  are  parties  to  this  agreement  hereby  stipulate  thai 
they  will  relinquish  all  right  to  occupy  any  territory  outside  their  reserva- 
tion, as  herein  defined,  but  retain  the  right  to  hunt  on  any  unoccupied 
lands  contiguous  to  their  reservation,  so  long  as  the  large  game  may  range 
thereon  in  such  numbers  as  to  justify  the  chase;  and  they,  the  said  In- 
dians, further  expressly  agree : 

Ist.  That  they  will  ma&e  no  opposition  to  the  construction  of  railroads 
now  being  built  or  hereafter  to  be  built  across  the  continent. 

2nd.  That  they  will  not  interfere  with  the  peaceful  construction  of  any 
railroad  not  passing  over  their  reservation  as  herein  defined. 

3rd.  That  they  will  not  attack  any  persons  at  home  or  travelling,  nor 
molest  or  disturb  any  wagon  trains,  coaches,  mules' or  cattle  belonging  to 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  or  to  persons  friendly  therewith. 

4th.  That  they  will  never  capture  or  carry  off  from  the  settlements 
women  or  children. 

5lh.  They  will  never  kill  or  scalp  white  men,  nor  attempt  to  do  them 
harm. 

6th.  They  will  not  in  future  oppose  the  construction  of  railroads,  wagon 
roads,  mail  stations,  or  other  works  of  utility  or  necessity  which  may  be 
ordered  or  permitted  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States ;  but  should  such 
roads  or  other  works  be  constructed  on  the  lands  of  their  reservation,  the 
government  will  pay  the  tribe  whatever  amount  of  damage  may  be  as- 
sessed by  three  disinterested  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent for  that  purpose,  one  of  said  commissioners  to  be  a  chief  or  head  man 
of  the  tribe. 

7th.  They  will  make  no  opposition  to  the  military  posts  or  roads  now 
established,  or  that  may  be  established,  not  in  violation  of  treaties  hereto- 
fore made  or  hereafter  to  be  made  with  any  of  the  Indian  tribes. 

Article  X.  No  future  treaty  for  the  cession  of  any  portion  or  part 
of  the  reservation  herein  described,  which  may  be  held  in  common,  shall 
be  of  any  validity  or  force  against  said  Indians  unless  agreed  to  and  ex- 
ecuted by  at  least  three  fourths  of  all  the  adult  male  Indians  occupying 
or  interested  in  the  same ;  and  no  cession  by  the  tribe  shall  be  understood 
or  construed  in  such  manner  as  to  deprive,  without  his  consent,  any  indi- 
vidual member  of  tlie  tribe  of  his  rights  to  any  tract  of  land  selected  by 
him  as  provided  in  article of  this  treaty. 

Article  XI.  The  Navajos  also  hereby  agree  that  at  any  time  after  the 
signing  of  these  presents  they  will  proceed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  them  by  the  agent,  or  by  the  officer  charged  with  their  removal, 
to  the  reservation  herein  provided  for,  the  United  States  paying  for  their 
subsistence  en  route,  and  providing  a  reasonable  amount  of  transportation 
for  the  sick  and  feeble. 

Article  XII.  It  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  to  this 
agreement  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty*  tlionsand  dollars  appro- 
priated or  to  be  appropriated  shall  be  disbursed  as  follows,  subject  to  any 
conditions  provided  in  the  law,  to  wit : 

Ist  The  actual  cost  of  the  removal  of  the  tribe  from  the  Bosque  Re- 
dondo  reservation  to  the  reservation,  say  fifly  thousand  dollars. 

2nd.  The  purchase  of  fifteen  thousand  sheep  and  goats,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

drd.  The  purchase  of  five  hundred  beef  cattle  and  a  million  pounds  of 
com,  to  be  collected  and  held  at  the  military  post  nearest  the  reservation, 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  agent,  for  the  relief  of  the  needy  during  the 
coming  winter. 

4th.  The  balance,  if  any,  of  the  appropriation  to  be  invested  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Indians  pending  their  removal,  in  such  manner  as  the 
agent  who  is  with  them  may  determine. 

5th.  The  removal  of  this  tribe'  to  be  made  under  the  supreme  control 
and  direction  of  the  military  commander  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mex- 
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ioo,  and  when  completed,  the  management  of  the  tribe  to  revert  to  the 
proper  agent 

Abticle  XIII.  The  tribe  herein  named,  bj  their  representativesy     Besenmtion  tc 
parties  to  this  treaty,  agree  to  make  the  reservation  herein  described  their  hSiSS™  fad"' 
permanent  home,  and  thej  will  not  as  a  tribe  make  any  permanent  settle-   ^"^  ^°'* 

ment  elsewhere,  reserving  the  right  to  hunt  on  the  lands  adjoining  the  said 
reservation  formerly  called  theirs,  subject  to  the  modifications  named  in  Penalty  for 
this  treaty  and  the  orders  of  .the  commander  of  the  department  in  which  jja^ing  merva- 
said  reservation  may  be  for  the  time  being ;  and  it  is  further  agreed  and 
understood  by  the  parties  to  this  treaty,  that  if  any  Navajo  Indian  or 
Indians  shall  leave  the  reservation  herein  described  to  settle  elsewhere, 
he  or  they  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  annuities  conferred 
by  the  terms  of  this  treaty  ;  and  it  is  further  agreed  by  the  parties  to  this 
treaty,  that  they  will  do  all  they  can  to  induce  Indians  now  away  from 
reservations  set  apart  for  the  exclusive  use  and  occupation  of  the  In- 
diana, leading  a  nomadic  life,  or  engaged  in  war  against  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  to  abandon  such  a  life  and  settle  permanently  in  one  of 
the  territorial  reservations  set  apart  for  the  exclusive  use  and  occupation 
of  the  Indians. 

In  testimony  of  all  which  the  said  parties  have  hereunto,  on  this  the     Ezecatioii. 
first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  at  Fort

Whereas  a  treaty  was  made  and  concluded  at  Fort  Bridger,  in  the  Pmmble. 
Territory  of  Utali,  on  the  third  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  hy  and  between  Nathaniel  G. 
Taylor,  William  T.  Sherman,  William  S.  Harney,  John  B.  Sanborn,  S. 
F.  Tappan,  C.  C  Augur,  and  Alfred  H.  Terry,  ooromissioners,  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States,  and  Wash-a-kie,  Wau-ni-pitz,  and  other  chie& 
and  headmen  of  the  Eastern  Band  of  Shoehonee  Indians,  and  Tag-gee, 
Tay-to-ba,  and  other  chiefs  and  headmen  of  the  Bannack  tribe  of  Indi- 
ans, on  the  part  of  said  band  and  tribe  oC  Indians  respectively,  and  duly 
authorised  thereto  by  tliem,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words  and  figures 
following,  to  wit : 

Articles  of  a  IVeaty  with  the  Shoshonee  (JSastem  Band)  and  Bannack 
Tribes  of  Indians,  made  the  third  Day  cf  July,  1868,  at  Fort  Bridger, 
Utah  Territory. 

Articles  of  a  treaty  made  and  concluded  hi  Fort  Bridger,  Utah  Territory,     ContrfoUiig 
on  the  thiiti  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  I»rti«i. 
hundred  and  sixty-eight,  by  and  between  the  undersigned  commission- 
ers on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the  undersigned  chiefs  and 
headmen  of  and  representing  the  Shoehonee  (eastern  l^d)  and  Ban- 
nack tribes  of  Indians,  they  being  duly  authorized  to  act  in  the  premises : 

Article  I.  From  this  day  forward,  peace  between  the  parties  to  this     War  to  oetse 
treaty  sliall  forever  continue.     The  government  of  the  United  States  de-  JSp^f**^  ^  ^ 
sires  peace,  and  its  honor  is  hereby  pledged  to  keep  it     The  Indians  de-

If  bad  men  among  the  whites,  or  among  other  people  subject  to  the     Ofrenden 
authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  commit  any  wrong  upon  the  person  JJJJJJJ^  ^V 
or  property  of  the  Indians,  the  United  States  will,  upon  proof  made  to  anJted,  &o. 
the  agent  and  forwarded  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  at  Wash- 
ington City,  proceed  at  once  to  cause  the  offender  to  be  arrested  and  pun- 
ished nccording  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  also  reimburse  the 
injured  person  for  the  loss  sustained. 

If  bad  men  among  the  Indians  shall  commit  a  wrong  or  depredation     WroD|^|doen 
upon  the  person  or  property  of  any  one,  white,  black,  or  Indian,  subject  JStes  to  be 
to  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  and  at  peace  therewith,  the  Indians  punished, 
herein  named  solemnly  agree  that  they  will,  on  proof  made  to  their  agent 
and  notice  by  him,  deiivt^r  up  the  wrong-doer  to  the  United  States,  to  be 
tried  and  punished  according  to  its  laws ;  and  in  case  they  wilfully  refuse 
so  to  do,  the  person  injured  shall  be  reimbursed  for  his  loss  from  the  an- 
nuities or  other  moneys  due  or  to  become  due  to  them  under  thb  or  other

treaties  made  with  the  United  States.  And  the  President,  on  advising 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  shall  prescribe  such  mles  and  reg- 
ulations for  Ascertaining  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  article  ns  in 
his  judgment  roaj  be  proper.  But  no  such  damages  shall  be  adjusted 
and  paid  until  thoroughly  examined  and  p!is:«ed  upon  by  the  Commission- 
er of  Indian  Affairs,  and  no  one  sustaining  \oa^  while  violating  or  be- 
cause of  his  violating  the  provisions  of  thb  treaty  or  the  kws  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  reimbursed  therefor. 

Article  II.  It  is  agreed  that  whenever  the  Bannacks  desire  a  reser- 
vation to  be  set  apart  for  their  u^e,  or  whenever  the  President  of  the 
United  States  shall  deem  it  advisable  for  them  to  be  put  upon  a  reserva- 
tion, he  shall  cause  a  suitable  one  to  be  selected  for  them  in  their  present 
country,  which  shall  embrace  reasonable  portions  of  the  *'  Port  neuf "  and 
**  Kansas  Prairie  "  countries,  and  that,  when  this  reservation  is  declared, 
the  United  States  will  secure  to  the  Bannacks  the  same  rights  and  priv- 
ileges therein,  and  make  the  same  and  like  expenditures  therein  for  their 
benefit,  except  the  agency  house  and  residence  of  agent,  in  proportion  to 
their  numbers,  ns  herein  provided  for  the  Shoshonee  reiFervation.  The 
United  States  further  agrees  that  the  following  district  of  country,  to  wit: 
commencing  at  the  mouth  of  Owl  creek  and  running  due  south  to  (he 
crest  of  the  divide  between  the  Sweetwater  and  Papo  Agie  rivers;  thence 
along  the  crest  of  said  divide  and  the  summit  of  Wind  River  mountains 
to  the  longitude  of  North  Fork  of  Wind  river;  thence  due  north  to  mouth  of 
said  North  Fork  and  up  its  channel  to  a  point  twenty  miles  above  its 
mouth ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  head-waters  of  Owl  creek  and  along 
middle  of  channel  of  Owl  creek  to  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  and  the 
same  is  set  apart  for  the  absolute  and  undisturbed  use  and  occupation  of 
the  Siioahonee  Indians  herein  named,  and  for  such  other  friendly  tribes 
or  individual  Indians  as  from  time  to  time  they  may  be  willing,  with  the 
consent  of  the  United  States,  to  admit  amongst  them ;  and  the  United 
States  now  solemnly  agrees  that  no  persons  except  those  herein  designat- 
ed and  authorized  .^o  to  do,  and  except  such  officers,  agents,  and  employ- 
ees of  the  government  as  may  be  authorized  to  enter  upon  Indian  reser- 
vations in  discharge  of  duties  enjoined  by  law,  shall  ever  be  permitted  to 
pass  over,  settle  upon,  or  reside  in  the  territory  described  in  this  article 
for  the  use  of  said  Indians,  and  henceforth  they  will  and  do  hereby  re- 
linquish all  title,  claims,  or  rights  in  and  to  any  portion  of  the  territory 
of  the  United  States,  except  such  as  is  embraced  within  the  limits  afore- 
said. 

Article  III.  The  United  States  agrees,  at  its  own  proper  expense,  to 
construct  at  a  suitable  point  on  the  Shoshonee  reservation  a  warehouse  or 
storeroom  for  the  use  of  the  agent  in  storing  goods  belonging  to  the  In- 
dians, to  cost  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  ;  an  agency  building  for 
the  residence  of  the  agent,  to  cost  not  exceeding  three  thousand  ;  a  resi- 
dence for  the  physician,  to  cost  not  more  than  two  thousand  dollars ;  and 
five  other  buildings,  for  a  carpenter,  farmer,  blacksmith,  miller,  and  en- 
gineer, each  to  cost  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars ;  also  a  school- 
house  or  mission  building  so  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  children  can 
be  induced  by  the  agent  to  attend  school,  which  shall  not  cost  exceeding 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

The  United  States  agrees  further  to  cause  to  be  erected  on  said  Sho- 
shonee reservation,  near  the  other  buildings  herein  authorized,  a  good 
steam  circular  saw-mill,  with  a  grist-mill  and  shingle  machine  attached, 
the  same  to  cost  not  more  than  eight  thousand  dollars. 

Articlb  IV.  The  Indians  herein  named  agree,  when  the  agency 
house  and  other  buildings  shall  be  constructed  on  their  reservations 
named,  they  will  make  said  reservations  their  permanent  home,  and  they 
will  make  no  permanent  settlement  elsewhere  ;  but  they  shall  have  the 
right  to  hunt  on  the  unoccupied  lands  of  the  United  States  so  long  as 
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game  may  be  found  thereon,  and  ao  long  as  peace  sabsiBts  among  the 
whites  and  Indians  on  the  borders  of  the  banting  districts. 

Article  V.  The  United  States  agrees  that  the  agent  for  said  Indians  Agent's  mi- 
shall  in  the  future  make  his  home  at  the  agency  building  on  the  Sho-  ^^d^^' 
shonee  reservation,  but  shall  direct  and  supervise  afairs  on  the  Bannack 
reservation ;  and  shall  keep  an  office  open  at  all  times  for  the  purpose  of 
prompt  and  diligent  inquiry  into  such  matters  of  complaint  by  and 
against  the  Indians  as  may  be  presented  for  investigation  under  the  pro* 
visions  of  their  treaty  stipulations,  as  also  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
other  duties  enjoined  by  law.  In  all  cases  of  depredation  on  person  or 
property  he  shall  cause  the  evidence  to  be  taken  in  writing  and  for^ 
warded,  together  with  his  finding,  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affiurs, 
whose  decision  shall  be  binding  on  the  parties  to  this  treaty. 

Article  VI.  If  any  individual  belonging  to  said  tribes  of  Indians,  or     Heads  of  fkm- 
legally  incorporated  with  them,  being  the  head  of  a  family,  shall  desire  lUei  may  select 
to  commence  farming,  he  shall  have  the  privilege  to  select,  in  the  pres-  j"     ^  ^™" 
ence  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  agent  then  in  charge,  a  tract  of  land 
within  the  reservation  of  his  tribe,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  in  extent,  which  tract  so  selected,  certified,  and  recorded  in 
the  **  land  book,"  as  herein  directed,  shall  cease  to  be  held  in  common, 
but  the  same  may  be  occupied  and  held  in  the  exclusive  possession  of  the 
person  selecting  it,  and  of  his  family,  so  long  as  he  or  they  may  continue 
to  cultivate  it. 

Any  person  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  not  being  the  head  of  a  family,     others  may 
may  in  like  manner  select  and  cause  to  be  certified  to  him  or  her,  for  pur-  '^^^  ^^  ^^ 
poses  of  cultivation,  a  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  eighty  acres  in  ex-  ^     ^  <>b- 
tent,  and  thereupon  be  entitled  to  the  exclusive  possession  of  the  same  as 
above  described.     For  each  tract  of  land  so  selected  a  certificate,  con- 
taining a  description  thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  person  selecting  it, 
with  a  certificate  endorsed  thereon  that  the  same  has  been  recorded,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  party  entitled  to  it  by  the  agent,  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  recorded  by  him  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  his  office  subject  to  in- 
spection, which  said  book  shall  be  known   as  the  "  Shoshonee  (eastern 
l»nd)  and  Bannack  Land  Book." 

The  President  may  at  any  time  order  a  survey  of  these  reservations,     Snnreys. 
and  when  so  surveyed  Congress  shall  provide  for  protecting  the  rights  of 
the  Indian  settlers  in  these  improvements,  and  may  fix  the  character  of 
the  title  held  by  each.     The  United  States   may  pass  such  laws  on  the     Alienation  and 
subject  of  alienation  and  descent  of  property  as  between  Indians,  and  on  descent  of  prop- 
all  subjects  connected  with  the  government  of  the  Indians  on  said  reserva-  ^^' 
tions,  and  the  internal  police  thereof,  as  may  be  thought  proper. 

Article  VIL  In  order  to  insure  the  civilization  of  the  tribes  enter-     Edacation. 
ing  into  this  treaty,  the  necessity  of  education  is  admitted,  especially  of 
such  of  them  as  are  or  may  be  settled  on  said  agricultural  reservations, 
and  they  therefore  pledge  themselves  to  compel   their  children,  male     Children  to 
and  female,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years,  to  attend  school ;  **^d  scliool. 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  agent  for  said  Indians  to  see  that 
this  stipulation  is  strictly  complied  with ;  and  the  United  States  agrees  that     Schoolhooaes 
for  every  thirty  children  between  said  ages  who  can  be  induced  or  com-  wd  teachers, 
polled  to  attend  school,  a  house  shall  be  provided  and  a  teacher  compe- 
tent to  teach  the  elementary  branches  of  an  English  education  fhnW  he 
furnished,  who  will  reside  among  said  Indians  and  faithfully  discharge 
his  or  her  duties  as  a  teache^.     The  provisions  of  this  article  to  continue 
for  twenty  years. 

Article  VIII.   When  the  head  of  a  family  or  lodge   shall   have     Seeds  and

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Whebbas  a  oonventioQ  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
republic  of  Mexico,  providing  for  the  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  citizens 
of  either  country  against  the  other,  was  concluded  and  signed  bj  their 
respective  plenipotentiaries,  at  the  city  of  Washington,  on  the  iburth  day 
of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  which  convention,  being  in  the  English  and  Spanish  languages,  is 
word  for  word  as  follows : 


PraamUs. 


Whereas  it  is  desirable  to  main- 
tain and  increase  the  friendly  feel- 
ings between  the  United  States  and 
the  Mexican  republic,  and  so  to 
strengthen  the  system  and  prin- 
dples  of  republican  government 
on  the  American  continent;  and 
whereas  since  the  signature  of  the 
treaty  of  Guadaljipe  Hidalgo,  of  the 
2d  of  February,  1848,  claims  and 
complaints  have  been  made  by  citi- 
aeens  of  the  United  States,  on  account 
of  injuries  to  their  persons  and  their 
property  by  authorities  of  that  re- 
public, and  similar  claims  and  com- 
plaints have  been  made  on  account 
of  injuries  to  the  persons  and  prop- 
erty of  Mexican  citizens  by  authori-

Article  YL 

The  commissioners  and  the  um- 
pire shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
and  correct  minutes  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, with  the  dates.  For  that 
purpose  they  shall  appoint  two  sec- 
retaries versed  in  the  language  of 
both  countries  to  assist  them  in  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
commission.  Each  government 
shall  pay  to  its  commissioner  an 
amount  of  salary  not  exceeding 
forty-five  hundred  dollars  a  year  in 
the  currency  of  the  United  States, 
which  amount  shall  be  the  same  for 
both  governments.

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas  a  convention  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
republic  of  Mexico,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  citizenship  of  per- 
sons who  may  emigrate  from  the  one  country  to  the  other,  was  concluded 
and  signed  by  their  respective  plenipotentiaries,  at  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton,  on  the  tenth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  which  convention  as  amended,  and  being 
in  the  English  and  Spanish  languages,  is  word  for  word  as  follows  : 


Preamblt. 


The  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  republic  of  Mexico,  be- 
ing desirous  of  regulating  the  citi- 
zenship of  persons  who  emigrate 
from  Mexico  to  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  from  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  republic  of 
Mexico,  have  decided  to  treat  on 
this  subject,  and  with  this  object 
have  named  as  plenipotentiaries, 
the  President  of  the  United  States, 
William  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of 
State ;  and  the  President  of  Mexi- 
co, Matias  Romero,  accredited  as 
envoy  extraordinary  and  minister 
plenipotentiary  of  the  republic  of 
Mexico  near  the  government  of  the 
United  States ;  who,  after  having 
communicated  to  each  other  their 
respective  full  powers,  found  in  good 
and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the 
following  Articles : 


Article  L

Perc^  tribe  of  Indians,  on  the  part  of  said  tribe  of  Indians,  and  duly 
authorized  thereto  by  them,  which  amendatory  treaty  is  in  the  words 
and  figures  following,  to  wit : 

Whereas  certain  amendments  are  desired  by  the  Nes  Pero4  tribe  rf 
Indians  to  their  treaty  concluded  at  the  Council  Ground  in  the  valley  of 
the  Lapwai,  in  the  Territory  of  Washington,  on  the  ninth  day  of  June, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  onct  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three ; 
and  whereas  the  United  States  are  willing  to  assent  to  said  amendments ; 
it  is  therefore  agreed  by  and  between  Nathaniel  G.  Taylor,  commis- 
sioner, on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  thereunto  duly  authorized,  and 
Lawyer,  Timothy,  and  Jason,  chiefs  of  said  tribe,  also  being  thereunto 
duly  authorized,  in  manner  and  form  following,  that  is  to  say : 

Abticlb  I.  That  all  lands  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  tract  set  Beier^tioii. 
apart  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  said  Indians  by  the  2d  article  Vd.ziT.pp.S47, 
of  said  treaty  of  June  9th,  1868,  which  are  susceptible  of  cultivation  and 
suitable  for  Indian  fiirms,  whic^  are  not  dow  occupied  by  the  United 
States  for  military  purposes,  or  which  are  not  required  for  agency  or 
other  buildings  and  purposes  provided  for  by  existing  treaty  stipulations, 
shall  be  surveyed  as  provid<Hl  in  the  8d-  article  of  said  treaty  of  June 
9th,  1863,  and  as  soon  as  the  allotments  shall  be  plowed  and  fenced,  and 
as  soon  as  schools  shall  be  established  as  provided  by  existing  treaty  stip- 
ulations, such  Indians  now  residing  outside  the  reservation  as  may  be 
decided  upon  by  the  agent  of  the  tribe  and  the  Indians  themselves,  shall 
be  removed  to  and  located  upon  allotments  within  the  reservation  :  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  in  case  there  should  not  be  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
suitable  land  within  the  boundaries  of  the  reservation  to  provide  allot- 
ments for  thoie  now  there  and  those  residing  outside  the  boundaries  of 
the  same,  then  those  residing  outside,  or  as  many  thereof  as  allotments 
can  not  bo  provided  for,  may  remain  upon  the  lands  now  occupied  and 
improved  by  them,  provided,  that  the  land  so  occupied  does  not  exceed

not  been  expended  for  that  purpose  since  the  year  1864,  but  has  been  used 
for  other  purposes,  shall  be  ascertained  and  die  same  shall  be  reimbur^<'d

A   PROCLAMATION. 

Whbbkas,  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  executive  power  is  Preambls^ 
Tested  in  a  Piresident  of  the  United  States  of  America,  who  is  bound  by  solemn 
oath  faithfully  to  execute  the  office  of  President,  and  to  the  best  of  his  ability 
to  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States ;  and  is 
by  the  same  instrument  made  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  army  and  navy 
of  the  United  States,  and  is  required  to  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully 
executed; 

And  whereas,  by  the  same  Constitution,  it  is  provided  that  the  said  Constitu- 
tion and  Uie  laws  of  the  United  Sutes  whicn  shall  be  made  in  pursuance 
thereof  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  and  the  judges  in  every  State 
shall  be  bound  thereby ; 

And  whereas  in  and  by  the  same  Constitution  the  judicial  ^wer  of  the 
United  States  is  vested  in  one  Supreme  Court  and  in  such  infenor  eonrts  as

CoDgresa  may,  fK>m  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish,  and  the  aforesaid  judicial 
power  is  declared  to  extend  to  all  cases  in  law  and  equity  arising  under  the 
Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  the  treaties  which  shall  be 
made  under  their  authority ; 

And  whereas  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  are  bound  by  oath  that  they  will 
support  and  defend  the  Constitution  against  all  enemies,  foreign  and  domestic, 
and  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  same ; 

And  whereas  all  officers  of  the  army  and  navv  of  the  United  States,  in 
accepting  their  commisdons  under  the  laws  of  Congress  and  the  rules  and 
articles  of  war,  incur  an  obligation  to  obserre,  obey,  and  follow  such  directions 
as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  the  President  or  the  General, 
or  other  superior  officers  set  over  them,  according  to  the  rules  and  discipline 
of  war; 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  law  that  whenever,  by  reason  of  unlawful 
obstructions,  combinations,  or  assemblages  of  persons,  or  rebellion  against  the 
authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  it  shall  became  imprac- 
ticable, m  the  judgment  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  enforce,  by 
the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings,  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
within  any  State  or  Territory,  the  Executive  in  that  case  is  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  secure  their  faithful  execution  by  the  employment  of  the  land  and 
naval  forces ; 

And  whereas  impediments  and  obstructions,  serious  in  their  character,  have 
recently  been  interposed  in  the  States  of  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina, 
hindering  and  preventing  for  a  time  a  proper  enforcement  there  of  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  the  judgments  and  decrees  of  a  lawful  court  thereof 
in  disregard  of  the  command  of  the  President  of  the  United  States ; 

And  whereas  reasonable  and  well-founded  apprehensions  exist  that  such  ill- 
advised  and  unlawful  proceedines  may  be  again  attempted  there  or  elsewhere: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Andrew  Johnson,  President  of  the  United  States,  do 
hereby  warn  all  persons  against  obstructing  or  hindering  in  any  manner 
whatsoever  the  faithful  execution  of  the  Constitution  and  Uie  laws ;  and  I  do 
solemnly  enjoin  and  command  all  officers  of  the  Government,  civil  and  military, 
to  render  due  suboiission  and  obedience  to  said  laws,  and  to  the  jud^ents  and 
decrees  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  and  to  give  all  the  aid  in  their 
power  necessary  to  the  prompt  enforcement  and  execution  of  such  laws,  de- 
crees, judgments,  and  processes. 

And  I  ao  hereby  enjoin  upon  the  officers  of  the  army  and  navy  to  assist  and 
sustain  the  courts  and  other  civil  authorities  of  the  United  States  in  a  faithful 
administration  of  the  laws  thereof,  and  in  the  judgments,  decrees,  mandates, 
and  processes  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States ;  and  I  call  upon  all  good  and 
well-disposed  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  remember  that  upon  the  sud 
Constitution  and  laws,  and  upon  the  judgments,  decrees,  and  processes  of  the 
courts  made  in  accordance  with  tiie  same,  depend  the  protection  of  the  lives, 
liberty,  property,  and  happiness  of  the  people.  And  I  exhort  them  every whero 
to  testify  their  devotion  to  their  countnr,  their  i>ride  in  its  prosperity  and  greats 
ness,  and  their  determination  to  uphold  its  free  institutions  by  a  hearty  co-oper- 
ation in  the  efforts  of  the  Government  to  sustain  the  authority  of  the  law, 
to  maintain  the  supremacy  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  to  preserve  unim- 
paired the  integrity  of  the  national  Union.

several  States  unimpaired,  and  that  as  soon  as  these  objects  should  be  accom- 
plished the  war  ought  to  cease;

December,  anno  Domini  one  tliousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  on  the  * 
twenty-sixth  dav  of  March,  anno  Domino  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
firar,  did,  with  the  objects  of  suppressing  the  then  existing  rebellion,  of  inducin?

proclamation  with  the  same  objects  before  mentioned,  and  to  the  end  that  the 
authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  might  be  restored,  and  that 
peace,  order,  and  freedom  might  be  established,  and  the  President  did,  by  the  said 
last-mentioned  proclamation,  proclaim  and  declare  that  he  thereby  granted  to 
all  persons  who  had  directly  or  indirectly  participated  in  the  then  existing 
rebellion,  except  as  therein  excepted,  amnesty  and  pardon,  with  restoration  of 
all  rights  of  property,  except  as  to  slaves,  and  except  in  certain  ciues  where 
legal  proceedines  had  been  instituted,  but  upon  condition  that  such  persons 
should  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  therein  prescribed,  which  oath  should  be 
registered  for  permanent  preservation; 

And  whereas,  in  and  by  the  said  last-mentioned  proclamation  of  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  May,  anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  four- 
teen extensive  classes  of  persons,  therein  specially  described,  were  altogether 
excepted  and  excluded  from  the  benefits  thereof; 

And  whereas  the  President  of  the  United  States  did,  on  the  second  day  of       Vol.  xiv.  pb 
April,  anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  issue  a  proclama-  811* 
tion  declaring  that  the  insurrection  was  at  an  end,  and  was  thenceforth  to 
be  so  regarded; 

And  whereas  there  now  exists  no  organized  armed  resistance  of  mistrtnfled 
citizens  or  others  to  the  authority  of  the  United  States  in  the  States  nt*  (^t-or 
gia.  South  Carolina,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Louisiana, 
Arkansas,  Mississippi,  Florida,  and  Texas,  and  the  laws  can  be  sustained  and 
enforced  therein  by  the  proper  civil  authority.  State  or  Federal,  and  the  people 
of  said  States  are  well  ana  loyally  disposed,  and  have  conformed,  or,  if  per- 
mitted to  do  so,  will  conform  in  their  legislation  to  the  condition  of  affairs  grow- 
ing out  of  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  prohibiting 
slavery  within  the  limits  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  ; 

And  whereas  there  no  longer  exists  any  reasonable  ground  to  apprehend, 
within  the  States  which  were  involved  in  the  late  rebellion,  any  renewal  there- 
of, or  any  unlawful  resistance  by  the  people  of  said  States  to  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  *      .         . . 

And  whereas  large  standing  armies,  military  occupation,  martial  layr,  military 
tribunals,  and  the  suspension  of  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  and 
the  right  of  trial  by  jury,  are,  in  time  of  peace,  dangerous  to  public  liberty, 
incompatible  with  the  individual  rights  of  the  citizen,  contrary  to  the  genius 
and  spirit  of  our  free  institutions,  and  exhaustive  of  the  national  resources, 
and  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be  sanctioned  or  allowed,  except  in  cases  of  actual 
necessity  for  repelling  invasion  or  suppressing  insurrection  or  rebellion ; 

And  whereks  a  reteliator^  or  vindictive  policy,  attended  by  unnecessary  dis- 
qualifications, pains,  penalties,  confiscations,  and  disfranchisements,  now,  as 
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always,  ooald  only  tend  to  hinder  reconciliation  among  the  people  and  nationa] 
restoration,  while  it  must  serioosl/  embarrass,  obstruct,  and  repress  popolai 
energies  and  national  industry  and  enterprise ; 

And  whereat,  for  these  reasons,  it  is  now  deemed  essential  to  the  pablie. wel- 
fare, and  to  the  more  perfect  restoration  of  constitutional  law  and  order,  that 
the  said  last-mentioned  proclamation,  so  as  aforesaid  issued  on  the  twen^-ninth 
day  of  May,  anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  should  be 
modified,  and  that  the  full  and  beneficent  pardon  conceded  thereby  should  be 
opened  and  further  extended  to^  a  laige  number  of  the  persons  who,  by  its 
atbresatd  exceptions,  have  been  hitherto  excluded  from  executiye  clemency : 

Now,  thererore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Andhkw  Johnsok,  President  of  the 
United  States,  do  hereby  proclaim  and  declare  that  the  fbll  pardon  described  in 
the  said  proclamation  of  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  May,  anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  shall  henceforth  be  opened  [oflTered] 
and  extended  to  all  persons  who,  directly  or  indirectly,  pArucipated  in  the 
late  rebellion,  with  the  restoration  of  all  privileges,  immunities,  and  rights  of 
property,  except  as  to  property  with  regard  to  uavee,  and  except  in  cases  of 
legal  proceedings  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States ;  but  upon  this  condition, 
nevertheless :  that  every  such  person  who  shall  seek  to  avail  himself  of  thia 
proclamation  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath,  and  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  registered  for  permanent  preservation,  in  the  same  manner  and 
with  the  same  effect  as  with  the  oath  prescribed  in  the  said  proclamation  of 
the  twenty -ninth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  namely :

f  do  solemnly  swear,  (or  affirm,)  in  presence  of  Almightj^ 

God,  that  I  will  henceforth  faithfully  support,  protect,  and  defend  the  Co«isti- 
tution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Union  of  the  States  thereunder ;  and  that 
I  will,  in  like  manner,  abide  by  and  faithfUlly  support  all  laws  and  proclama- 
tions which  have  been  made  during  the  late  rebellion  with  reference  to  the 
eman<;ipation  of  slaves :    So  help  me  God.** 

The  following  persons,  and  no  others,  are  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  this 
proclamation,  and  of  the  said  proclamation  of  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  May, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  namely : 

First  The  chief  or  pretended  chief  executive  officers,  including  the  Preddent, 
the  Vice-President,  and  all  Heads  of  Departments  of  the  pretended  Confedev^ 
ate  or  Rebel  Government,  and  all  who  were  agents  thereof  in  foreign  States 
and  countries,  and  all  who  held,  or  pretended  to  hold,  in  the  service  of  the  said 
pretended  Confederate  Government,  a  military  rank  or  title  above  the  grade 
of  brigadier-general,  or  naval  rank  or  title  above  that  of  captain,  and  all  who 
were  or  pretended  to  be  Governors  of  States,  while  maintaining,  aiding,  abet- 
ting, or  submitting  to  and  acc^uiescing  in  the  rebellion. 

Second.  All  persons  who  m  any  way  treated  otherwise  than  as  lawful  pris- 
oners of  war  persons  who  in  any  capacity  were  employed  or  engaged  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States. 

Thini.  All  persons  who,  at  the  time  they  may  seek  to  obtain  the  benefits  of 
this  proclamation,  are  actually  in  civil,  military,  or  naval  confinement  or  custo- 
dy, or  legally  held  to  bail,  dther  before  or  after  conviction,  and  all  persona 
who  were  engaged  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  assB«sination  of  the  late  President 
of  the  Unitd  States,  or  in  any  pbt  or  conspiracy  in  any  manner  therewith 
connected.

Ik  conformity  with  a  recent  custom,  that  may  now  be  regarded  as  established    _  ^Y  J^  "•?<**" 
on  national  consent  and  approval,  I,  ANDREW  JOHNSON,  President  of  the  iJ^^ilf ijT* 
United  States,  do  hereby  recommend  to  my  fellow-citizens,  that  Thunday,  the  poiou^  for  Nov. 
twentv-eighth  day  of  November  next,  be  set  apart  and  observed  throiurhont  the  28, 1867. 
Repumic  as  a  day  of  National  Thanksgiving  and  praise  to  the  Almighty  Ruler 
of  Nations,  with  whom  are  dominion  and  fear,  who  maketh  peaoe  in  Uis  high 
places. 

Resting  and  refraining  from  secular  labors  on  that  day,  let  us  reverently  and 
devotedly  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  mercies  and  blessings 
with  which  He  has  crowned  the  now  closing  year.  Especially  let  us  remember 
that  He  has  covered  our  land  through  all  its  extent,  with  greatly  needed  and 
very  abundant  harvests ;  that  he  has  caused  industrjr  to  prosper,  not  only  in  our 
fields,  but  also  in  our  workshops,  in  our  mines,  and  m  our  forests.  He  has  per- 
mitted us  to  multiply  ships  upon  our  lakes  and  rivers,  and  upon  the  high  seat, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  extend  our  iron  roads  so  hr  into  the  secluded  places  of 
Uie  Continent  as  to  guarantee  speedy  overland  intercourse  between  the  two 
oceans.

established  institutions  of  the  States,  but  only  to  defend  and  maintain  the 
supremacy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  to  preserve  the  Union 
with  all  the  dignity,  equality,  and  rights  of  the  several  States  unimpaired,  and 
that  so  soon  as  those  objects  should  be  accomplished,  the  war  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  should  cease ;

AmU^  p.  699.  effect,  set  forth  several  proclamations,  offering  amnesty  and  pardon  to  persons 
who  had  been  or  were  concerned  in  the  aforenamed  rebellion,  which  proclama- 
tions, however,  wen  attended  with  prudential  reservations  and  exceptions, 
theb  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  which  proclamations  were  respectively 
issued  on  the  eighth  dajr  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-

namely:  — 

"ARTICLE  XIV. 

"  Section  1.  All  i^rsons  bom  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States,  and 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
State  wherein  they  reside.  No  State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which 
shall  abridge  the  privile^  or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States ; 
nor  shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without 
due  process  of  law,  nor  tleny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws. 

"  Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
States  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting  the  whole  number  of 
persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  cut  when  the  right  to 
vote  at  any  election  for  the  choice  of  electors  for  President  and  Vice-President 
of  the  United  State?,  Representatives  in  Congress,  the  executive  and  judicial 
officers  of  a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  legislature  thereof,  is  denied  to  any 
of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abrida;ed,  except  for  participation 
in  rebellion  or  other  crime,  the  basis  of  representation  therem  shall  be  reduced 
in  the  proportion  which  the  numbeY*  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the 
whole  numoer  of  male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

^  Section  S.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress, 
or  elector  of  President  and  Vice-President,  or  hold  anjr  office,  civil  or  military, 
nnder  the  United  States,  or  under  any  State,  who,  having  previously  taken  an 
oath,  as  a  member  of  Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  mem- 
ber of  any  State  legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any  State, 
to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in  insurrec- 
tion or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  thereof. 
But  Congress  may,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

"  Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States,  author- 
ized by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pensions  and  bounties  for 
services  in  suppressing  insurrection  or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But 
neither  the  United  States  nor  any  State  shall  assume  or  pay  an^  debt  or  obli- 
gation incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or 
any  claim  for  the  lo?s  or  emancipation  of  an^  slave ;  but  all  such  debts,  obliga- 
tions, and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal  and  void. 

"Section  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appropriate 
legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article.

But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any 
election  for  the  choice  of  electors  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States,  Representatives  in  Congress,  the  ezecutife  and  judicial  officers 
of  a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  legislature  thereof  is  denied  to  any  of  the 
male  inhabitants  of  such  State,  bein^  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  or  in  anv  way  abndgjed,  except  for  participation  in  rebellion 
or  other  crime,  the  basis  or  representation  therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  pro- 
portion which  the  number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number 
of  male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

^  Section  8.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative  in  Confpresa^ 
or  elector  of  IVesident  and  "Vice-President,  or  hold  anjr  office,  civil  or  mihtary, 
under  the  United  States,  or  under  any  State,  who,  having  {nreviously  taken  an 
oath,  as  a  member  of  Coneress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a 
member  of  any  State  legisuiture,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any 
State,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in 
insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  ene* 
mies  thereof.  But  Congress  may,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  each  HousSi 
remove  such  disability. 

<«  Skction  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States,  author- 
ized by  law,  including  debts  mcurred  tor  pavment  of  pensions  and  bounties  for 
services  in  suppressing  insurrection  or  reoelUon,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But 
neither  the  United  States  nor  anjr  State  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obliga- 
tion incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or 
any  claim  for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  anpr  slave;  but  all  such  debts,  obliga- 
tions, and  claims  shall  be  held  illeffal  and  void. 

^  Section  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appropriate 
legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article.
